Colon-Cervantes Ignorant 


The Rev. Dr. R. S. MacArthurof Calvary 
Baptist Church was surprised yesterday 
afternoon when a NEW-YORK TIMES re- 
porter called on him and showed him an 
anonymous letter, purporting to come from 
the Circalo-Colon-Cervantes, in which Dr. 
MacArthur is accused of belittling the 
character of Columbus and) disparaging 
Spain and its people. 

“Well,” he said, “you.surprise me. I 
received a letter like that some time ago, 
and, as it was signed ‘ Circnlo-Colon-Cer- 
vantes,’ I supposed that it was authorita- 
tive, and #replied toit. Nowlam waiting 
for their answer. 

‘*T have been to Spain and I am no novy- 
ice in the history of that country. I have 
studied the history of Columbus carefully 
and reached the conclusion that he was a 
bully and tyrant, unscrupulous and cruel, 
and guilty of many crimes against religion 
and morality. 

“If these men wish to challenge me, I 
will meet them. Columbus may have  dis- 
covered us in 1492; but we have discovered 
him in 1892.” 

The extract from THE NEW-YorRK TIMES, 
which provoked the letter to Dr. MacAr- 
thur, is as follows: 

“We are now going wild over the Infanta and 
over the Duke of Veragus, and we are extolling 
Spain, a country whose territory does not cover 
more thun two-thirds of the area covered by 
the State of Texas; of whoge population 83 per 
cent. are unable to read or write. Spain is the 
pays and most ignorant country in ee 

t is a country where the Church has no in- 
fiuence to make the people observe Sunday for 
religious ceremogy or for devotion, 

ldo not knew what may have been the ob- 
eervation of others, but itis my observation 
and conviction that where Romanism is dom- 
inant the observance of Sunday ie disregarded. 
We tind it in Spain, in Mexioo, and in the coun- 
tries of South America. I[ think it may be put 
down asasafe conclusion that wherever Sun- 
day is not observed asa holy day, it is a work- 
ing day.”’ 

This provoked the ire of some at present 
unknown member of the Spanish Club, 
who sent Dr. MacArthur the following 
communication: 


The Committee of the Cirenlo-Colon-Cervantes. 
Fifth Avenue and Nineteenth Street. 
The ker. BR. 8S. MacArthur : 

In THE NEW-YORK Times of May 26, ultimo, 
we have read a report from you on the question 
of opening the World’s Fair on Sunday, apd 
among other things you said, “We are now 
gving wild over the Infanta and over the Duke 
of Veragua, and we are extolling Spain, a 
country whose territory does not cover more 
than two-thirds of the area covered by the 
State of Texas, of whose population 83 per 
cent. are unable to read or write. 

* Spain is the poorest and most ignorant eoun- 
try in Europe. It is a country where the Church 
has no influence to make the people observe 
Sunday for religious ceremony or for devotien.”’ 

You said something more on your hatred 
and detestation againetthe Catholic Relition, 
but the above citied paragraph is eneugh for 
eur purpose. We know you well as a man of 
sensational and nortorious character, but you 
will not raise with the community nor succeed 
with your remarks. 

The Catholic priests do not take vacation 
four monthe in the year for recreation as you 
do, nor they close their church; but stay always 
ready, at all hours of the day or night, to go to 
the bedside of the sick, to visit them in all con- 
ceivable ways as their orders require from 
them; but we are not going to waste our time 
in defending the religion of any creed or de- 
nomination, but to confine ourselves to reply to 
your malicious statement or ignorance in the 
ace of facts of history. 

In the firat place it is not the extension of ter- 
ritory what constitutes a great and powerful 
nation, but the resources, wealth, indabtry and 
intelligence of her people. The British Islands 
do not cover half the area of the State of Texas, 
and yet England is wealthy and a powerful na- 
tien. France is something leas than the State 
of Texas, and yet she is great, opulent and 
mighty nation. Brazil is quite as largein ter- 
ritory as the United States, and yet sheisa 
small and weak nation. All these examples 
show your deficlence in matters of political- 
economy, commerce, industry, statistics and 
history. 

The Spanish people are plain, honest, and up- 
rightin all their transactions, living generally 
according to their means, and without knowing 
about the commercial erises, whieh are the re- 
guilt of the abuse of credit, speculation and 
ostentation; but some superficial travellers take 
these moral qualities for poverty and ignorance 
without ascertaining any other consideration. 

When your ancestors were semi-savages in 
England there was at Salamanca an University, 
with men of great learning, who taught all the 
sciences and had caused to accomplish the 
greatest feat the World ever knew, namely—the 
discovery of America, under the protevtion and 
aid of that wise, virtuous and exalted Queen 
Isabella of Castille, in the year 1492. 

And, apropos, of this great achievement, we 
must quote you asmall editorial in the New- 
York Herald of May 29 ultimo in contirmation 
of our assertion, in praise and enlightenment of 
Spain. 

The New-York Herald has said: “In honor of 
Spain and Columbus New-York continues to 
honor Spain in the lovely person of the Princess 
Eulalia. No honor can be too great for the 
memory of thatold land from whose enlightened 
shores Columbus set out to conquer the mis- 
tery of the western seas. Ata time when the 
spirit of progressive men and of scientists was 
crusbed by the conservatism of Europe, the 
doctors of the University of Salamanca alone 
showed signs of intellectual liberty. They wel- 
comed and encouraged the bold spirit of seien- 
_ investigation which was frowned upon in 

taly. 

“The Spanish Oonrt favored and counte- 
nanced the wisdom of the Salamanca Sages. 

“Thus was it that Columbus sought a hearing 
in Spain. Under the University that country 
had become a Mecca. 

** Isabella did not attract Columbus to Spain. 
She was merely the instrument through which 
the broad spirit awakened at Salamanca and 
worked out ite destined ends.” 

The Infanta Eulalia and Duke of Veragua are 
the descendants and representatives of Queen 
lsabella and Columbus respectively, who were 
the persons most importantin the discovery of 
Americx. And this isthe reason why those 
persons are the guestsof the United States, 
wkose Government, in its wisdom and tact, has 
appreciated all the facte and events referred to, 
and considered very proper and import:nt to 
invite them te come to the Columbian World’s 
Fair, in order to make the enterprise a more 
brilliant and historic one. 

And it is @ pity that the Government did not 
invite a descendant of the Spanish Pinzon 
brothers, who were the commanders of the 
caravels Pinta and Nina becanse they were 
bold and skillful navigators, and contributed 
with their preperty to the costof the enter- 


prize, and were, indeed, the stamina of the ex- * 


pedition for ite final success. 

Another hero who ought to excite the ad- 
miration of mankind for ever by his bold and 
daring exploite was Magellan, underjthe proteo- 
tion of Spain in the yoar 1519; on tne first 
voyage around the world and who has demon- 
struted, in an evident manner, the sphericity 
und size of the planet, and in the attempt lost 
his life and feur ships of theexpedition: but Ei- 
eano his second in commend with great cour- 
age took his place inthe only ship saved trom 
it and after many hardships and narrow es- 
capes arrived at iast at Spain in triumph of 
this great achievement. 

The feats of courage and daring in search of 
knowledge are very rare in the history of any 
other nation. All the other navigators after- 
ward have followed the tracks of previous dis- 
coverers easily into the immense ocean and 
heretofore unknown; but nebody can obscure 
the glory and reputation of those heroes, so well 
deserved, at no time of our civilization. 

In view of these historical facts, which are 
at variety with your statement about the Span- 
jards, when itis shown that they had institu- 
tions of learning before they were searcely 
known in other countries of Kurope, and that 
the actual percentage of the population of 
Bpain who do not know how to read er write 
are less thanin England, France, and Italy, or 
not quite 1d per cent. of the Whole population, 
and consequently your statements are untrue 
and unreliable. 

How you then dare to state that the people of 
Bpain are the poorest and most ignorant of all 
the countries of Europe! . 

You lose ground in the estimation of the intel- 
ligent people with such malicious reports which

show plainly your spite and ill-will against the 
fame and reputation of a friendly nation that 
deserve only praise by the good deeds caused 
to in benefit of the human race, than no other 
nation can expose to the world. 

The truth and reason without bias or preju- 
dice must prevail upon everybody; but a minis- 
ter of the gospel by reason of his mission on 
earth of preaching the word of God and teach- 
ing the morals to the people, ought to be more 
exact in bis duty to serve as a good example of 
his sincerity, honesty, and good-will to his fel- 
low creatures. 

This is the pure religion and well meaning of 
mankind.

FIVE PERSONS KILLED 


By the Explosion of a Boiler in a Steam: 
Mill at Barnet, Vt. 





St. Jounspury, Vt, June 12.—A boiler 
in a steam mill owned by Lang & Hooker, 
situated in Barnet, about five miles from 
this village, exploded about 4:30 this 
aiternoon with terrible effect. William 
Fisher, the engineer, was blown 110 feet, 
striking on the end of alog. His leg and 
shoulder were found thirty feet from the 
trunk. Albert Greene, a marker, and Lewis 
John, who was hauling in logs, were also 
killed. é 

Gordon Armstrong, who was at work in 
the mill, was badly scalded, and Austin 
Fisher was slightly hurt. Two others were 
killed. The cause of the explosion is sup- 
posed to have been low water in the boiler. 

The main portion of the boiler was blown 
425 feet. The boiler was inspected three 
months ago. Fisher and Greene lived at 
Monroe, N.’'H, 


ATTEMPTED MURDER AND SUIOIDE. 


A Philadelphia Boy Makes a Commotion 





in Two Houses. 


PHILADELPHIA, Penn., June 12.—The attempt 
of a love-sick youth to kill his sweetheart and 
himself created a sensation in the upper portion 
of the city this afternoon. 

John Smith, aged {eighteen years, and Emily 
Ebert, three years younger, live in adjoining 
houses on Fox Street. Emily’s father is a 
widewer, and she keeps house forhim. John 
lives with his parents. The young couple had 
been sweethearts foralong time, and a few 
weeks ago the young man persuaded the girl 
to promise to become his wifo, July 5 being the 
date agreed upon for the ceremony. 

Emily’s father learned of the engagement 
and, after a lecture onthe folly of early mar- 
riage, persuaded her to break it. John was 
nearly frantic when told by the girl that she 
could not marry him. He continued to pay his 
addresses to her, but for the past few days has 
acted like a demented person. . 

This afternoon he secured admission to Emily’s 
home and stealing up stairs secreted himself in 
a darkened roem at the head of the stairs. 
When Emily, who was alone in the house, went 
up stairs young Smith sprang from his hiding 
place and, leveling a revolver at her head, 
pulled the trigger. 

Fortunately, the cartridge failed to explode, 
but the girl frightened at the eudden appear- 
ance of See lover, fell over backward and tum- 
bled to the bottom of the stairs. Smith rushed 
to his own home, his father discovering him just 
as he was about to put au end to his own life. 

The father grappled with the frantic youth 
and a struggle ensued, during which the revol- 
ver was fired four timos. 

One bullet ripped the young man’s trousers 
from the knee to the bottom, another went 
through the front window over the heads of a 
crowd that had collected outside, and two 
crashed harmlessly through the floor. A police- 
man, attracted by the noise, appeared at this 
juncture, and after a hard tight succeeded in 
arresting the would-be suicide, who to-night 
meditates in a prison cell. 

Emily’s body bears several painful bruises as 
the result of her tumble down stairs, and the 
elder Smith has a badly-cut mouth, where his 
son struck him with the revolver.

BAN ANTONIO, Texas, June 12.—Capt. Joseph 
Bhelby brought to this city and lodged in the 
eounty jail to-day Gonzalo Meno and Navato 
Pena, charged with violating the neutrality 
laws. The proper name of the former is Marco 
Sandoval, and he participated in the Ketimal 
fight. Both men were arrested in the mountains 
of Peeos County by Capt. Shelby and Corp. 
Kerchner of Company D of Capt. Jones’s 
rangers. 

Two other prisonors were brought in to-day 
by Sheriff White from Eagie Pass. They are 
Harry Molton, whose real name is Willikon. 
and Albert Vagos, whois better known under 
the name of Chayo. They are charged with 
emuggling from Mexico. 





Ex-Gov. Chase Gives Bail for Trial. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 12.—Ex-Gov. Ira J. 
Chase went to Kokomo to-day and gave bond 
for his appearance for trial on an indict- 
ment for fraud and embezzlement in con- 
nection with the failure of the Green- 
town Bank. The bond filed is for $3,000, but 
the men on it are good for a half million. 
Mr. Chase asked for an immediate trial, but the 


present term of the Kokomo Court has but one 
week to rup and the docket is full to the date of 
adjournment. Hie trial will take place early in 
October. President John W. Paris and Cashier 
Waldron of the broken bank also fave bond 
to-day. 





Small Salmon Pack in Canada. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Jane 12.—The Department 
of Fisheries was advised to-day thatthe salmou 
pack on the Columbia for the present season up 
to to-day amounted, according to the most relia- 
able sources of information, to 85,000 cases, or 
about 29,000 cases short of last year’s pack for 
the same time. 

The falling off Is said to be owingto a combine 
among the canneries to restrict the output, so 
as to keep up the prices. 

The cannery men say that the pack for the 
season will be many thousands short.

-OOMMISSIONERS LIKELY TO MEET 


AGAIN AND OOMPROMISE. 


Spirit Manifest and an’ 
Agreement Not Unlikely—Mayor}; Gilroy 
Loth to Abandon Two and a Half Years’ 
Work—A Clear Statement of What the 
Real Points of Difference 
Where a Compromise Is Probable—The 


Are and 


Question of Expense and Payment. 


Those best informed agreed yesterday 
that it looked as if the Rapid-Transit Com- 
missioners would shortly come together 
and agree upon some definite plan for ele- 
vated railroad extension. 

Commissioner Bushe called on, Mayor 
Gilroy early in the morning to say that he 
had received a letter from Commissioner 
Steinway suggesting that the Commission- 
ers be invited to attend a meeting this 
afternoon at Mr. Steinway’s house. 

“TIT am very much inclined,” the Mayor 
said, ‘‘ to go slow in this matter. The city 
has been put to very large.expense in ad- 
vances for the work done by the present 
Commissioners, and it does seem that after 
two years and a half the Commissioners 
ought to be able to agree upon something 


and ought not to disband .and thus throw ; 


away all theirlabor. I am quite willing to 
wait until after the Commissioners shall 
meet before taking any action upon their 
resignations.” 

As Mr, Inman and Mr. Spencer are out of 
town, no arrangements for a meeting have 
yet been made. 

Opinion with reference to elevated rail- 
road extensions is not so divergent within 
the commission as might be supposed. The 
heat of argument and controversy out of 
which came the bad feeling that cul- 
minated in the last week’s storm of words, 
was not wholly justitied by the showing of 
the recordsof the commission. Mr. Starin 
at one time was very strongly opposed to 
the grant of favors to the Manhattan Com-’ 
pany. Mr, Spencer, on the other hand, al- 
Ways appeared as a strong advocate of 
such facilities for transit as might be 
furnished by that company. The two Com- 
missioners represented extreme views upon 
that subject. 

The principal point of difference was in 
the amount of compensation that the city 
ought to receive for the proposed franchises 
tothe company. Next in importance to 
this was a contention in regard to the con- 
struction of a line from King’s Bridge Road 
to the city limits. Mr. Gould said that this 
line would cost $1,000,000 per mile for its’ 
length of about three miles, and that he 
could not see any prospect of an adequate 
return upon that investment. According- 
ly, he proposed that this extension shoutl 
not be required until extensions to Fort, 
George and to King’s Bridge should show a} 
reasonable return of profit.upon the capital 
that it would be necessary to put into 
them. 

Mr. Starin’s argument was that the com-, 
mission ought to take no chances in mak. 
ing the contract with the Manhattan Com- 
yany, but that some definite time should 

e set within which the extension to the 
city limits should be built. He was willing. 
to make that time eight years. ‘ 

With reference to the financial returns to 
the city, which constituted the chief point 
of difference, the Manhattan Company 
seemed willing to give 5 per cent. upon the 
net income of its entire system, provided’ 
that in reaching this net income there 
should be taken into account not only 
operating expenses and the cost of main- 
tenance and repairs, but also taxes and inp- 
terest upon the bonded indebtedness of the 
company. 

Mr. Starin figured out that if any such 
concessions were made the company would 
get off with very light annual payments to 
the city, amounting, according to his esti- 
mate, to not much more than $90,000 a’ 
year. 

Mr. Inman, who was inclined to make 
terms with the Manhattan Company, fig- 
ured it out that the immediate return to 
the city would amount to about $145,000 
a year from the beginning, with an in- 
creasing revenue as the business of the 
company grew in that section of the city. 

Mr. Spencer proposed to fall in with the 
company’s proposition that no road should 
be built to the city limits until the exten- 
sions to Fort George and King’s Bridge 
should show a return in profits of 4 per 
cent. upon the investment. This resolu- 
tion of his was offered at the last meeting, 
and it doubtless had some effect in bring- 
ing on the unfortunate squabble between 
himself and Mr. Starin, 

Bad feeling between these two men last- 
ed beyond the meeting at which the squab- 
ble occurred, and no doubt Mr. Spencer 
was still out of temper when he sent his 
resignation to the Mayor and prevailed 
upon the other Commissioners to join with 
him in that action. 

The union of the four Commissioners in 
a note of resignation to the Mayor did not 
improve the temper of Mr. Starin, who bad 
not even been consulted upon the subject. 
While he declined to say anything about it 
in the way of public complaint, Mr. Stein- 
way said that Mr. Starin confessed to him 
that he felt the attront very keenly, and Mr. 
Starin’s friends outside the commission 
were quite free in the opinion that the res- 
ignation of the four Commissioners had 
been instigated with the motive of tempt- 
ing Mr. Starin to resign also, and then, 
prevailing upon the Mayor to reappoint 
four Commissioners and appoint a new 
man in the place of Mr. Starin. 

Since then both Mr. Inman and Mr. 
Bushe have assured Mr. Starin that they 
regretted having resigned without having 
iniormed him of theirintention so todo, aud 
that the only reason they did not so inform 
him was because he was out of town at the 
time the resignations were handed in. 

This assurance has had the effect of re- 
storing good feeling on_Mr. Starin’s part, 
and his suggestion to Mr. Steinway that 
another meeting of the Commissioners be 
called, promising that he wonld cheerfully 
attend, is regarded as an evidence of bis 
willingness and desire that the work of 
the Commissioners should not be wasted, 
but that they should make another attempt 
come together upon some reasonable 

asis. 

With the chief point of difference, one of 
financial returii to the city, the Commis- 
sioners will tirst have to deal. Mr. 
Starin said at the last meeting that he 
would be willing to agree to the proposi- 
tion made by Mr. Spencer for elevated rail- 
road extensions, if the city would be as- 
sured an annual return of not less than 
$175,000 trom the Manhattan Company 
tor the new franchises. Mr. Inman’s cal- 
culation that under the Spencer plan the 
Manhattan Company would begin to pay 
to the city from the first $145,000 per year, 
and that this payment or rental would be 
an increasing one, leaves the actual money 
difference, therefore, between the views of 
one side of this controversy and the other 
about $30,000 per year. which is regarded 
as an inconsiderable sum for a corporation 
to pay that deals in_such large figures as 
does the Manhattan Company. 

With these ‘two propositions before the 
commission, and with Mr. Steinway and 
Mr. Inman specially desirous of doing 
everything possible to reach a definite con- 
clusion, it was intimated yesterday that a 
process of dovetailing might be attempted 
by which the commission will adopt Mr. 
Spencer’s resolution, with Mr. Starin’s 
amendment, that the payment to the city 
by the Manhattan Company from the time 
of the completion of the first extension 
shall be not less than $175,000 per year, 
this rental to increase according to the In- 
map and Spencer plan with the growth of 
business and profits. — 

It is believed that if such a compromiso 
could be made, thus removing the main dif- 


ference between the Commissioners, it 
would not be diflicult to agree that the ex- 
tension from King’s Bridge and the city 
limits should not be made until profits from 
the other extensions justified it. 

The city’s advance of nearly $116,000 
for the expenses of the commission will be 
returned if the Commissioners sell a fran- 
chise, that condition being in the terms of 
any sale. If they do not, it will be a loss, 
for anew commission would not assume 
this expense. Mayor Gilroy is anxious to 
get this money back.

OVERCOME BY A DOZEN CLAMS 


HUGH MLAUGHLIN GIVES HIS 
FOLLOWERS A FRIGHT. 





Brooklyn Politicians Alarmed by Rumors’ 
of the Illness of “the Boss’’—Mr. 
Shevlin, However, Gives Them Assur- 
ances that the Chief's Condition Is Not 
Serious—It Was a Dinner at Massa- 
pequa on Saturday That Did the Mis- 
chief—Mr. McLaughlin Made a Speech. 


A crate of wasted clams was the cause 
yesterday of a great fright among the 
Democratic machine politicians in Brook- 
lyn. 

It was not the sight of the clams them-- 
selves which led the politicians to shake 
in their shoes as if they had been stricken 
with the ague, 

What filled them with anxiety and ap- 
prehension was a widely-circulated rumor 
that Hugh McLaughlin, better known 
as ‘“‘ the boss,” was seriously ill. 

Mr. McLaughlin was a guest on Satur- 
day at a dinner given to the Brooklyn po- 
lice officials ‘by Commissioner, Henry I. 
Hayden at his country house at Massape- 
qua, L. I. Mayor Boody and anumber of 
prominent members of the City Government 
were there, and there were raw clams, 
sports, and speeches in profusion. 

Mr. McLaughlin indulged in an intellect- 
ual as well as a gastronomic effort. He 
made aspeech. It was short but interest- 
ing. He said: 

* Gentlemen, I am glad to be here. I am glad 


to meet you. [am as good as any of you, and [ 
think that each of you is as good as I am.” 


Whether it was the speech or the clams is 
not yet made clear, but between the speech

and the clams Mr. McLaughlin fell ill on 
his return to Brooklyn, and the fright of 
yesterday was the result. 

The rumors of Mr. McLaughlin’s illness 
spread in all directions from Col. Kerrigan’s 
auction rooms in Willoughby Street early 
in the forenoon, and were due to the failure 
of Mr. McLaughlin to arrive there at his 
accustomed time. 

For many years the auctionrooms of Col. 
Kerrigan have been the headquarters of 
Mr. McLaughlin. There he was daily tobe 
found, at all seasons of the year, except 
when out of the city, and thither his lieu- 
tenants and the ward leaders were wont to 
make their pilgrimages. There all of the 
great political schemes of the Democrats 
have been formulated in recent years. 

As one hour aiter another went by and 
Mr. McLaughlin did not aogeer at the auc- 
tion rooms, the rumors of his sickness _be- 
gan to fly over town thick and fast and 
took on a more and more dismal hue. In 
various ways the news reached all parts of 
the city, and some of the big leaders of the 
districts were seen hurrying into Willough- 
by Street from a number of difections, all 
badly agitated and all in extreme haste to 
learn the situation. 

Finally, James Shevlin, the confidential 
and trusted lieutenant of Mr. McLaughlin, 
was found, and. while he corroborated the 
news of Mr. McLaughlin’s illness, he al- 
layed the fears which had taken possession 
of the minds of the leaders by assuring 
them that the illness was not dangerous. 
He said: 

“T have justleft Mr. McLaughlin. He is sit- 
ting up, and we conversed for half an hour. 
There is nothing more serious the matter with 
him than a slight attack of indigestion. He told 
me that he was first seized with the attack yes¢ 
terday morning. Ho was taking his usual walk 
atter breakfast, and noticed that he was not 
perspiring as freely as usual. He immediately 
returned to the house and took a glass of hot 
lemonade, thinking to bring on the perspira- 
tion. , 

“Toward afternoon he began to get feverish, 
and a physician was called in. The doctor 
called it a bilious attack. He will be out again 
to-morrow. Mr. MeLaughliin was a guest of 
Police Commissioner Hayden at Massapequa on 
Saturday, and ateraw clams. He attributes his 
illness to this fact.’ 

The first Democratic leader to receive 
these welcome tidings from Mr. Shevlin 
was District Attorney James W. Ridgway, 
and after him all the leaders got the news 
in quick succession, 

Mr. McLaughlin is the leader of the 
Brooklyn Democrats. For many years he 
has held the ward leaders together. He 
has survived all the bosses hereabout— 
Tweed, John Kelly, and the rest—and he is 
the only man who has kept the different 
coteries of leaders in practical unity so 
that the ag 4 could turn up victorious 
every year at the polls, no matter how se- 
rious the ante-election dissensions had 


been. 

Mr. McLaughlin has passed throngh » 
number of political vicissithdes, the most 
important and serious of which came in 
the time of Thomas Kinsella; but he has 
managed to regain his grip each time, and 
to-day his hold on the machine organiza- 
tion 18 as strong asever. The leaders all 
look up to him and take their plans from 
him, and he is the one who lays ont the 
campaigns and makes the candidates. His 
death would at once appre everything. 

Mr. McLaughlin has a number of lieuten- 
ants, each of whom was doubly interested 
in yesterday’s rumor. Inthe event of Mr. 
McLaugbhlin’s death, one or another of his 
lieutenauts expects to succeed him. His 
principal lieutenants are James Shevlin, 
State Senator John McCarty, State Sena- 
tor Patrick Henry McCarren, Register 
Thomas J. Kenna, ex-County Clerk John 
Delmar, and Alderman James McGarry.

SUSTAINED BY HIS OHUROCH. 


‘Excited Meeting in Dr. D. ©. Potter's 
Tabernacle—His Committee Continued. 


The Rey. Dr. D. C. Potter scored another 
point against his detractors last night, 
when the committee appointed by himself 
to investigate charges of questionable con- 
duct by him as pastor was continued under 
the appointment of the members of the 
Tabernacle Baptist Church. The meeting 
at which this happened had been called by 
the committee,-and Dr. Potter's friends, 
mostly women, turned out to see that his 
interests were protected. He conducted 


the devotional exercises that preceded the 
stated business with the repose of a man 
who had nothing to fear. 

Dr. Potter then resigned the platform to 
Henry Glassford. The report of the com- 
mittee started the opposition. Dr. A'tteri- 
onreadit. He said that the five ministers 
invited to join the committee in the inves- 
tigation had not done so. Then the Rev. J. 
V. Putnam, formerly assistant minister at 
the church, who had fathered the charges 
against Dr. Potter, had made only one ap- 
pearance before the committee, although 
invited three times. When he did appear 
he had a lawyer with him. At this state- 
ment Dr. Potter’s friends rustled their fans 
and looked ready to express their contempt 
for lawyers, especially Mr. Putnam’s, 

Another obstacle had come, the commit- 
tee said, from the demand of the four 
largest donors to the church—John D. and 
William Rockefeller, William Colby, and 
Colgate Hoyt—that if Dr. Potter was to 
invite outside clergymen to assist his com- 
mittee, five other clergymen should also be 
appointed to insure fair play. They pro- 

yosed the Rev. Drs. MacArthur, bitting, 

artley, and Saunders, and the Rev. Ed- 
ward Judson, and it was distinctly inti- 
mated that refusal to comply with this 
demand would lead to a withdrawal of sup- 
plies. Supplies in this instance meant a 
yearly contribution to the Tabernacle 
Church of $10,000 by these four gentle- 
men. In view of these embarrassments 
the committee begged to resign. 

Deacon William Simpson, one of Dr. Pot- 
ter’s champions, had listened to this report 
with evidences of growing unrest. As soon 
as it was finished he rose, and pointing an 
excited forefinger at Chairman Glassford, 
he exclaimed: 

‘*l move, Mr. Chairman, that this same 
committee be reiterated. I want the 
Church to reiterate this committee.” 

**And I second the motion,” said Deacon 
Price, with much earnestness. 

“Yes, yes. That’s right. Lot us do it,’ 
came from many women members. 

** Wait a moment,” Daniel Harding broke 
in. “Il object to Max Just on that com- 
mittee because his sister is Dr. Potter’s 
secretary.” 

** She 1s regularly employed and paid by 
the church,” Dr. Potter replied, with a 


sneer. 

‘““And I object to Mr. Glassford,” Mr. 
Harding went on, ‘“‘because he has had 
business relations with Dr. Potter.” 

‘That is a falsehood.” 

Dr. Potter said this, turning a frowning 
face upon Mr. Harding. A battery of in- 
dignant female eyes blazed also upon this 
luckless member. 

“If it comes to that,” Mr. Harding re- 
turned, **I object to any motion from Mr. 
Simpson because he is not a member of 
this church. He belongs tothe old Sixth 
Street Church.” 

‘Well, Sir, what do you mean—” The 
rest of Mr. Simpson’s sentence was lost in 
the babel of the now thoroughly-indignant 
majority. 

“I object to committee service by any- 
body biased in Dr. Potter's favor,” Mr. 
Harding returned in a voice above the din, 
‘‘and I doit because no jury ought to be- 
gin a case predisposed toward the ac- 
cused.” 

‘** You listen only to the newspapers. We 
don’t care what they say if the church is 
satisfied,” Mr. Simpson answered. 

“I listen to common sense,” said Mr. 
—- 

On the vote for the committee’s reap- 
pointment Mr. Harding and his friends 
were not worth counting. The reappointed 
committee will meet to-night.

COL. AINSWORTH IN DANGER 


THREATENED BY A MOB AT THE 
FORD'S THEATRE INQUEST. 





‘Denounced as a Murderer by a Brother of 
One of the Victims of the Disaster~ 
His Withdrawal from the Inquest Asked 
by One of the Jurors—An Exciting 
Scene that Narrowly Escaped Ending 
in Violence—The Colonel Calmly Braves 
the Infuriated Clerks. 


' WASHINGTON, June 12.—The inquest into 
the loss of life at the old Ford’s Theatre 
Building has unfortunately taken the shape 
of a demonstration against Col F. C. Ains- 
worth rather than a temperate investiga- 
tion to ascertain and fix the responsibility. 
It is doubtful whether the mob spirit 
manifested this. afternoon was. s0 
much resentment toward the man 
whom the crowd at Willard Hall 
had already convicted as it was the un- 
popularity of an officer who has departed 
frem the old habit of the Records and Pen- 
sion Office and insisted upon the honest 
performance of his duty by every employe 
under him. The heated, wordy assaults 
upon Col. Ainsworth, inspired, perhaps, by 
the extraordinary requestof one of the jury 
that he should be excluded, suggest a 
doubt of the possibility of securing the de. 
sired impartiality in the Coroner’s inquest, 

The idea of according fair play to Col. 
Ainsworth, Chief of the Records and Pen- 
sion Bureau of the War Department, has 
not been entertained for an instant by his 
enemies siuce the disaster last Friday. 
They have persistently sought to inflame 
the public mind against him, and in this 
they have been aided by unthinking people 
and newspaper writers, who appear to have 
parted with their sense of justice. To-day 
a large number of men who have con 
demned Col. Ainsworth expressed a desire 
to take the law into their own hands. 

At the Coroner’s inquest. which began 
this morning in a public hall, and which 
Col. Ainsworth attended, as he should 
have done, a rush was made for him as the 
result of an invitation to ‘‘ hang the mur- 
derer,” and for afew minutes there was a 
scene of excitement. ‘All we wanted,” 
one prudent person is quoted as saying, 
*“ was a leader,” the inference as to what a- 
leader was wanted for being plain. 

Col. Ainsworth is not a coward, and the 
sight of his face, which was calm during 
this excitement. may have had something 
to do with the willingness of the mob te 
listen to the exhortation of one of the 
jurors, Mr. B. H. Warner, who pleaded, 
in extravagant terms, that the fair fame 
of the city ‘‘be not sullied” by an 
act of violence such as had been suggested. 
Mr. Warner followed his attempt at peace- 
making with the astounding declaration 
that Col. Ainsworth ought not to remain 
in the hall, for the reason that he was in- 
timidating the witnesses who were em- 
ployed in his bureau. 

Col. Ainsworth occupied a seat from 
which he could look directly at each wit- 
ness. Mr. Warner insisted that by eyeing 
the witnesses, he was guilty of intimida- 
tion. This was in the face of the fact that 
Secretary Lamont had given his word that 
no clerk of the Record and Pension Bureau 
need be in any fear of losing his position 
because of any testimony he might give 
before the Coroner. i : 

Mr. Warner’s assertion, which was re- 
markable for its unfairpess, was the cause 
of another outbreak. Col. Ainsworth re- 
fused to leave the hall. ‘the inquest was 
tinally adjourned in an uproar. __ : 

Then followed another ‘indignation ” 
meeting at which a man,jwho has already 
been referred to in these dispatches as the 
most vehement of Col. Ainsworth’s critics, 
indulged in more fiery talk and denounced 
THE NEW-YORK TIMiés for retusing to join 
in the condemnation which this man had 
already made. _ ie ; 

Unless an entirely different programe is 
followed by the Coroner, it does not seem 
possible that an orderly hearing of the evi- 
dence in this important matter can be se- 
cured. The men who hope to fasten the 
responsibility for the disaster upon Col. 
Ainsworth are inflamed with old resent~ 
ments and may take advantage of this op- 
portunity todo him injustice. If they have 
an ally among the jurors, it is a deplorable 
mistake to pursue the inquiry with any 
pretense to fairness. : ; 

Tbere can be no question that Col. Ains- 
worth is entitled to hear the evidence, for 
he is the man most interested, even assuim- 
ing that the inhumanity with which he is ac- 
cused be true. Col. Ainsworth is not upon trial. 
The Coroner is supposed to be trying to ascer- 
tain who is responsible for the accident and loss 
of life. That should be found out, and the pen- 
alty should be upon him who is responsible. 
But Cal. Ainsworth should not be tried by the 
Coroner nor banged by a mob because he haa 
made himself unpopular by requiring that every 
clerk under him shall attend to his plain duty. 

The scene of the day occurred at the after- 
noon session while Aibert U. Crosby, a third- 
floor clerk, was on the stand. He was not 
allowed to finish his testimony. While he was 
being examined a man walked slowly to a place 
behind Col. Ainsworth’s chair and said some- 
thing in such a loud voice thatit brougat a 
warping “Sh-h!” from some of those present. 
But the man was not to be hushed. He stepped 
forward, and, standing behind and directly 
over Col. Ainsworth, cried in a voice trembling 
with passion: ; 

“You murdered my brother, and I'd like to 
know what right you have to sit here and in- 
timidate witirresses !”’ ¥ 

There Was @ moment's silence after this pas- 
sionate outburst, and then a wild shout af ap- 
proval. Col. Ainsworth sat calmly in bis chair, 
without even turning his head to see who de- 
nounced him. Lieut. Amiss of the police force 
walked over to the disturber and pushed him 
toward a door. 

““Who is he!” asked some one. 

“His name is Charles E. Kanes, whose broth- 
er was killed,” was the answer froma dozen 
clerks. Banes is areal estate agent. 

The shouts of the Government clerks present 
continued. ‘“That’s right!’ ‘*He did it!” 
«Put him out!’’ were the indorsements of the 
accusation of Banes. Some men were on their 
feet, and it looked for a winute as if Col. Ains- 
worth was in danger. But sharp words from 
the Police Lieutenant finally brought quiet. 

Before the witness was allowed to proceed 
Mr. B. H. Warner,onue of the jurors and a wealthy 
citizen of Washington, suggested to the Coroner 
that the episode that had just occurred showed 
the existence of a feeling that could best be 
silenced by the withdrawal of the party or par- 
ties against whom it waa directed. ‘‘ 1 mention 
no nawes,” said Mr. Warner, “ but simply make 
the suggestion that the party most concerned 
should withdraw asa party. There is a belief 
among many of those here that his presence 
serves as an intimidation to witnesses. There 
is a feeling here which does not break out, but 
whioh is nevertheless present that intimidation 
is being carried on, and I therefore object to the 

resense of any person who is likely to be 
blamed for participation in this affair.” p 

Loud applause followed Mr. Warner’s re- 
marks, and Dr. Shaetler whispered a request to 
Col. Ainsworth to withdraw. He refused to do 
so, however, and the Coroner, turning to the 

ury. said he had noright to exclude from the 

earing apy person who was likely to be @ par- 
ty to the verdict. 

Juror Hanvey said he had been told by halfa 
dozen clerks that they had been afraid to testify 
and would have refused to do so but for the let- 
ter of the Secretary of War. 

Mr. R. Ross Perry, as the representative of 
Col Ainsworth, arose to make some remarks on 
the subject, and his first word was a signal for 
the most exeiting incident of the day. Butler 
Fitch, an old, white-haired clerk of the Record 
and Penajon Division, started the trouble. ‘Sit 
down,” he shouted; “‘ you are an outsider and 
have no right bere. I protest against an out- 
sider speaking here.” . 

“Sit down ! Sit down!” echoed his fellew- 
clerks in voices that were not restrained. Fitch 
eried out something about “ Murder!” and his 
words were echoed from every part of the hall. 
Record and pension division clerks were on 





their feet trying to make speeches as though a 
ublic meeting was being held. All this time 
r. Perry stood immovable, and when the up- 

roar had = nm Shad he appealed to the 

crowd to let him speak: 

“Tappeal to you, as American (citizens, for 
fair play!’’ he cried. 

_“ You didn’t give us fair play,” yelled an ex- 
cited individual. 

Old Butler Fiteh kept crying, ‘“‘No intimida- 
tion.”” Morgan Spencer of Bridgeport, Ala. 
another Government clerk, called out at Col. 
Ainsworth: * You should be arrested for mur- 
der and not released on bond!” 

Here the tempest broke in its full fury. 
“ Hang Dim!” was shouted from a dozen throats, 
Every man in the spectators’ seats rose at the 
ery. “ Hang him, hang him!” the shout grew 
louder. Col. Ainsworth sat cool and collected. 
Somebody said, after the uproar was over, that 
his hand moved to his inside coat pooket and 
remained there. His features seemed absolute- 
ly immovable. There was the faintest sugges- 
tion of asmile on bis lips. Mr. Perry remained 
standing, but made no attempt to quell the 
mob, forit had grown to be such that Lieut. 
Awiss was utterly powerless to still the tumult, 

A mad rush had just begun in the direction of 
Col. Ainsworth, when Mr. Warner arose and, 
standing on his chair, begged for order. The 
sight of him standing there stopped the rush. 

ir. Shaefler directed Mr. Warner to take his 
seat, but the latter refused, and, raising his 
yoice, managed te make himself heard. His 
jirst words brought quiet. 

“This outbreak of feeling must be sup- 
prossed,” he said, “not by the strong hand of 
the law, but by the hand of fraternity. ({Ap- 
plause.| Lappeal to you to have fair play, as 
Atlmerican eitizens, and not to stain the fair 
nawe of the glerious Capitol of this Republic. 
lappealte you in the name of the Master who 
reigns above.” 

dhe crowd fell into Mr. Warner’s way of 
thinking, and cried: * Yes, yes!’’ He saw his 
advantage, and made an appeal to let the ques- 
tion of allowing Col. Ainsworth to remain be 
settled by cool heads. When he took his seat, 
however, there were more threatening mutter- 
ings, and at 3:20 P. M. Dr. Shaeffer quickly ad- 
journed the inquest until 11 o’cleck to-morrow 
morning at the First Precinct Police Station. 

The department clerks stood about the hall 
talking excitedly over theincident. Col Ains- 
worth sat in his chair for a minute, and then 
walked quietly out of the building threugh a 
side door connecting with Willard’s Hotel. 

When the hall was emptied the excited lan- 
guage of the clerks continuedon the sidewalk, 
and tinally old Butler Fitch mounted the en- 
trance of the building and proposed an indig- 
nation meeting immediately. Lhe proposition 
was adopted and the clerks took possession of 
the hall, Smith Thompson, aged seventy-two 
years, who made many bitter remarks against 
Col. Ainsworth and Jacob Frech in hie testi- 
mony this morning, was elected Chairman of 
the meeting, and bitter denunciations of Vol. 
Ainsworth and of those who justitied his course 
were indulged in. A committee, consisting of 
Smith Thompson, W. N. Sayre, B. Fitch, Percy 
Monroe, and M. M. Jarvis, was appointed to 
wait upon the President and protest against the 
preposed secret session and te urge the suspen- 
gion of Col, Ainsworth pending the inyestiga- 
tion. 

Subsequently it was said that the inquest 
would be resumed to-morrow in the same hail, 
but under better police arrangements. : 

The first witness of the day was Benjamin 
Reiss, a clerk of Class 1, Keoord and Pension 
Division, War Department, employed in the eld 
theatre building. He had been excused, he 
paid, at 9 o’elock on the morning of the diaster 
on account of business, and was not present 
when the building fell. He had not seen any 
area reped off as dangerous inside the old the- 
atre. Ker several years he had heard it ru- 
mored that the building, particularly the rear 
wall, which did not fail, was unsafe. He bad 
beard no talk about the dangerous condition of 
the building within a month. A day or two be- 
fore the accident he had scen Col. Ainsworth at 
the building. He was there while the excava- 
tion was going on. 

Charles Troutman, @ clerg im the eld theatre, 
whose desk was on the firs?floor, described the 
fall of the floors and his escape. He said he 
knew instinctively that the excavation had 
caused the accident. The witness knew of no 

srotest having been sent by employes in the 

Putlding to the authorities about the dangereus 

condition of the building. He had been warned 

by J. W. Webb, in charge of the first floor, not 
to approach an area on that floor, which had 
been roped off while the excavation had been 
goingon. Mr. Webb had given him this warn 
ing eight or ten days before the accident. To 
his knowledge no orders had been issued about 
the insecurity of the building, except an official 
warning not to walk over the roped-off space. 

He saw no underpinning of the first floor. He 

had heard the roped-oif space called “ the dead 

line.”’ 

The day before the ascident he had seen Col. 
Ainsworth examining the roped-off space mi- 
nutely, and he thought he went down stairs to 
see the exeavation. Col. Ainsworth came near 
ly every day while the excavation was going on. 
‘the eld employes ef the building had told him 
it was a shell and **a death trap.” 

Smith Thompson, aclerk in the theatre build- 
ing, who made a bitter speech denouncing Col. 
Ainsworth at the relief meeting on Friday, tes- 
tiiied that when the accident oescurred he was 
at his desk at work on the second floor to the 
rear of the light wall, the part of the building 
which did not fall. In describing his experi- 
ence, he said there was no fire escape on the 
building, and only one door for entrance and 
exit. He had booked an umbrella to a window 
sill and lowered himself by it to alaader which 
roine one below him held, and thus escaped 
from the building. 

* Had you ever heard any warning about the 
stairway!’ asked the Deputy Coroner. 

* Frequently, frequently,” said the witness. 
“Servants or messengers of Col. Ainsworth, 
who were stationed on the stairway, netified us 
with bated breath that it was Col. Ainaworth's 
orders thatemployes should go easily on tip- 
toe up and down the stairs. Ido not krew the 
names of these servants or messengers. One 
was called Henry, acoloredman. The building 
was known to all of the clerks as ‘the death 
trap,’ but our bread and butter depended on 
working there, so what could we do! Only this 
morning I received a jetter from a friend, a 
lady, in which she said she recollected distinctly 
that I said two years ago that I was going into 
a death trap.” 

The witness said that he had been a civil 6n- 
gineer. Every day he went beluw stairs and 
watched the progress of the exeavation. He 
saw no pillars or preps used holding up the 
tirst tloor while the excavation was going on. 
It was a matter of common talk that this work 
was dangerous, and afellow-clerk had warned 
him notto gothere. He had heard that Mr. 
Gage, one of the victims, had applied for leave 
of absence during the progress of the work in 
the basement, but that it had been refused. Mr 
Gage, he understood, was apprehensive o 
danger. 

Concerning the one stairway in the theatre 
building, Mr. Thompson said it was not sufficient 
for the rapid exit of one-half the clerks with 
safety. In going down the stairway he had 
heard clerks call out to “Take care; the stairs 
are unsafe.” 

Just at this stage in Mr. Thompson’s testi- 
mony there was a strange scene, illustrating a 
bitter feeling against Col. Ainsworth. A major- 
ity of the spectators present at the inquest were 
clerks who were employed in the old theatre 
building. Mr. Warner, one of the jurors, asked 
the witness what was the feeling of the clerks 
in the theatre building toward their superior 
officer—Col. Ainsworth. ‘That of abject fear,” 
answered Mr. Thompson. 

A slight buzz and shifting of chairs followed; 
then a slight clapping of hands. A Lieutenant 
of Police present held up his hand to stop the 
attempt at applause, but be was toolate. A 
burst of handclapping followed that lasted a 
quarter of a minute. It came from the portion 
of the room where mostof the clerks were sit- 
ting. 

Dr. Bhaeffer looked astonished; Uol. Ains- 
worth grew red. wr. Shaeffer then arose and 
delivered a lecture to the offenders, after which 
the hearing proceeded. 

Mr. Warner said he had asked the; question 
because there seemed to be a belief that the 
feeling existing between Col. Ainsworth and 
every man in the office was such that hud the 
made a suggestion as to the safety of the build- 
ing is would have jeopardized their positions. 

Mr. Werner asked if there was such a feeling 
of fear that the clerks were afraid to make sug- 
gestions as to the dangerous condition of the 
building. 

“There was, Mr. Warner; emphatically, there 
was,” was the answer. 

Mr. Thompson was questioned further about 
the feeling, and he said it extended to Jacob 
Frech, ‘Col. Ainsworth’s right bower, and the 
chronic pessimist of Washington,” and to Mr. 
Oo. B. Brown, chief olerk of the building. 

Jeiferson W. Carter, a clerk on the third floor 
of the wrecked building, took the stand, but be- 
fore he began his testimony Dr. Shaeffer read a 
letter from Attorney General Olney tenderin 
the use of an assistant to give professional ad- 
vice in conducting the inquiry. This offer was 
declined because the District rose | had al- 
ready made the same offer. Another letter to 
the Coroner created a buzz. It was from Col. 
Lamont, the Secretary of War, and read as 
jollows: 

“In the matter of the investigation now in 
provress before the Coroner’s jury in regard to the 
loss of life on June 9, 1893, at the Tenth Street 
puilding, which was oooupied by the Record and 
Pension Ottice cf the War Department, the depart- 
montis informed that apprehension exists among 
the department employes that theytmay jeepardize 
their positions by testifying befo the jary. It 
seows hard)y necessary for me to ef that such ap- 
prehension is eutirely groundless, but to allay any 
such fear as may exist I beg to inform yon that no 
employe of the department will endanger his posi- 
lion in aby Way on account of any such testimony 
given beivie the Coroner's jury in this case.” 

Mr. Carter was asked by Mr. Warner about 
the feeling between Col. Aimswerth and his 
clerke, but Dr. Shaeffer interrupted, saying that 
the investigation must be confined to the cause 
ot the calawity. Mr. Warner replied with some 
jeeling that a great many extraneous subjects 
had been introduced, and some of them had 
showed a bitter feeling against Col, Ainsworth. 
He thought he had a right to ask this question, 
in order to satisfy his mind whether there was 
or was net any projedies on the part of wit- 
nesses that weuld cause them to do injustice to 
olticers of the Government. This flurry passed 
over, and Mr. Carter said, in answer te a ques- 
tion, that there had Bp & common rumor 
among the clerks that the building was inse- 
cure.

Mr. Brown was asked if there was any fear on 
the part of the clerks that they would be dis- 
turbed if they protested against remaining in 
the building. 

Yes, Sir,” he answered, and then quietly 
added, “I decline to answer that question.” 

“On what grounds do you deciine to an- 
ewer!” asked Dr. Shaetfer.

J. J. Smith, a first-floor clerk, said that since 
the excavation began dull reports had been 
heard by the clerke from below three or four 
times a day. The reports were followed by 
showers of plaster dust. He had heard clerks 
say that they had pretested to Col. Ainsworth 
against the escape of gas while some repairs 
were going on, and Col. Ainsworth had gone to 
the theatre building to investigate. 

At the request of Mr. Perry, representing Col. 
Ainsworth, Dr. Shaetfer,asked the witness if he 
knew of any clerk being dismissed for making 
the protest on account of the gas, 

The witness said he knew that Mr. Sayre, one 
of the gentlemen who protested, had not been 
disturbed. He also contradicted other wit- 
nesses by saying that everybody in the building 
had contidence in Col. Ainsworth. Any feeling 
that might have been develosied was not direct- 
ed against Col. Ainsworth, but to other officials 
—particularly Jacob Frech. The talk againet 
Col. Ainsworth had been confined to a few old 
soreheads, 

James A, Long, another clerk, said he had felt 
inseoure during the work of excavation and had 
spoken to several clerks about it, who had as- 
sured him that there was no danger. [t was ex- 
piained to him that the reason the space on the 
tirst eor was roped off was because the floor 
boards had no supports beneath them. But Mr. 
Long could not get rid of his fears, so he se- 
cured leave of absence while the excavation 


was going on and applied for insurance on his 


life. Examined by a juror, Mr. Long said his be- 
lief in the insecurity of the building had first 
caused him to think of insuring his life. He 
had been warned against running up the stairs. 





YEAR TO STAND. 


GIVES IT ONE 


Architect O’Rourke’s Opinion of Another 


Government Building. 

WASHINGTON, June 12.—Supervising Archi- 
teet O’Rourke of the Treasury Department to- 
day made an inspection of the Bush Building, 
which is occupied by the Sixth Auditor’s oftice, 
Treasury Department. This is the building 
which was declared unsafe several months ago 
by the clerks, and on examination it was de- 
cided to relieve the fioors of the heavy cast-iron 
files, voluminous books of record, and other 
weighty matter. During this removal all the 
clerks were excused from duty. After the in- 
spection Mr. O'Rourke gaid that at present the 
building is perfectly safe, but entirely unsuited 
for the purposes for which it is now being used; 
that it is being weighted down more and more 
every day, and to stand the strain it would 
have to be strengthened, and the rapid ard con- 
tinued accumulation of matter being stored 
there would eventually overtax itscapacity, and 
there would be a repetition of the sail catastro- 
phe at the old Ford’s Theatre. ‘I will give the 
building one year to stand,” concluded Mr. 
O’ Rourke, 

The Winder Building, now occupied by the 
Second Auditor's ollice, will undergo a like in- 
spection by Mr. U’ Rourke to-morrow.

The Theory of Mme. Mariotti, Secretary of. 
the Woman's Commission, is that Mar- 
gherita of Italy Desired to Wear Them 
Before the German Emperor—Anxious- 
ly Awaiting Information from the Ital- 
ian Government — The Cases Went 
Through This City All Right. 


CuicaGco, ML, June 12.—Those who opened 
the oases containing the laces loaned to the fair 
by Queen Margherita were dismayed on finding 
that.a large portion of valuable textures prom- 
ised from Italy was not iu them. As tho ‘in- 
voices tallied, and as the United States seals on 
the boxes were upbroken, the Government was 
relieved ofall responsibility in the loss of the 
laces, if there was such losa. 

Negligence on the part of the people who at- 
tended tothe packing of the goods may have 
been the cause of the omission, but another 
theory is advanced by the Secretary of the Wo- 
man’s Commission, Mme. Mariotti. 

As itis a distinctly feminine, and, therefore, 
an attractive, theory, it may be allowed to 
stand until such time as the cable sent by the 
Italian Commissioner shall have been answered 
by the Italian Government. 

Just before the laces were sent, the German 
Emperor visited Italy. The missing pieces are 
those which the Queen best likes to wear, and 
it is considered not unlikely that, at the last 
moment, she bethought herself of the Emperor's 
visit, reflected that it would be a good thing to 
look well while be was in Italy, and in conse- 
quence kept them to wear. 

This bitor womanishness has caused consid- 
erable anxiety in the Italian section in the Wo- 
man’s, Building, and the Commissioners there 
are waiting with some eagerness official in- 
formation concerning the condition in which 
the cases left Italy. 


The laces sent to the World's Fair by Queen 
Margherits of Italy arrivedin this city on the 
North German Lloyd steamer Kaiser Wilhelm 
Ii. on April 2. There were two cases, neither of 
them large—one weighed 160 pounds and the 


other SO. Value was packed closely in them, 
however, for, while the laces could hardly be 
appraised from a commercial standpoint, an in- 
surance of +8U,000 was put upon them. 

The Italian Chamber of Commerce looked out 
for the transfer of the cases to the Adams 
Express Company, which carried them to 
Chicago. 

Great surprise was expressed at the offices of 
the Chamber yesterday when the news of the 
disappearance of thirty pieces of the lace was 
received. Nobody at the Chamber, however, 
was willing to believe that the loss occurred 
while the goods were on their travels. 

“We received word,”’ said a representative of 
the organization, “that the laces had been 
packed first in two cases of fine wood. Over 
each of these boxes was a zino cover, which 
was soldered so as to be water tight, thus doing 
away with the danger of damage by dampness. 
Then outside of the zinc were wooden cases, 
which in turn were protected by covers of 
heavy Bail sloth. 

“The sail-cloth covera were, of course, all 
that I saw of the cases, for they were net 
opened here. ButI must say that the covers 
gave 2 good idea of the thoroughness of the 
packing. All along the lines where the gail 
cloth oame together were seals bearing the 
coat of arms of the Queen. They were placed 
80 close together that there must have been 
250 of them on the covers. 

“ The cases arrivedingoodcondition, and when 
they were delivered to the express company the 
carefulness ef the packing caused some com- 
ment from the company’s officers. Every seal 
wasall right, and as the great value of the laces 
was well kuown, the casea must have been care- 
fully guarded on the trip to Cnicago. It seems 
to us that if there has been any tampering with 
them it must have been after their arrival at 
their destination. 

“We are extre:. \y sorry to hear that the 
good-natured Queen, whe so kindly sent some 
of her treasures to be exhibited in this country, 
should have such bad fortune. The laces are 
covered by a bond, to be sure, but if lost they 
oan never be replaced. We have had no official 
notice ofany trouble. All we know about the 
unpleasant discovery in Chicago we get from 
the newspapers.” 

The Countess di Brazza, who had charge of 
the Queen’s laces, arrived in this country some 
time before the two cases did. she was said 
yesterday to have been in New-Orleans when 
they arrived here. 

At the office of the Adams Express Company 
it was said that the cases had been received in 
good condition and could net have been tawm- 
pered with on the way West.

W. C. T. U. WOMEN ALLEGE DECEIT. 





Losers by Walter Thomas Mills’s Hotel and 
Home Improvement Sche mes. 


Ontcaco, June 12.—A receiver was appointed 
this morning for the Harvey World’s Fair Hotel 
and the Harvey Home. Improvement Company. 
Walter Thomas Mills is the prinefpal creditor. 
The assets of the Home Imprevement Company 
are scheduled at $141,500 and the iiabilities at 
$99,000, and the assets of the hotel company at 
$85,000, with $90,000 liabilities. . Thefailure is 
said to have resulted from an article in tne of- 
fieial organ of the Woman’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union, charging Mills with irregularities 
in conducting the hotel scheme. The hotel was 
built by subscriptions to profit-sharing certifi- 
cates, subscribed for chiefly by temperance 
people. The capital stook of the company was 
to be $100,000 and was fully paid. Mills 
owned $20,000 and held $76,000 more as 
trustee. 

Though the name “Harvey” is used in con- 
nection with both enterprises, the hotel is situ- 
ated at aconsiderable distance from Harvey, 
and the people of that town disclaim any con- 
nection with it. 

There was a stormy indignation meeting of 
the 200 or more guests of the hotel company to- 
day in the tabernacle tentadjoining the hoatelry. 
Miss C. M. Dow presided, and numerous women 
prominent in Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union cireles denounced Walter Thomas Mills. 
The Rey. George C. Boawell of Connecticut and 
the Rev. C. C. Vinal of New-Hampshire told of 
the alleged deception that had been practiced 
upon them in securing their subscriptions. 

Mrs. Mary A. Woodbridge and Mrs. Clara C. 
Hoffman explained how they came to invest in 
Mr. Mills’s enterprise ond asked the forgive- 
ness of those whom tbey had induced to secure 
stock inthe hotel. Mary Lathrop, President of 
the Woman's Christian Temperance Union of 
Michigan, and Mra. Frances Leiter, National 
Superintendent from Ohio, told of alleged lack 
of aceommodatiuns at the hotel. Mrs. L. M. N. 
Stevens of Maine explained that the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union had no connec- 
tion with the hotel whatever, and that it was 
oniy because prominent members of the organ- 
ization were interested financially in it that 1¢ 
came to be patronized by Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union members. The meeting 
broke up with the adoption of a resolution ex- 
onerating the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union members from all blame, and stating 
that they were deceived by Mr. Mills.

CuIcaGco, IL, Jane 12.—This month is one of 
celebrations at the fair. One of the most inter- 
esting days will be June 27, Brooklyn Day. The 
committee appsinted by the citizens, which has 
Miraveau L. Towns as Chairman, made arrange- 
ments with Secretary Culp of the Ceremonies 
Committee of the fair to-day for the celebra- 
tion. 

The exercises will be held in Festival Hall, 
beginning at 11 o'clock, and the arrangements 
are as follows: Address of welcome, Mayor 
Carter B. Harrison; response, Mayor David 
A. Boody of Brooklyn; welcome to the 
exposition grounds, Thomas B. Bryan;

A warrant was issued for Mrs. Kellington’s 
arrest. She is a pretty, blond-haired woman, 
thirty-six years old, andis the mother of three 
children. Her husband is a carpenter, and at 
the last election was made a Justice of Peace. 
His home on Chapel Street, Huntley, is one of 
the coziest in the Orange Mountains. 

Dr. Perrine became a boarder at the house 
last October. The doctor has not long been a 
widower. He had treated Mrs. Kellington’s 
teeth and chatted himself into her graces. 

During the Winter Dr. Perrine went to Flor- 
ida. He is the President of the Florida Dental 
Association. During his stay South he wrote 
long, loving letters to Mrs. Kellington, it is 
said. 

After Dr. Perrine’s return from Florida he 
again lived with the Kellingtons, His atten- 
tion to his landlady were marked. Mr. Kelling- 
ton was assured on Sunday that a thrashing 
was due the doctor and court proceedings war- 
ranted against both his wife and the bearder. 

About five years ago Dr. Perrine’s name be- 
came unpleasantly associated with that of a 
young New-York woman named Miss Terry.

W. Swope at Summit to be om hand at 10 o'clock 
to-morrow morning in the Union County Court 
to furnish bail.

ENJOYABSE OOMMENCEMENT DAY 
AT WEST POINT. 





Col. John M. Wilson Makes an Address to 
the Graduating Class, Which He Calls 
“My Class,” and Is Enthusiastically 
Received—Gen. Schofield Delivers the 
Documents that the Cadets Worked For 
—New Officers Appropriately ‘‘Bumped” 
by Comrades—Quiet Reigns at the Post. 


West Pont, June 12.—Once a year the cadet 
is hilarious in barracks—the day of commence- 
ment, when the first class receives its diplomas 
and goes its several ways, the junior cadets are 
promoted to be cadet officers, and the “ plebs ” 
become “ yearlings.” 

From the moment the noonday parade is 
missed and orders forthe year are announced, 
the cadet lets bimself loose in barracks and 
enjoys himself to his heart’s content until the 
first callfor dinner restores him to reason and 
discipline. The merriest sight of the year oc- 
curred between 12 and 12:45 to-day after the 
commencement ceremonies. The graduates 
wasted no time ia jumping into civilian clothes, 
andno “lightning change artist’’ could have 
surpassed them in the rapidity with which the 
transformation was effected. The second-year 
class, who are to go on furlough, were stillin 
uniform, and the Quartermaster’s wagons were 
carting their luggage to the Weat Shore station. 
Bands of cadets loitered on the small parade to 
capture those of their classmen who had been 
chosen cadet officers. When one of these fort- 
unate young men appeared, he was seized by 
his comrades, whe grabbed him by the legs, 
arms, and body, lifted him off his feet, and 
rushed him to the nearest pillar and “ bumped” 
him, while they exultingly yelled “Ta Ra 
Boom, Ta Ra Boom, 186, U. 8 M. A.” 

“ This is the first time I ever saw anything 
like this,” exclaimed Col. John M. Wilson, the 
former Superintendent of the academy. “I 
had heard something of the kind was going on, 
but I never interfered with the cadets.” 

There was more orless disappointment among 


. the cadets that Col. Wilson did not give out the 


diplomas. It was expected up to last night that 
he would, as the first-class men claimed nim as 
a@memberof the class of ‘93. Instead, how- 
ever, the Major General commanding the army, 
J. M. Schofield, performed this service. Gen. 
Schofield arrived at the post at 11:40 this morn- 


ing. He was accompanied by his two aides— 
Lieuts. Charles B. Schofieid and ‘ltasker H. 
Bliss. Col. i:rnst, Superintendent of the acade- 
my, in full uniform, and the Adjutant, John M. 
Carson, Jr., met him at the station. The cadets 
were drawn up in two lines at the crest of the 
hill, under command of Lieut. Col. Mills, and 
presented arms as the carriage containing the 
Major General Commanding was driven through. 
At the same time a detachment of Capt. Brufi’s 
ordnance was firing from the 3.2-ineh rifles, 
with three-pound charges, the customary salute 
of seventeen guns due to & Major General. 

The day could not have been better. The sun 
was obscured behind rolling banks of heavy 
gray clouds, and a coolbreeze from the north 
pressed the temperature down to a point where 
the women round wraps not uncomiortabdle. 
Under the broad awning that stretched away 
over the platform and the sward, where chairs 
had been arranged forthe cadets, the gradu- 
ating class and their relatives, the members of 
the Board of Visitors, the Academie Beard, 
tactical otticers, and invited guests gathered. 

Among the more prominent of the guests 
were Mrs. U. 8. Grant, Gens. D. 8. Stanley, E. 
A. Carr, Rufus Paxton, C. G. Sawtelle, Gen. Le 
Comte of the Swiss Army, whose son is in the 
graduating class; Col. W. KR. Smedberg, Prof. 
roule, Col. L. L. Langdon, Col. 8. R. Honey of 
Newport, Gen. Joe Wheeler, John Bigelow, and 
A. J. Cassatt. 

As the clook struck 11, the hour fixed for the 
beginning of the ceremonies, Col, Ernst and 
Adjt. Carson appeared on the platform, the 
Major General commanding and his staif closely 
following them. ‘The General graciously in- 
vited Col. Wilson to join bis party. 

Yhe graduating class had taken the seats 
assigned them in the front row, the mem 
bers of the three other classes lining up in the 
rear. After Chaplain Postlethwaite Lad prayed, 
the band, under Prof. Clappé, played “ raise 
God from Whom Ali Blessings Flow.” 

Then Col. Ernst introduced Mr. Charles 8. 
Fairchild, former Secretary of the Treasury, 
who had been selected by the Board of Visitors 
to make the customary address. Mr. Fairohild 
gave the cadets a liberal supply of advice from 
the standpoint of a man of the world to fledge- 
lings whose heads are loaded with book and 
scientific lore, but comparatively empty in the 
matter of worldly wisdom. 

The band played ** Yankee Doodle,” and Col. 
Ernst in felicitous terms introduced Cel. John 
M. Wilson, who was enthusiastically received 
by the young men. He said that whatever hon- 
ors had fallen upon him, none had come nearer 
his heart than that of having come to the acad- 
emy the saine year as the ciass which was then 
graduating. 

‘For this,” he said, “is my cluss, the class of 
1893. Four years ago one hundred and two of 
us came here at the same time. One hundred 
aud one wore the cadet gray; one the blue of an 
officer; one hundred and one went to the cadet 
barracks and one to his quarters, where, with 
unskilled hands, he tried to heip you to the goal 
you have reached to-day.” 

He told several humorous stories about the 
cadets, and ended a speech that was freely in- 
terspersed with applause with ‘“‘God biess the 
class of 1893. May health, happiness, aud suc- 
cesa ever attend you all.” 

Gen. Schofield wae then formally presented to 
the class, and perfunctorily handed over the 
diplomas as Col. Ernst read the naines. Cadet 
Saville, who was the tail ender of the olags, dis- 
tinguished himself by kissing his diploma. 

Two medals on the stand attracted more or 
less attention. One was worn by Gen. John P. 
Rea, former Grand Commander of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, and presented to him by 
his atati. itis the badge of the army enlarge’ 
and enameled, set in diamonds, the bar, con- 
taining the fourstars and the pendant, arranged 
in similar fashion. The whole was attached to 
a simall silk American flag. 

The second was presented to Prof. Peter 8. 
Michie by the United States Government for 
gallant and meritorious service at Fort Sumter, 
when he was a First Lieutenant of Engineers. 
It is a massive bronze medal, and, in honor of 
the thirtieth anniversary of his graduation, 
Gen. Michie took it from the box where it has 
lain for nearly twenty-nine years and to-day 
wore it for the first time. 

The afternoon trains and boats carried off all 
the firat-class men and nearly all the army girls. 
Thisevening the post has assumed its wonted 
quiet appearance. 

The promulgation in general orders of cadet 
officers for the ensuing year produced a wave 
of disappointment in the hearts of many of the 
youngsters, for Col. Mills, the commandant, re- 
duced the number of Lieutenants of companies 
from four totwo, to conform with the regular 
arwy organization. The new oilicers for the 
cadet battalion are: Cadet Adjutant—Ladue of 
Oregon; Cadet Captains— Conrad, South Dakota; 
Gilmore, New-York; Joy¢s, Califernia; Barden, 
Connecticut; Lieutenants—Mitchel!l, Pennsy}- 
vyania; 0. C. Williams, Georgia; Lstes, Geor- 
gia; Carson, Illinois; Aultman, Pennsylvania; 
Preston, Maryland; B. Ames, Massachusetts; 
H. 8. Hawkitis, Delaware; (juartermaster—J. 
M. Williams, Alabama; Sergeant Major—M. F. 
smith, Michigan; (Quartermaster Sergeant— 
Darrah, Kansas.

A Covetous Man Is Cured by a Visit to Him 
at Paradise Park. 











In these days of early Summer, when the 
doors and windows of big houses uptown are 
being nailed up; when the wives, the daughters, 
the servants, and the horses of the affluent are 
leaving for the country, fer Europe, and fer 
Chicago, itis wellfor the man of modest es- 
tate, who, in spite of Scriptural injunction, does 
often covet the goods of other men and who re- 
bele against the knowledge that he will see 
nothing of Europe or Chicago and little of the 
country, to pay a visit to Paradise Park. 

There, if he be observant, he will find consola 
tion, for there he will see others who have ne 
estate at all, modestor otherwise; philosophers, 
they are, envious at times, perhaps, but their 
envy is quickly stifled by apull at a ean of 
beer. If, however, the mere sight of them does 
not bring the consolation, let the covetous man 
seek for ‘‘ Old Bill Battle” the tramp, an@ hear 
from Bill, if Bill be gracious, which, if the 
policeman whose beat includes Paradise Park 
speaks truth, he sometimes is not, what con- 
clusions he has reached, after many years of 
deliberation, regarding tle annoyances of the 
responsibilities of wealth as compared with the 
freedom of protracted and undisturbed pau- 
perism. 

‘“*T have been readin’,” said Bill Battle volug- 
tarily to one of very modest estate who yester- 
day took a seat beside him ona bench in Par» 
adise Park, ‘‘of rich people goin’ away for the 
Summer, an’ I can’t help sayin’ to you, my 
frien’, that I’m sorry for ’em. Prob’ly, now, 
you are thinkin’, ‘Why should this ole tramp be 
sorry for them who’s rich!’ An’ it’s true that 
I’m an ole tramp. But don’t you see how they'll 
worry and fret beeause they got so many 
things? An’do you s’pose that I’m a-goin’ ta 
worry? No. I’m jest a-goin’ to sit here an’ be 
happy. I ain’t got nothin’ to worry me,an’ | 
don’t want nothin’. 

“Now [I was readin’ abouta individual name 
o’ Carroll, who’s takin’ a yot called the Navy- 
hoo over to Europe, an’ I was a-thinkin, 

‘Spos’en he was to lose his jibboom, wouldn’t 
he be madi’ Now, I could lose a jibboom, or 
twenty jibbooms, an’ not be mad at all. One 
jibvboom more or less, or no jibvboom at all, don’t 
make no difference to me. An’ sposen’ he gits 
agroun’, why, he’ll worry hisself to death till he 
gits off. Then, sposen’ I gits agroun’. Why, 
when I gits agroun’ I stays agroun’, an’ i'm 
easy. 

*Let’em go away. I don’t want to stop ’em, 
But don’t let’em get mad w’en they loses some 
o’ their things an’ come down here an’ say, 
*‘Leok atole Bill Battle. He aint worryin’”’ 

And here “Ole Bill” fell asleep, suddenly and 
quietly and without any preface of yawne or 
stretching, as does a child. The policeman 
came along and looked at him, not unkindly. 

‘*As long as he sleeps sittin’ up,” said the of- 
ficer, *‘'taint no use te wake him.” 

On other benches were several recumbent 
forms. 

“All tramps,” said the policeman, “and it 
don’t do no good to wake ‘ein up and drive ’em 
away. Kut they mustn’t lay down on the 
benches,”’ and he went to them and kicked them 
with only sufficient emphasis to induce con- 
aciousness. They sat up. They looked at the 
policeman without anger. They asked for no 
explanation, and be volunteered none. Ex- 
planations by policemen for awakening sleep- 
ing tramps are things of the distant pastin Pax 
adise Park, or never existed there. 

The beneficial influence of a visit te Paradise 
Park and of hearing Bill Battle talk was mak- 
ing iteelf felt on the man of modest estate, and 
covetousness left him and he sought Knowl- 
edge. He saw that two iron wateriog troughs 
which obviously were intended to hold water 
held, instead, small pieces of granite, such as 
are used for foundations fer paving blocks, and 
thiraty horses went by, and, leoking for water, 
saw only these stones.

They weren’t worrying about 
disease and trees and rich people going to the 
country. Only the policeman was worrying, 
and he was worrying because the Park Depart- 
ment was not. Paradise Park, indeed, had 
every appearance of being satisfied with its lot. 


THE OHOLERA SPREADING, - 
A Call for pasts-tndt Bee from a Rus- 


sian Province. 


Paris, June 12.—Nine deaths from a disease 
of a cholerais nature oceurred yesterday af 
Alais, Department of Gard, Southern France. 

The sanitary condition of Alais has been 
found to be much worse than was supposed, and 
the Paris Board of Health has sent a physician 
to report on the situation and suggest means of 
improving it. A man from Alais died suddenly 
of cholera at Bessexes to-day. } 

Cholera bas broken out in Frontignan, De 
partmentof Herault. In Cette there were three 
fresh cases and one death to-day. One sus- 
picious case is reported from Lyons. 

A dispatch from 8t. Petersburg says that the 
authorities of the Government of Saratoff have 
sent out an appeal for 60 doctors and 200 assist- 
ants and nurses. The cholera is spreading so 
rapidly, the authorities say, that the local phy- 
sicians are utterly unable to cope with it. 





Flash Light for Port Velasco. 


GALVESTON, Texas, June 12.—The United 
States Atlantic and Gulf Lighthouse Board 
has selected a site at the mouth of the Brazos 
River, which is the entrance to the Port of Ve- 
lasco, for a fifty-thousand dollar flash light, 
which will be the only one on the Eastern 
coast, with the exception of Cape Hatteras. 
The tower will be of iron, ninety-two feet above 
mean low tide, and will be completed by Sept. 
1. A smaller beacon light will be placed on the 
Gulf end of the east jetty, and a whistling buoy 
will be anchored at the six-fathom depth in the 
Gulf this Fall. These improvements have beeg 
rendered necessary by the largely-increased 
shipping trade at Port Velasco.

When the racing season was opened it was ac- 
nounced with a flourish of trumpets that there 
Would be no more bets declared olf, aud that all 
trouble on that score, with the necessary accompa- 
niments of “‘new books” on the races, would be 
done away with. The season is now about a month 
old, and the rule has been violated by order of the 
judges, who do not appear to think much more of 
some of the rules they are given to work under.than 
do the public. The judges asserted their authority 
and set aside the rule of the Board of Control with- 
out the least bit of hesitation in the last 
race at Morris Park yesterday afternoon. By 
some stupid blunder in making up the weights 
Circular was set down for the race as carrying but 
100 pounds, though there was a provision that win- 
ners ofa single race iu 1893 should carry 5 pounds 
penalty, and Circular had won a race. Afier the 
mistake had been discovered and rectified, betting 
had been going on for sometime. Some one com- 
plained that in case Ciroular should win the race he 
would be disqualified and bets be lost. Without any 
attention to the new rule to the effect that when the 
jockeys’ nanies have been officially displayed all bets 
stand, the judges declared all bets off, and the race 
Was delayed until a ‘“‘new book” could be made. 
This made a lot of people who had gotthe best 
of the odds on Sir Arthur very angry, for they 
had to take what odds the bookmakers cared to offer 
after that, and there was a lotof angry talk among 
s2ome of the people. 

There were some angry members of the Board of 
Oontrol, too, and for atime there was a chance for a 
clash of authority and a revocation of the orderof 
the judges. Mr. Morris finally came to the conclu- 
sion that any attempt to order the bets to stand 
would only result inalotof confusion and trouble 
#)l around, and so the judges had their way and the 
public a lot of trouble. The extra weight, witha 
possibility that the money of the right parties had 
been bet on fir Arthur, resulted in the defeat of 


Circular, Sir Arthur winning the race by a length 
irom the Daly horse. 


It was a day of slumps for the betting men at the 
Faces yesterday. They were all right about Sir 
arthur, as they had been about Appomattox in the 


opening race and as they were about Lidgerwood in 
the Glen island Handicap, but on the other three 
they were sadiy out of line, and the losses on 
Xamapo, Kentigerna, and Simmons more than oli- 
eet what they had won on the oiher favorites 

Appomattox started off thinga in clever shape for 
the talent by winning the opening dash, for two 
year-olds that had run but bad not won at the meet- 
ing. He was “a cast-iron cinch,” in the language of 
the ring, avd he landed the money for his vackers 
just as handily as James R. Keeve landed the dude 
gambiers of the Westchester Country Club when 
they tried to beat him in alittle operation in Cord- 
age. Green Morris had a good thing in the race in 

t. Pat, and this fact was noised abroad so thorough- 
ly that the colt was backed duwn from 15 to 1 at the 
opening to 3 to latthe close. but St. Pat could do 
BO ve.ber than run fourth, being beaten home by Ap 
pomaiiox, Little Pirate, and Solitaire. Appomattox 
showed such good form that he was sold immediately 
after the race to J. B. Dyer ior $7,600, and those 
who know the horse best say that Dyer, or whoevcr 
lhe was operating for, gota bargain atthe price. He 
was owned by some very clever Canadians, who have 
won a lot of money over him already. 


Sir Walter showed that he is still as much of a bull- 
dog and is rapidly getting into as good form as he 
Was last year by winning the race for three- year- 


olds at a mile and asixteenth after a long and hard- 
fight with Ramapo, who was the hottest sort oi 
favorite in the betting. These were the only two 
ihat were in the race, though Anna B, was also a 
Blarier. She played no part in it, however, and was 
beateu away oft by the other pair, who fought hara 
through the stretch, and fought so gamely that they 
got the crowd to cheering in regular Suburban 
ijushion. There was warrant for all the applause, for 
both the horses and both riders deserved it.

The extreme outsider in the betting, 
Leonardv, made the running w the top of the hill, 
when he collapsed, and then Lidgerwood came 
through and wun as he pleased ina gallop by three 
lengths trom Young Arion, whoina drive managed 
to beat Certainiy and Wormeer home. Lidgerwood 
‘Was the favorite in the speculation, and the Keene 
party and their friends made quite a good thing over 
the race.

TOO MANY SALOONS THERE. 


West Siders to Publish a List of License 
Holders in Their Vicinity. 


There was a lively meeting of the West End 
Protective League at the Hotel Endicott iast 
night. The principal subject under discussion 
Was the increase of saloons on the west side 
and the methods for stopping it. 

Lawyer John C. Coleman told how the saloons 
had been creeping into the residential neigh- 
borhood adjoining Central Park to the deprecia- 
tion of realty and the great damage of the 
morals of the rising generation. 

He said that any wan with sufficient political 


pull could get a license, and it was about time 
that decent citizens took a determined stand. 

The Rev. Madison C. Peters was very em- 
phatic in his remarks. Hoe said that he thought 
that the names of the men who owned premises 
oceupied by saloons should be publisbed and 
spread broadcast throughout the west side. 

Ths Rev. Anson P. Atterbury said that in his 
opinion the remedy was at the ballot box. 

John J. Chapman spoke earnestly on the 
practical side of the question. He said that 
politics was back of it all. The hearings before 
the Excise Commissioners of citizens’ protests 
was & pleasant little farce, for when it came to 
giving a saloon a license the O. K. of the dis- 
trict leader was what carried weight. The rem- 
edy in his opinion was at the polls, regardless of 
party affiliations. 

Prof. John L. N. Hunt made some forcible 
remarks on the part that politics played in the 
liquor question. He had heard it said that the 
10,000 galoons of this city paid a tax of $1,000,- 
000 a year to the party in power, and this black- 
mail fund was used to support the organiza- 
tion. “ 

The meeting was closed by the reference to 
the Executive Committee of a resolution offered 
by the Rev. Madison C. Peters to the effect that 
the names of the property owners who leased 
their property for saloon purposes should be 
published in pamphlet form and distributed to 
tenants of all classes of property in the neigh- 
borhood.

THE MONTEREY 


What: the’ Official Report of the 
Trip 





Shows. 


WASHINGTON, June 12.—Probably no vessel 
bullt for the navy in recent years has been sub- 
jected to more severe criticism than the coast- 
defense vessel Monterey. Probably because of 
the repeated attacks upon the integrity of her 
engines, boilers, and battery and her seagoing 
qualities, Secretary Herbert in ordering her 
final trip, which is usually perfunctory and 
merely intended to show that the fittings are 
complete, directed that the ship be subjected to 


very severe tests to ascertain if there really 
was any defect in design or workmanship in 
hull, boilers, or battery. 

Tho official report of the trial board, of 
which Capt. Howison was President, has just 
been reveived at the Navy Department It 
describes the trial which began on May 2S ia 
detail. The fuel was very poor, forming @ 
glassy clinker which stuck to the grate bars 
and made it difficult to maintain steam press- 
ure. Notwithstanding that fact the vessel 
covered 51 knots on her four-hour full speed 
trial, making an average of 12.75 knots per 
hour, a result thatis pronounced by the board 
to ve very satisfactory in the circumstances. 

Immediately after the full-speed trial the 
board examined the boilers and engines and 
found no leaks in or about the boilers, and the 
engines in perfect condition, working smoothly 
and requiring no water on any bearing. Imme- 
diately after the maximum speed trial tbe ship 
started, without stopping the engines, on ber 
60a trial, and the vessel was run aitogether over 
sixty hours continuously, with ‘the sea smooth 
and rough, and under all conditions of speed, 
and the guns were tested with full as well as re- 
duced charges. The gun mounts showed no 
signs of weakness in any part, the guns re- 
turned to battery immediately, the recoil of the 
guns was 38 inches forthe ten-inch gun and 
44.5 inches for the twelve-inch gun, and the 
turning engines held the guns and turrets under 
complete control while loading, the snip at times 
having arolloffrom 4tol2 degrees. 

With sea on the quarter the motion of the ship 
Was regular and easy. With a moderate bow 
swell she showed the most and quickest motion. 
In the trough of a short, choppy sea she fol- 
lowed the waves closely and shipped a small 
amountof water on each side. Steering head toe 
wind arid sea there was broken water fore and 
aft on the deck, but at no timein sutticiens 
quantities to prevent working the guns or mov- 
ing about the decks. 

The board found no defectin hullor fittings 
(except minor details, such as a leaky door or 
defective capstan) due either to defective work- 
manship or design; no defect inthe machinery 
or boilers in any part. The guus and appurte- 
bances worked properly and appeared to be 
sufficiently strong; and the vessel itself waa 
atrong enough to stand the shock of firing, wae 
stanch, and her performance was in every way 
satisfactory. 


STREETS IN JERSEY OITY. 


Mayor Wanser Battling With the Board 


Which Is in Control. 


At the Jersey City Strest and Water Board 
meeting yesterday Mayor Wanser may be 
credited with several victories over the board. 
The first was in relation to the proposed vaca- 
tion of Washington Street south of the ‘Gap ” 
for the benefit of the Lehigh Valley Railroad. 

The street is built over the Central Railroad 
extension and is separated from Jersey City 
proper by a water way 250 feot wide. This is 
what is called the ‘‘Gap.” The city spent 
$80,000 in paving and sewering the street and 
then expended $125,000 for abutments fora 
bridge. Bonds were issued for the amount, and 
the city has since been carrying the interest. 
But when it undertook to build the bridge sev 
eral railroads and the Sugar House Company 
united against the project and it was defeated 
in the Legislature. 

Mr. Reon Barnes yesterday submitted a com- 
munication in which he told the board that as. 
the city had been put to considerable expense 
in improving the street the Lehigh Valley 
would take up the pavement and store the bel- 
gian blocks wherever the board directed free 
of expenss. The board took a recess, during 
which Mr. Barnes was told that the Commis- 
sioners had concluded not to vacate the street. 
He then asked permission to withdraw the pe- 
tition, as he did not care to have it ofticially re- 
jected, and the necessary permission was 
granted. 

The board recalled the rapid-transit ordin- 
ances passed last week and vetoed, giving the 
North Hudson Kailway Company and the Jer- 
sey City, Hoboken and Kutherford Electrio 
Railway Company the right to lay tracks 
through the streets for a tax of $100 per mile, 
The company last named on Saturday made a 
contract with Mayor Wanser to pay the oity 5 
per cent. of its crossearnings, and the ordinances 
were amended so as to agree with the contract. 

Commissioner Somers said the North Hudson 
Company had assured the board thatit could 
not afford to pay 5 per cent., and the members, 
knowing the great need for rapid transit in 
Jersey City, had made what they considered 
the best bargain they could possibly secure. 

A resolution was passed requiring the Eri¢ 
Ratlway Company to fence its tracks 80 as tu 
insure the public safety, and to take all neces- 
sary precautions at street crossings. Willixm 
Db. Edwards, Corporation Counsel, was instruct- 
ed to take the necessary steps to secure the ex: 
tension of Seventeenth Street to the Heights.

The decision of the Court of Appeals in 
the case of ex-Commissioner of Labor Sta- 
tistics Peck brings that matter back to the 
basis of law and common sense from which 
it was whirled by political excitement and 
partisan bias last year, insomuch that an 
Albany court sustained a demurrer to the 
indictment against Peck. In ordinary cir- 
cumstances and in a case which aroused 
no party feeling there would be no two 
opinions as to statistics collected by a 
public officer for a public purpose being 
public documents which he had no right 
to destroy. It was perfectly plain that 
the statements of fact and the figures 
relating to industries in this State which 
Mr. Peck received in response to official 
inquiries were not his personal property, 
but the property of the State from which 
he derived his authority to collect such 
information. This the Court of Appeals 
holds unequivocally, and it finds no defeot 
in the indictment against PetK. The facts 
alleged therein, it says, ‘‘ show the commis- 
sion of a crime,” and that crime was ‘‘fe- 
loniously, willfully, and unlawfhtlly” de- 
stroying public documents. The case now 
goes back to the criminal courts of Albany 
County, where it should be brought to trial. 








The commission to investigate the mone- 
tary system of India, of which Lord HeEr- 
SCHELL was Chairman, has recommended 
that the coining in Indian mints of silver 
for private account shall be stopped. This 
would practically be a departure from the 
system of free coinage which the more ex- 
treme silver men have so ardently advo- 
cated, and it is sure to be a serious disap- 
pointment to them, as they had expected 
recommendations in a radically different 
direction. The recommendation, however, 
is not fairly to be judged by itself, apart 
from the complete report. 

It is quite probable that the “ choleraic 
disease” which caused nine deaths in 
Calais on Sunday was Asiatic cholera, but 
this is by no means the first appearance of 
cholera this year on the coast of France. 
For two or three months the disease pre- 
vailed at Lorient and other neighboring 
ports on the west coast, and at last ac- 
counts there were still a few cases at those 
ports. Although Oalais is several hundred 
miles north of Lorient, it is more probable 
that the disease was carried from Lorient 
and the other infected places in the De- 
partment of Morbihan than that it was 
introduced from any other part of Europe. 
Havre lies between Calais and Lorient, but 
no cases have been reported there. , As 
Calais is only twenty-six milesfrom the 
English port of Dover, and is constantly in 
communication with that port through the 
agency of daily passenger boats, it will be 
necessary for the English sanitary author- 
ities to take all possible precautions for 
the exclusion of the disease. The repre- 
sentatives of our Government at French 
ports, whether on the west coast or on the

THE EFFECT OF REPEAL. 

One of the most interesting and valuable 
features of the series of dispatches from 
Senators and Congressmen which THE 
Times published yesterday is the light 
thrown on their views as to the real nature 
of the law of 1890 and the probable effect 
of its repeal. When the law was passed 
very few persons had any clear idea of 
what it would do; and not many had any 
idea of what it wasintended todo. It was 
a composite compromise. About the most 
definite notion of its purpose was the one 
entertained by men who owned silver or 
had speculated in it; they naturally expect- 
ed that large and continuous purchases by 
the Government would advance the price, 
as foratime they did. Another set of the 
‘men who secured the passage of the act 
thought that it would prevent Mr. Harri- 
SON from having to veto a free-coinage 
bill. But the most important influence in 
shaping the law of 1890 was that of Sena- 
tor JOHN SHERMAN, and it was a highly 
beneficial one. It was Mr. SHERMAN who 
secured the enactment of the declaration 
that it was the established policy of the 
United States to maintain the parity of 
gold and silver. This declaration was 
added to control the grant of discretion 
to the Secretary of the Treasury to re- 
deem the Treasury notes in either gold 
or silver. It may be said that it would 
have been better fot to pass the law at all, 
but that clause saved it, and was worth 
almost all that the law has cost us. 


It is inevitable that alaw withso coy- 
fused an origin, embodying concessions 
from so many and so widely differing ele- 
ments, should give rise to conflicting esti- 
mates of its value and effect. But with 
the passage of time, with experience and 
the chance to obser¥e actual effects, public 
opinion has settled down to one pretty 
clear notion of the law, namely, that it 
deeply disturbs confidence in the future of 
our currency. That is the one concrete fact 
that ali the members of the Senate or 
House who explain what they expect from 
the repeal of the law agree® upon and em- 
phasize. It is the one immediate reason 
why the law should be repealed. Of course, 
if the disturbance of contidence were not 
justified, if it were only unreasonable fear 
based on a misunderstanding of the facts, 
we could well afford to disregard it and to 
leave the law to work its legitimate course 
and to justify itself. But the failure of 
confidence is not only reasonable, it is the 
logical and unavoidable etiect of the law. 
It isthe teaching of the simplest mathe- 
matics that the United States cannot go on 
increasing its demand notes payable in 
gold while its gold is diminishing and con- 
tinue gold payments. The repeal of the 
law stops the issue of the notes. That is 
the primary and practical effect sought for. 
That is why the law should be repealed. 

Unquestionably the repeal of the law 
does not settle all currency problems, but 
it brings us to a situation where we can 
afford to let things go their own way, 
where we can safely take time to study the 
next step. We shall still have a vast sam 
of paper money which must be kept at par 
with gold, and we shall start with a very 
small gold reserve in the Treasury. The 
situation will not be an ideal one, but it 
will be substantially secure. Though the 
gold reserve will be small, the cause of ex- 
traordinary demand upon it will have been 
removed. We shall know how much paper 
is to be kept at par, and it will be kept at 
par with no serious difficulty. The one 
essential thing is to put a limit to the in- 
crease of the paper, and, though the limit 
is a very high one, we can take care of all 
our paper within that limit. The capacity 
of the country to ‘make profitable use of 
currency has largely increased. It is much 
greater than would have been deemed 
credible a dozen years ago. What we 
cannot do is to kéep the public mind reas- 
sured when the amount of the currency is 
left indefinite, and the reassurance of the 
public mindis nowthe need of the coun- 
try. The repeal of the act of 1890 will 
accomplish it. 








FIXING THE RESPONSIBILITY. 


The Coroner’s inquest into the cause of 
the death of the victims of the Ford’s 
Theatre collapse in Washington will be 
followed by an investigation by a military 
court of inquiry, and between the two the 
facts in the case ought to be so clearly es- 
tablished that there will be no difficulty 
in fixing the responsibility for the disaster. 
The facts to be determined should answer 
anumber of questions about which the 
public is in more or less doubt. By whose 
authority was this building occupied and 
used by a large force of clerks engaged 
upon the work of tHe Division of Records 
and Pensions of the War Department? 
While so occupied and used was it in an 
unsafe condition independent of the exca- 
vation that was being made at the time of 
the calamity? If so, by whose authority 
was the otcupation and use continued and 
who had the power to discontinue it and 
to have the building put in a safe condi- 
tion or abandoned? If it was not unsafe 
before the excavation began, by whose 
authority was that work done and whose 
duty was it to see that it was done in such 
a manner as not to endanger the building 
and its occupants f 

During the excitement caused by a dis- 
aster of this kind there are always many 
wild statements upon which it is unsafe to 
base any judgment. Many persons are apt 
to know then a great many things which 
they never thought of before, and there is 
@ good deal of eagerness to cast the blame 
upon somebody whose judgment had not 
been previously questioned. The imme

diate cause of the collapse in the Washing- 
ton building is already tolerably plain. In 
the excavation that was going on beneath 
it the main support of a portion of the. 
three floors was either removed or se- 
riously weakened before any proper sub- 
stitute was put inits place. The fact that 
only that part of the flooring which rested 
upon this support gave way, and that the 
walls of the building remained intact, 
would seem to indicate that the fault lay 
chiefly, if not wholly, in a failure to give 
proper temporary support to the floors 
while the permanent support was being re- 
placed, though it may be that, apart from 
the work going on beneath the building, it 
was in an unsafe condition and unfit for 
the use to which it was put. Any casual 
strain or shock might perhaps have caused 
disaster. 

There appears to be a good deal of readi- 
ness in Washington to hold Col. AINSs- 
worth, the Chief of the Record and Pen- 
sion Division, responsible, but it does not 
appear upon what ground. Col. AINs- 
WORTH is an exceptionally capable officer, 
and the system of records which he has 
devised is a marvel of simplicity and econ- 
omy. In the direction of the vast volume 
of work under his charge he has insisted 
upon industry and efficiency, he has had to 
getrid of incompetents and to disregard 
political influence, and he has saved the 
Government a large amount of expense. 
Unfortunately such methods are apt to in- 
cur enmities in Washington, and enemies 
are always on the alert for an occasion to ) 
injure the person who has excited their 
hostility. Col. AINSWORTH saw the neces- 
sity of protecting himself when he asked 
for a court of inquiry, but he should not be 
shielded from any just responsibility in 
this matter. 

Whatever the facis in this particular 
case may show, it seems to be generally ad- 
mitted that the public service is inade- 
quately provided for in Washington and 
that there is no proper supervision over 
the buildings occupied by the Government 
outside of those specially constructed for 
the use of the departments. There are sev- 
eral old buildings used for different 
branches of the service which were 
constructed for the purpose and are ill 
adapted for the uses to which they are put, 
and others that were specially constructed 
for their present use are unequal to the 
strain now put upon them. The local 
authorities have no control over 
buildings; Congress has been niggardly in 
providing for the needs of the public serv- 
ice as its requirements have increased, and 
responsibility seems to have been lodged 
nowhere for the general safety of the 
premises in which the Government em-

ployés are compelled to work. Something 
more than a Coroner’s inquest and a court 
of inquiry seems to be called for to remedy 
an evil which was by no means confined to 


the old theatre building in Tenth Street. 





CRAZY M’KINLEYIS™M. 

We remarked a day or two ago that there 
were signs of the handiwork of ex-Control- 
ler LAWRENCE in that part of the Ohio 
Republican platform which relates to the 
duties on wool.

** We insist on such full and adequate protec- 
tion for the wool industry as will enable Amer- 
ican farmers to supply the wool required for 
consumption in the United States.” 


This means that the duties should be 
high enough to prevent the importation of 
any wool whatever—high enough to “en- 
able American farmers to supply ” even the 
90,000,000 pounds of coarse and cheap 
wool that are imported and used by the 
manufacturers of carpets. The following 
table shows the quantities, in pounds, of 
wool imported in the last three fiscal years, 
the importations of the first of these years 
having been made under the old tariff: 


A glance at these figures reveals the ab- 
surdity of a political platform that insists 
upon duties high enough to prevent the 
importation of any wool whatever, and to 
*‘enable ” American farmers to produce all 
the carpet-wool that is consumed in this 
country.. The quantity of clothing and 
combing wool imported, about 44,000,- 
000 pounds, is small when compared 
with the wool output of the ,United 


States, which was 333,000,000 pounds 
last year. The imports of carpet 


wool should be considered by themselves, 
for the reason that scarcely any wool of 
this kind is grown in the United States. 
Manufacturers of carpets must have it, and 
they obtain it in those countries where the 
people are willing to spend their time and 
money in the production of wool that is 
worth, when laid down at this port, only 
91g cents a pound, fer this was the average 
value of the carpet wool brought into the 
United States last year. 

The average fleece in thiscountry weighs 
about six pounds. A carpet wool fleece 
of this weight would be worth about 
57 cents. It costs about as much to 
care for a carpet wool sheep as for a sheep 
whose fleece is clothing wool, and the 
American farmer will never invest his time 
and money in sheep whose fleeces are worth 
only 57 cents apiece, so long as he is 
not forbidden by law to make the same 
investment in sheep whose fleeces can be 
sold for three or four times that sum. 
There are people in Asia who prefer to 
grow the cheap fleeces, and why should we 
not take legitimate advantage of their 
preference ? 

We have done so, in spite of high duties; 
onsnch wool. The duties on carpet wool 









tariff, but the quantity of carpet wool im- 
ported has steadily increased, as our table 
shows. The increase is still more plainly 
indicated by the reports for the current 
fiscal year, for the quantity imported in 
the first ten months of the year was 102,- 
205,149 pounds. The carpet manufacturers 
and the people who buy carpets must have 
this raw material. 

It is not possible to cause the production 
in this country of the carpet wool which 
our manufacturers must have by the im- 
position of a high duty. This is admitted 
even by the Ameri¢an Protective Tariff 
League, of which both LAWRENCE and 
DELANO are officers. The League says that 
the “cost for production would require 
from 500 to 1,000 per cent. of protection.” 
That is to say, on every pound of foreign 
wool worth 912 cents there must be a duty 
of from 471, to 95 cents, which is absurd 
even from the League’s point of view. 

Weare glad that LAWRENCE and DELANO 
were permitted to insert their crazy doc- 
trine in the Ohio platform. The acceptance 
of it by the convention brings clearly be- 
fore the people once more the greatest 
absurdity of McKinleyism in the wool 
schedule and directs attention again to the 
intellectual calibre of the tariff cranks in 
Ohio who have had their way with the 
wool duties for many years. 





A POINT IN THE BORDEN CASE. 

A legal point of considerable importance 
was decided in the Borden case at New- 
Bedford yesterday. The prosecution de- 
sired to put in as evidence the statements 
of the accused made at the Coroner’s in- 
quest last August before she was placed 
under arrest charged: with the murder. 
An agreed statement of facts was made up 
as a basis for argument and for the de- 
cision. 

She had been summoned to testify at 
the inquest and had testified under oath. 
She was not allowed to have ceunsel pres- 
ent and was not warned that she was not 
obliged to testify to anything that might 
tend to incriminate herself. While she 
was not under arrest at the time, she had 
previously been notitied that she was sus- 
pected of the crime and was under the con- 
stant observation of the police; a complaint 
had been made by the City Marshal charg- 
ing her with the murder and a warrant of 
arrest had been issued, though it had not 
been served and she had not been informed 
of it; but she was arrested immediately 
upon the conclusion of her testimony under 
a warrant then issued upon a complaint 
then sworn to by the Marshal. 

The admissibility of the evidence at the 
trial depended upon whether her testimony 
at the inquest was to be considered as vol- 
untary. The court held that if the accused 
was under arrest at the time of the inquest 
her statements could not be considered as 
voluntary and could not be admitted as evi- 
dence, and it further held that ‘‘from the 
agreed facts it is plain that the prisoner 
was at the time of the inquest as much a

AN AMERICAN YACHT ABROAD. 


The departure of the American sloop 
yacht Navahoe for England may be said to 
mark the beginning of a new era in inter- 
national yachting. It is years since an 
American racing craft undertook the un- 
certain task of bearding the British lion in 
his den. Our yachtsmen have been con- 
tented to sit at home and nurse that dear 
and honored trophy, the America’s Cup. 
They have in deed, if not in word, declared 
that there was no call for them to cross the 
northern ocean in search of new honors as 
long as Great Britain failed to come over 
and recapture the glorious ‘‘ mug,” carried 
off in 1851 in that memorable race in 
which there was no second. 

The Britains have been defeated time 
after time intheir brave attempts to win 
back the cup, but they have earned the 
enthusiastic admiration, not only of yachts- 
men, but of allsportsmen the world over 
for their indomitable energy and undimin-; 
ished pluck. Several times they have: 
hinted that Americans owed them some re- 
turn for their otier of international sport 
by crossing the sea to meet their yachts in 
their own water. But we have always in- 
vited them to come and get their cup back 
first. 

The simple truth is that the America’s 
Cup owes its entire value and significance 
as a yachting trophy to the courageous and 
sportsmanlike attempts of Englishmen to, 
winit back. If they had calmly ignored 
the challenge of the original denors of the 
cup as an international prize, the cup would 
soon have been forgotten. But we, having 
carried off one of the numerous yachting 
prizes offered in their waters, dared them 
to come and get it. They came, and they 
are still coming. 

In 1885 Sir Ricuarp SutTron, as gallant 
a gentleman as ever crossed the sea in @ 
yacht, came with the Genesia and strove to 
win the great prize. Failing in that, he 
looked about to see whether there was 
anything else adrift which he might take 
home and so not return empty-handed. He 
discovered the Cape May and Brenton’s 
Reef Cups. He forthwith entered his yacht 
to race for them, and CALDWELL H. COLT, 
a thorough yachtsman, entered the good 
old schooner Dauniless to make a contest. 
The Genesta took the cups away, and they 
are stillin England. 

Since that time we have received several 
cordial invitations to cross the sea and get 
thecups, if we could. The provisions of the 
gift of these cups prevented our English 
cousins from setting them up as interna- 
tiona] trophies; and indeed they are not so 
shortsighted nor so deficient in genuine 
sporting spirit as to make the attempt to 
do so in the face of the general recognition 
of the America’s Cup as the supreme prize 
in yachting. But they have been wholly 
justified in inviting our amateur tars to 
cross the seas and rage in British waters to 
win back American prizes. , 

Mr. RoYAL PHELPS CARROLL is the first § 
American who has had the spirit to respond 
to the invitation. His yacht Narahoe, 
though not designed and built simply for 
the purpose of winning back the Cape May 
and Brenton’s Reef Cups, will have oppor- 
_tunities to sail for them. Indeed, the ex- 
istence of the yacht is, in a large measure,

LENDING ON COLLATERAL. 








There is practical unanimity of opinion 
among the commission houses of Wall 
Street in favor of bank managers revising 
their loan lists a little. In times like the 
present, whether a bank charges 5 or 8 per 
cent. for its loans is of comparatively little 
moment; the serious thing is the refusal of 
the bank to loan anything at all on par- 
ticular stocks which the house may be car- 
rying for customers. To tell the borrower 
that he can have money at lowest rates, 
but it must be all gilt-edged collateral, is 
to offer him a stone when he is asking for 
bread. No commission house is able to put 
up only gilt-edged collateral, and never 
was. None ever will while Wall Street re- 
mains a financial and speculative centre. 

The question for the lender to ask when 
he comes to dealing with things of doubt- 
ful valueis: ‘* What would this sell for in 
apanic?” It might sell down to 10. Very 
well, then lend 10 onit. Or it would sell 
down to 15, 20, 25. Any figure which 
might be considered the extremest limit, 
from 50 to 5, at that figure let the stock 
gointo the loan. The practice now, when- 
ever trouble comes in the money market, 
is to throw out doubtful stocks absolutely. 
This is not good business. It is certainly 
not the custom with the London banks. 
The system is all wrong, and it sometimes 
forces the commission broker to the. edge 
of bankruptcy. Itis not a high interest 
rate, but the impossibility of borrowing at 
any rate, which breaks the back of the 
‘commission house. 











It seems that the gunboat Machias, in her 
fine race against time the other day, made 
a record of her own among the premium 
winners. She accomplished the unprece- 
dented feat of beating her guaranteed 
‘speed by nearly 215 knots, which is a per- 
for.sance all the more surprising in a ves- 
sel of her small displacement.

the list, we believe, for actual excess of 
speed over the contract requirements. It 
is true that her cash prize, under the small 
premium allowance and penalty of $5,000 
per quarter knot of surplus or deficit, 
becomes, with the nine full quarters al- 
lowed, only $45,000, Still, thisis a com- 
fortable extra, and there is no reason why 
it should not be doubled a few weeks 
hence by the performance of the Castine, 
built at the same Bath yard, and nearly 
ready for her trial trip.

A SHARP FIGHT WITH BANDITS. 


An Officer Was Shot in the Leg, but One 
of the Desperadoes Was Captured. 


VISALIA, Cal., June 12.—Jobn Sontag, one of 
the notorious train bandits, was brought to this 
city at 10:30 this morning. He is mortally 
wounded. It was he, and not Christopher 
Evans, his companion, who was wounded jin 
last night’s battle. Evans made his escape into 
the mountains. 

Another fight between Evans and Sontag, the 
Collis train robbers, an officers, took place 
Sunday evening. During the conflict an officer 
was shot in the leg. 

H. I. Rapelje, Deputy Sheriff of Fresno 
County, and Fred Jackson, and officer from Ne- 
vada, have been in the mountains a week hunt- 


ing for Evans apd Sontag. They were accom- 
panied by Thomas Burns, the man who was 
with United States Deputy Marshal Black when 
he was shot while in Camp Badger three weeks 
ago. 

Sunday morning they encamped at a vacant 
house abeut eighteen miles northeast of this 
city and about six miles west from Wilcox 
Canon. They spent the day in sleeping and in 
making preparations to coutinue the search for 
the bandits. About twenty minutes before sun- 
set Rapelje went tothe rear door of the house 
and saw two men coming down the hill. They 
proved to be vans and Sontag. Evans was in 
the lead and carried arifle and shetgun, while 
Sontag carried ariflie. Jackson, the offleer who 
was shot, went tothe rear door, where Rapelje 
was standing, and said: ‘* They are the men we 
are after.” 

Burns aod United States Marshai Gard were 
at once awakened. The officers went out of the 
front door. As they turned around the rear 
corner Evans saw Rapelje, and, throwing his 
rifle to his shoulder, took deliberate aim and 
fired. Justthen Jackson stepped around, and 
both officers opened fire un the bandits. Evans 
threw up both hands and fell backward. Then 
the firing became general and Sontag returned 
the shots. Jackson went around the far end of 
the house to get a better place from which to 
shoot. As he stepped around he was shotin 
the left leg, between the knee andthe ankle. 
About forty shots were exchanged, and dark- 
ness ended the battle, 

Later Sontag was seen to crawl from behind a 
pile of rubbish and Kapelie again opened tire 
on him. Sontag then ran toward the hills, fol- 
lowed by Rapelje, who continued firing. Son- 
tag did not return the fire and was soon out 
of sight, but was afterward captured. 

The train robbery which was the beginning of 
this criminal chapter occurr®@l at a station 
named Collis, near Fresno, Aug. 3, 1892. 

An express car was blewn up with aynamite, 
and Express Messenger George D. Roberts was 
seriously injured. Officers soon after arrested 
George Sontag at the house of Chris Evans 
in this city. He was afterward tried and sent 
to the penitentiary for life. When an attempt 
was made to arrest Evans he and John Sontag 
opened fire on the officers, wounding George 
Witty. Ina second encounter Oscar Beaver, 
ap officer. was killed in front of Evans's house. 
On Sept. 14 Andrew McGinness and Victor C. 
Wilson were killed in the mountains by the 
bandits, and two other officers were wounded. 
On May 26 8. J. Black, another officer, was 
wounded by the bandits in the mountains. 

Until the train robbery occurred Evans had 
borne a good reputation, and great surprise 
was felt when the crime was traced to his door. 
He is an educated man, a native of Canada, and 
it is said that his early schooling was to fit him 
for the priesthood. He has a wife and children 
living in this city. The two Sontag brothers 
lived in Minnesota, coming to this State a few 
years ago. 


APPRAISER COOPER'S CASE. 


His Resignation Not Likely to be Accepted 





by the President. 


WASHINGTON, June 12.—Secretary Carlisle and 
Assistant Secretary Hamlin had a conference 
this evening in regard to the pending investiga- 
tion of the New-York Custom House. At this 
conference Mr. Hamlin, as the result of his re- 
eent visit to New-York, acquainted Secretary 
Carlisle with the progress made and the gist of 
the evidence thus far given. Secretary Carlisle 
takes much interest in the investigation, and is 
determined that it shall be thorough and com- 
plete. He went to the Executive Mansion this 


afternoon to talk the matterover with the Pres- 
ident, butas the President was engaged with the 
Attorney General on important official business 
he was compelled to defer the subject until an- 
otber time. 

He stated after his return from the Executive 
Mansion that Appraiser Cooper's resignation 
had not been accepted. From other sourees it 
is learned that his resignation, as stated yes- 
terday, will probably not be accepted. Official 
documents have been resurrected in the Treas- 
ury Department and are in the possession of 
Assistant Secretary Hamlin, which show that 
Appraiser Cooper's statement given to the press 
that he called upon Secretary Windom and with 
his resignation in his hand demanded the revo- 
cation of the order permitting special agents of 
the Treasury Department in the examining 
room of the Appraiser’s office at New-York is 
correct to that extent, and to that extent only. 

An order had beon issued by Appraiser 
Cooper refusing permission to especial Treasury 
agents to enter the examiners’ room in the Ap- 
praiser’s office. This order was revoked by Seo- 
retary Windom. Appraiser Cooper came to 
Washington and demanded of Secretary Win- 
dom the revecation of his (Windom’s) order 
and threatened to resign in osse his demand 
was not granted. Secretary Windom refused to 
grant it, but Appraiser Cooper, it is said, in- 
stead of tendering his resignation, pocketed it, 
Mr. Windom indicating to him at the same time 
that it would be very acceptable. 

Secretary Foster, on a subsequent ocsasion, 
in Mr. Cooper’s presence in Washington, also 
told him, it is stated, that his resignation would 
be received with thanks, No resignation, how- 
ever, was forthcoming until last Saturday, and 
itis now in the hands of the President awaiting 
whatever recommendations Secretary Carlisle 
may make in the case. 


NO ROOM FOR OLEMENOY. 





A Sentence by Court-Martial Inadequate 


to the Offense. 


WASHINGTON, June 12.—There has been an- 
other interesting case before Secretary Her- 
bert, that of Lieut, V. §. Nelson of the Charles- 
ton. This officer was accused of drunkenness 
and absence frem his post witheut leave. He 
had an exeellent record, and the accusation 
was a surprise to his friends. He pleaded 


guilty to the charges, and the court sentenced 
him to one year’s suspension and retentien of 
his present number on the list of Lieutenants 
tor the same period. 

When the Judge Advocate General came to 
review the ease, he failed to approve of the re- 
sult. He believed the sentence inadequate, but 
as the court had recommended clemency along 
with its sentence, he pointed out to the Secre- 
tary the futility of sending the record back for 
reconsideration. The Secretarysays, in review- 
ing the case: 

“In view of the excellent record of the officer, and 
in consideration of his frank confession by his plea, 
the department hae decided not to return the record 
in thecase tothe court, although the senterce im. 
posed is regarded as inadequaté te the offense of 
which the accused was found guilty. At the same 
time, while cppceving the sentence in the case, the 
department deems it proper to call attention to 
Article LI. of the articles for the povernmess of the 
navy, which provides that ‘it shall be the duty of a 
court-martial ip all cages of conviction to adjudge a 

unishment adequate to the nature of the offense; 
fut the members theroof may recommend¢the per- 
son convicted aa deserving jof clemency, and state 
on the record their reasons for so doing.’ 

“In the proceedings of # court-martial the meas- 
ure of the offense is the punishment adjudged by the 
court. A punishment such as that imposed in this 
caso is not deemed to be conducive to discipline, and 
the department considers that the interests of the 
service require in such cases that a more severe 
sentence be adjudged by the court. : 

“With regard to the recommendation unanimous- 
ly made by the court, that clemency be exereised in 
this ease, the department is of the opinion that the 
extremely mild sentence imposed by the court leaves 
no room tor the exercise of clemenoy.”

T0 TEST NAVAL TORPEDO NETS 


IMPORTANT TRIALS TO BE MADE 
IN NEWPORT HARBGR. 





The Experiments to be Made in August— 
The Submarine Torpedo Vessel Destroyer 
Will Fire the Explosive Shots—The Nets 
to be Rigged About a Scow—Most Eu- 
ropean War Ships Carry Defense Nets 
—United States Ships Have None—Quick 
Work Rigging Them on British Ships. 


An important test of torpedo nets will be 
made in Newport Harbor early in August. The 
test will be in charge of the United States 
Naval Torpedo Board, the President of which is 
Commander G. A. Converse. 

The United States submarine torpedo vessel 
Destroyer will be employed in the coming trials. 
The Destroyer is at present at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard. She is fully prepared for the com-. 
ing test. The handling of the submarine gun 
of the Destroyer will be in charge of officials 
ofthe Ericsson Coast Defense Company. At the 
office of this company it was said yesterday 
thatthe cause of delay in making the test is 
due to non-arrival of torpedoes of the type pe- 
culiar to the submarine gun. Nine live torpe- 
does will be carried by the Destroyer, and also 
@® number of dummy torpedoes. The torpedoes 
are being fabricated by the Continental Iron 
Works of Brooklyn. Of the nine live torpedoes 
required six are finished. 

The nets for the trial will be forwarded soon 
from the Washington Gun Foundry to the tor- 
pedo station. In the coming trial the nets will 
be rigged around the hull of ascow. The nets 
will bang suspended from steel booms and ata 
distance of about fifteen feet from the hull of 
the craft. The Destroyer will fire torpedoes 


from her submarine guns at the nets over 
various ranges. 

The object of the coming trial is to determine 
Upon a suitable type of torpedo defense nets 
for United States war ships. No vessel of the 
United States is atthis time provided with a 
torpedo net. In European navies no moderg 
war ship is deemed fully equipped if unprovided 
with a torpedo net, The majority of the foreign 
war ships present in the Columbian Review 
fleet carried torpedo nets. Aboard several of 
the foreign ships the torpedo nets were stowed 
outboard along the hulloftheship. The Brit- 
ish ships present in the fleet carried their nets 
below decks, Ky assiduous drill on the British 
ships, it is said the nets could be rigged 
in less than fifteen minutes. When torpedo 
nets were first issued to British war ships, and 
before the crews were accustomed to their use, 
it not unfrequently required one hour’s time 
aboard the large ships to fully rig ont the nets. 
British naval officers claim that the nets at 
present carried by their war ships will keep ont 
a Whitehead torpedo when fired at any range 
over 100 yards distant. The most damage, they 
say, that a torpedo can inflict at the above 
range is to tear a hole in the net by the detona- 
tion. The chances of a second torpedo entering 
the hole made by the explosion of the first tor- 
pedo they deem remote. 

Torpedo nets greatly hamper the speed and 
manceuvring ef aship. The effect is that of an 
immense drag. Whena torpedo net is rigged 
out British war ships never attempt steaming at 
a higher speed than 6 knota an hour. The nets 
hang suspended from the booms to a depth of 
about fifteen feet. The outboard ends of the 
booms are close to the water surface. A higher 
speed than 6 knots an hour causes considerable 
sagging of the net. For this reason the British 
Admiralty order 6 Knots an hour as a maximum 
speed of a ship when steaming with an out 
rigged not. 

The nets employed are steel grommets, ustal- 
ly 5inches in diameter. A good torpedo net 
must possess lightness and high resisting 

ower. Various types of nets will be tested at 

‘ew port. 


MADE CAPTIVES BY THE YAQUIS. 


Two French Sailors Held for Trespass by 








Those Famous Indians. 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, June 12.—Two Freneh 
sailors, Louis Malartre and Eugenio Bassot, wha 
left Ensenada, on the coast of Lower California, 
two months ago on a tramp across Mexico to 
the port of Vera Cruz, where they intended to 
embark for France, have been made captives 
by the Yaqui Indians, and there seems little 
prospect of their making their oscape. 

These adventuresome young men passed 
through here about a month ago and were 
warned not to attempt to penetrate the Yaqui's 
country. They were told that those Indians 
had never permitted a white man to cross their 
reservation. 

The sailors disregarded the advice. They had 
gone butashort distance into the mysterious 
territory when they were ordered to retrace 
their steps. They refused and the Indians 
captured them, taking them to their rendez- 
vous in the mountains, from which, through a 
friendly haif breed, the prisoners sent word to 
friends in this city of their situation. 

No attempt will be made to rescue, as it 
would be unsuccessful and provoke bloodshed. 


OBITUARY. 


Gaston L. Feuardent. 


Gaston L. Fouardent, who died yesterday at 
his home, 108 West Thirty-ninth Street, after a 
long illness, was an archzologist and numis- 
matist of rare distinction. He had the keenest 
of conceptions. What must have been an in- 
tuitive gift had been strengthened and broad- 
ened by assiduous study. There was nomuseum 
in Europe he had not visited, and as a numis- 
matist there were no rare coinsin the cabinets 
of the British Museum or the Louvre with 
which he was not familiar. 

The man’s memory as far as Greek or Roman 
history went was marvelous, The bit of gold, 
silver, or brouze imparted to him at once its 
story. 

Mr, Feuardent it was who started the move- 
ment to disprove the authenticity of the Ceauola 
collection in the Metropolitan Museum of Art. 
His stand in the matter brought him the de- 
termined opposition of many of Gen. Di Cesno- 
la’s friends, and his business, that of a dealer in 
coins and antiques, was seriously injured. 

Mr. Feuardent was born near Cherbourg in 
1843, and came to this country in 187. before 
that he had represented in London the well- 
known house of Rollin & Feuardent of Paris. In 
1877 he beoame a memberof the Numismatic 
Society of New-York, and his knowledge of the 
subject, with his enthusiasm, gave additional 
éclat to this association. : 

Lieut. Commander Gorriage submitted to Mr, 
Feuardent the Greek inscriptions, with the 
coins found at or near the Alexandrian obelisk 
now in Central Park, and the material was care- 
fully studied by Feuardent, who presented the 
best monograph on the subject which is known. 

Mr. Feuardent leaves a wife and daughter 
who were devoted to him.

JOHN BISSELL, a retired lawyer, died yesterday 
morning at his residence, #41 Park Avenue, of gen- 
eral debility.

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BRIGGS WILL NOT DOWN 


HIS FRIENDS SEEM TO OONTROL 
THE NEW-YORK PRESBYTERY. 





Affirm the Right to 
Verdict of the Gen- 
Was Tried 


By 50 to 42 They 
Appeal from the 
eral Assembly—Dr. Briggs 

for One Offense and Convicted of An- 

other, They Say—Final Action on the 

Memorial Which Was Presented Post- 


poned Until October. 


Although the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Chureh has suspended the 
Rev. Dr. Briggs. the spirit of Briggsism 
seemed to be rampant as ever at the meet- 


‘ing of the New-york Presbytery yester- 


day afternoon. 

The meeting was quiet until the Secre- 
tary read acommunication from the Gen- 
eral Assembly transmitting the copy of the 
sentence upon Dr. Briggs, and directing 
that it be put on the record of the Presby- 
tery. 

Then the Rey. Francis Brown of the 
Union Theological Seminary got up with a 
manuscript in his hand and began speak- 
ing. He had not read a word, but had 
started with an introduction, remarking 
that he did not wish to introduce person- 
alities, when the Rev. Dr. Robinson in- 
terrupted him by saying that there was no 
motion before the house, and that Dr. 
Brown was making a speech before offering 
any motion or resolution. 

All eyes were immediately turned upon 
Dr. Brown as though expecting a bomb- 
shell 

Dr. Brown said: *‘The motion that I 
shall offer contains two propositions. The 
firstis to send a memorial to the General 
Assembly, and the second is to defer for the 
present the entering upon our record the 
judgment just come down from the General 
Assembly.” 

The motion was seconded, and then the 
Rev. Dr. Birch objected to the second part 
of the motion. 

Another clergyman objected to the mo- 
tion as out of order, but the Moderator 
decided that it was in order. 

“What is the object of the memorial?” 
asked another member. 

“The memorial that I propose refers to 
the judgment of the General Assembly that 
is before us. It will be observed that sev- 
eral points in the judgment are to be con- 
sidered. The questions of justice and 
equity are raised. The preliminary ques- 
tions are more or less familiar to this 
Presbytery as to the charges at large. 


In passing this judgment sent to 
us the General Assembly entertained 
and sustained an appeal raised by 


a public prosecutor, or alleged prosecutor, 
against the verdict of acquital, involving 
also thereby a principle of law and equity 
recognized by the Constitution of the 
United States and distinctly indorsed by 
the General Assembly in the case of Albert 
Barnes, that it is not lawful to put a man 
twice in jeopardy for the same offense. 

“Another question is that the General 
Assembly sustained an appeal taken di- 
rectly from the Presbytery to the General 
Assembly, thereby depriving the Presby- 
tery of having its action passed upon by 
the Synod. 

** Passing to the judgment itself, it will 
appear that not only has the General As- 
sembly reversed the action of the Presby- 
tery, but has gone on to pass sentence upon 
a member of this Presbytery who had been 
acquitted by it, instead of requesting the 
Presbytery to deal with it. I doubt 
whether this is lawful. No such power is 
given to the General Assembly. It has 
power to decide on questions of doctrine, 
but not to pass sentence upon a minister. 

“jit is declared to be the right of the 
Presbytery to ordain and remove minis- 
ters. The precedents upon this subject are 
not altogether clear. It appears, however, 
to me that the weight of precedents is in 
favor of the view stated. There have been 
cases where the verdicts of the lower court 
were reversed by the higher court, and 
also cases where the verdict of the higher 
court, although reversing the verdict of 
the lower one, was in favor of the person 
sentenced. , 

* The fourth point that I should move to 
be included in the memorial is that in pass- 
ing sentence the General Assembly has 
used as a basis of judgment, not the catechism 
and tormula of the Church, but one interpre- 
tation of the documents to the exclusion of all 
others, contrary to the right bestowed upon 
every oftice bearer by the Churebh itself. 

‘I pass to two other points that are, in my 
opinion, the moet serious. The committee ap- 
pointed to bring judgment not only moved the 
reversal of the verdict of the lower courst, and 
not only moved to pass sentence, but it passed 
eentence upon the basis of an accusation not 
taken up by the Presbytery. 

“The last point is that the General Assembly 
im pronouncing judgment produced a different 
charge, that of the violation of ordination 
vows. It was diselaimed in the prosecution 
before the Presbytery that it was intended to 
bring such a charge. Mr. Cook said that it 
would have been possible to introduce a charge 
for violation of ordination vows. It was pre- 
ferred, however, te confine the charges to the 
issues as to whether Dr. Briggs’s utterances 
were in harmony with the Presbyterian Church. 

“The General Assembly has taken the step 
that the court of the Presbytery explicitly de- 
clined to take. It imtroduced this as anew 
charge, and without giving the defendant an 
opportunity to plead it has made it the basis of 
its sentence. it has imposed in this new and 
distinct charge the entire burden of sentence, 
for the sentence reads that the General Aseem- 
bly suspends Dr. Brigge from office as minister 
in the Charch until he gives satisfactory evi- 
dence of repentance to the Church of the viela- 
tion by him of his ordination vows. 

* Of nothing else is he te repent, No change 
of his doctrinal views. no expression of regret 
for having uttered such views, would be re- 
garded as sufficient. Of the violation of his 
ordination vows he was not only not convicted 
by the Presbytery, but he was not even charged 
with it. 

“The violation of ordination vowa enters into 
the moral politics ofa man. It is no longer a 
simple question of doctrine, but one of morals 
for which the appellee is condemned, and that 
without a hearing. Profoundly as [ dissent and 
severely as I criticise, I do not ascribe to the 
General Assembly any intention of doing 
wrong. But the wrong has been done. 

** Still another point, and that is that the Gen- 
eral Assembly seems to lose sight of the prin- 
ciple that itis not right to attribute to a man 
opinions that he disavows.” 

Dr. Brown then offered the following resolu- 
tions and memorial that he asked should be 
sent to the General Assembly of 1894: 

Whereas, The General Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church in the United States of America, sit- 
ting in Washington, D. C., did, on the let of June, 
1893, reverse tie final pn reg of this Presbytery 
in the case of the Kev. Charles A. Briggs, D. D., anda 
pronounce sentence upen him; 

Whereas, A certified copy of the judgment of said 
General Assembly in this case has been transmitted 
to this Presbytery to be made a part of the record in 
this case, and has been received and read in the 
hearing of this Presbytery, f 

Whereas, in the sincere opinion of the Presbytery 
the said judgment of the General Assembly involves 
grave questions oflaw and eqnity that appear to 
merit further consideration, therefore be it 

Resotwed, That this Presbytery memorialize the 
General Assembly of 1894 in the following, to wit: 

The Presbytery of New-York having received 
from the Stated Clerk of the General Assembiy of 
the Presbyterian Church in the United States a 
certitied copy of the judgment of the General As. 
sembiy in the case of the Rev. Charies A. Briggs, 
D. D., ordered by the General Assembly to be trane- 
mitted to this Presbytery to be madea part of the 
record in this case, and being entirely loyal to the 
Presbyterian Church in the United States of 
America, and seriously concerned that the constitu. 
tion of the Charch receive no detriwent, and that 
no injustices be sufiered by any of its oifice bearers 
or members, does hereby respectfully memorialize 
the General Assembly of 1894 as follows: 

The Presbytery would represent that in May, 
1891, the Presbytery decided to enter upon judicial 
proceedings in this case; that charges and specifica. 
tions were preterred by ® Committee a st the 
Rev. Charies Briggs, D. D., Oct 6, 1891; thaton 
Nov. 4, 1891, after hearing the defendant and the 
committer conducting the prosecution, the Presby- 
tery dismissed the case; that the General Assembly, 
May 381, 1592, on appeal reversed the action of the 
Presbytery and ordered a new 1; that the Pres- 
bytery dutifully obeyed the order of the Geners 
Assembly, instituted a new trial, and conducted 
it to final Jpegment, which Saal jee ent was a fail

gentence upon the defendant, Who appeared as ap- 
pellee, which judgment of tle General Assembly has 
bow been comraunicated to this Presbytery. 

Upon the facts and the judgment aforesaid the 
Presbytery of New-York begs leave respectfully to 
make the aeolian representations: 

First—That the Genera! Assembly of 1898 has en- 
tertained and sustained an appeal purporting to be 
taken by a public prosecuter from a verdict of ac- 
quittal given by this Presbytery, and has on the 
basis of said appeal proceeded to reverse said 
verdict of acyuittal aud hos con¢éemned and passed 
sentence upon a member of this Presbytery who 
had already been fully acquitted by the Presbytery 
of the Charges brought against him. which action of 
the General Assembly of 1893 appears to this Pres- 
bytery to be of at least doubtful constitutionality, 
aud to contiict with the principle thatno man should 
be twice put in jeopardy for thé same offense, (Min- 
utes of 1836, p. 258; Baird's Digest, p. 6Y4,) recog- 
nized in the Constitution of the United States and 
expilcitly recognized by the General Assembly of 
1836,in the case of the Kev. Albert Barnes, as &@ 
fundamental maxim of law. 

Second—That the General Assembly of 1893 has 
entertained and sustained an appeal against the 
action of this Presbytery, whereby the Synod of 
New-York has, without the consent of the Presby- 
tery, been overieaped, and this Presbytery deprived 
of its right to have its action, if called in question 
at all, reviewed by the Synod before the General 
Assembly sbouild be asked to pass upon it. 

Third—That the General Assembly of 1893, after 
entertaining and sustaining the appeal, has proceed. 
ed to pass sentence upon a member of this rresby- 
tery and suspend him from the office of a minister 
in this Church, instead of directing the Presbytery 
to take the required action with reference to its 
own members, which proceeding appears to this 
Presbytery to be without warrant, in the Book of 
Discipline or the Form of Government, to infringe 
upon and diminish the right and authority of a Pres- 
bytery to ordain, install, remove, and judge minis- 
ters, (Form of Government, Chapter 10, Section 8,) 
and to tend toward an undue centralization of power. 

Fourth—That the General Assembly of 1895 1n re- 
versing the verdict of aojuitta! given by this 
Presbytery, and passing sentence upon 2 member of 
this Presbytery, seems to the Presbytery to have 
taken as its standard of judgment, not so much the 
Holy Scriptures and the Confession of Faith, Cate- 
chisms, and subscription formula of this Church, asa 
certain particular interpretation among several pos- 
sible and legitimate interpretations of these docu- 
ments, and the Presbytery would respectfally in- 
quire whether this be not in violation of the rights 
conferred upon each office bearer in the Church by 
the constitution, and solemnly reiterated and oon- 
firmed at the reunion in 1869. 

#isth—That the General Assembly of 1893 has 
passed sentence upon a member of this ad w f 
by entering judgment upon Charges 1, 2, 3, 5, 6, 
and 8 of the amended charges presented to the Pres. 
bytery Nov. 9, 18#2—upon which charges he has 
been fuily acquitted by this Presbytery—withkonut 
pronouncing or voting upon said charges, with 
their specifications in detail, which appears to 
this Presbytery to conflict with the spirit 
ot the requirements of the Book of Die- 
cipline, Section 23; the Presbytery submitting 
as its opinion that the principle there 
set forth should injustice and equity hold alsoin 
regard to proceedings before the Appellate Court, in 
the absence of distinct provisions to the contrary. 
And the Presbytery further represents that the 
precedent in the case of Mr. Boerne (Minutes 1,818, 

. 652; Digest 1886, p. 716,) should, in its opinion, 
be regarded as applying here. 

Sizta,—That the General Assembly has not simply 
passed sentence againsta member of this Presby- 
tery by entering judgments upon Charges 1, 2, 3, 5, 
6, and &, but has also introduced a new and distinct 
charge, and has passed sentence on the base of this 
charge, namely, the charge of the violation of ordi- 
nation vows, which charge formed no part of the 
amended charges, and was expressly disclaimed by 
the prosecution in the trial before this Pres- 
bytery, aud appears to this Presbytery to 
chauge the entire nature of the question 
at issue, making itmo longer a question of doctrine, 
but rather a question of morals, and this Presbytery 
would respectfully point out that the General As- 
semby has, in its judgment, not merely declared that 
the views. doctrines, and teachings of the accused 
constitute a violation of his ordination vow, but has 
made the new charge the principal and sole impor- 
tant basis of jndgment, inasmuch as the General As- 
sembly has deciared that it does hereby suspend 
Charles A. Briggs, the said appellee, from the 
office of @ minister in the Presbyterian Church 
iu the United States of America until such 
time as he shall give satisfactory evidence of re- 
pentance to the General Assembly of the Presbyte- 
rian Church in the United States of America, for the 
violation by him of the said ordination vow as herein 
and heretofore found, and the Presbytery respectful- 
ly inquires whether this be nota condemnation with- 
oat trial, andas sucha violation of justice and the 
law of this Church. 

Andin conclusion, the Presbytery prays the Gen- 
eral Assembly of 1894 toreceive this memorial and 
to take such action therein as may tend to establish 
the constitutional rights of the courts, office bearers, 
and members of the Church, promote the ends of 
juatice, and secure peace and prosperity throughout 
our borders. 

Resolved, secondly, Thatin the meantime, in view 
of the considerations which have been adduced, this 
Presbytery defer the entering upon its record of the 
judgments of the Assembly. 

The Rev. Dr. Worrall of the Thirteenth Street 
Church asked whether the General Assembly 
had aright to reverse the decision of a former 
General Assembly. 

Dr. Brown rose to repiy, but Dr. Worrall rose 
to a point of order that the memerial was out 
ef order. 

The Moderator ruled that the point of order 
was not well taken. 

**{fappealfrom your decision,’’ said Dr. Wor- 
rall. ‘‘I have listened to Dr. Brown for a long 
time about what I consider an outrageous im- 
position upen the Presbytery.” 

“You are out of order,” exclaimed another 
minister. 

Then Dr. Worrall withdrew the last remarks. 

Dr. Brown said: “In my judgment the Gen- 
eral Assembly is the only competent body to re- 
verse the action of a former General Assembly. 
It an injury bas been done by one General As- 
sembly inadvertently, as is undoubtedly in this 
case, it is the duty of another General Assem- 
bly to reverse it.” 

The Rev. Dr. Sproullsaid: “In view of the 
present surroundings I move that this matter 
be laid on the table to be taken up at the mect- 
ing in October.” 

Dr. Brown replied: ‘I personally do not ob- 
ject, but it is not agreeable to have the matter 

hanging, and the October meetings are crowd- 
ed.”’ 
The Rey. Dr. Shiland wanted to have the mat- 
ter postponed. Dr. brown had given weighty 
reasons, and the members wanted to read the 
memorial carefully and think over it. It would 
be better to wait a few months. 

The Rev. Dr. Birch raised a point of order as 
to the memoria) itself. lt was areview of the 
jadicial decision by the Bupreme Court of the 
Church, and the Fresbytery had no right to re- 
view the case and the decision. No one could 
prevent Dr. Brown himeelf from memorializing 
the General Assembly, but this case was decid 
ed, andthe Presbytery itself had noright to 
takeitup. The Book of Discipline said that 
to the General Assembly belonged the power to 
decide about doctrine and discipline. The Gen- 
eral Assembly had ecen fit to pass sentence, and 
no lower court bad aright to revise the pro- 
ceedings of the Supreme Court in this particular 
case. Therefore, the memorial was out of order. 


The Rev. Dr. Robinson seconded Dr, Birch, 
and said: “I should have myself raised the 
point of order. 1 raised it right along. We 
listened to the memorial to know it. We 
listened to the argument for it, and itis out of 
order. lam ready to say thatthe whole thing 
cannot, in an orderly way, be entertained here, 
because we are forgetting that the ease is atill in 
the hands of the General Assembiy. The Assem- 
bly never condemned Dr. Briggs for heresy, 
but for breach of ordination vows. He is only 
suspended, not deposed. Many points of Dr. 
Brown's are subjects for great thought and dis- 
cussion hereafter, but discussion of the case 
cannot be entertained by this Presbytery now 
nor by and by. The matterisinthe hands of 
the General Assembly.”’ 

The Rev. Dr. 8. Hastings thought differently. 
He said: “If the matter is still in the hands of 
the General Aesembly, it ise competent for us to 
memorialize it. Many of us think that serious 
injustice has been done. We pen ta say that we 
feel that a mistake has been mace and injustice 
has been done. If Synedic rights have been 
violated, it is perfectly competent for the Pres- 
bytery to memorialize. I agree with the tone 
and spirit and argument of the memorial, and it 
would not be right for the Presbytery to pre- 
vent those on the other side expressing their 
cenvietion. There is an inherent right io every 
Presbyterian minister to express his convictions 
in a respectful, earnest way.”’ 

Dr. Birch insisted that all pointe had been 
considered and settled by the General Assembly. 

The Rev. Dr. Spinney held that the members, 
as ecclesiastics, had the right to memorialize 
when they thought thatinjustice had been done. 

The Moderator in ruling on the point of order 
that the memorial was out of order and eould 
not be acted upon by the Presbytery decided 
against the point of order, whereupon Dr. Rob- 
inson‘ appealed from the decision. The Chair 
was sustained by a vote ef 50 to 42, 

The Rev. Dr. Elliott then moved to table the 
matter until November, but the motion was 
lost, and a motion te adjourn was also lost. 

Finally a compromise was made to let the 
matter stand over until the Presbytery met 
again in October. 

The vote on the appeal from the decision of 
the Moderator stood as follows: 

Te sustain the Moderator, 39 clergymen and 
11 elders; total, 50. 

Not te sustain, 30 clergymen and 12 elders; 
total, 42. 





A BRIGGS CASE IN MONTREAL, 


Dr. Campbell, a Theological Professor, on 
Trial for Heresy. 


MONTREAL, June 12.—Montreal hes a Briggs 
case. The Rey. Dr. Campbell, Professor of 
Chureh History in the Montreai Presbyterian 
College, is on trial to-day before the local Pres- 
bytery on a charge of heresy, based on an ad- 
dress delivered by him last February in 
Queen’s College, Kingston. In that address Dr. 
Campbell deelared that he could not believe in 
the typical Old-Testament God. He said: 

“The infallible teaching of Christ reveals the fal- 
libility of preceeding teachers. Christ did not come 
to destroy the jaw or the prophets, but to fulfill them 
by raisiug their moral enactments to the higher, all- 
embracing law of love, by emphasizing sin and its 
reward, and by giving a grander view of God than 
all they had attained. The law was given by Moses, 
but grace and truth came by Jesus Christ. 

“Why did God allow men, holy men, to err in de- 
scribing the divine character and imputing to Him 
what was not His word and deed! ‘The solution of 
the question is human freedom, the greatest thing 
inman. Those who believe in irresistible grace 
overcoming the will of the eleot will believe in the 
inepiration that made speaking automata of 
prophets.” 


The meeting is being held with closed doors. 
Dr. Campbell is at present away on a vacation.

ODDS AND ENDS OF FINE ARTS. 


Architectural Studies, Porcelain Show, and 
Spitzer Collection. 


The department of architecture at Columbia 
College under Prof. Ware Las an enviable repu- 
tation among those who are able to compare the 
various institutions of learning in which archi- 
tecture is well supported. The number and 
size of the buildings in course of erection here 
make New-York a great centre for architects 
onthe principle of the eagles that are gathered 
together. The Architectural League serves as 
a bond of union between practitioners of the art 
and other artists, and the schools of Columbia 
furnish the instruction that some times saves 
an architect many years of plodding and disil- 
lusion. To-day the department of architecture 
holds an exhibition of the work of students at 
the college, and in all probability the exhibits 
will be visible also to-morrow. They overflow 
the rooms of the department itself, and are 
spread through some of the halls of the chem- 
ical laboratory “and the old President's 
house. The course at Columbia lsys much 
stress on the history of architecture. The 
students show their researches into the build- 
ing of Egyptians, Assyrians, Greeks, and 
Romans, using pen and ink or sepia or both for 
their sketches and pians. One room contains 
the drawings sent back from Europe by Messrs. 
Muiioz and Welch, winners of the traveling 
scholarships founded by Mr. Charles F. McKim. 


The former has been traveling in Spain, the 
latter shows pilaus and elevations of buildings 
in Frauce and Italy, together with many studies 
made at Paris. It is highly important for Amer- 
joan architecture to provide schools like these 
in Columbia, where students can got a thorough 
training before they go abroad. This makes it 
unnecessary that they should stay many years 
away and gives them extraordinary advantages 
by preparing their minds for the kind of archi- 
tecture they tend to admire, thus saving pre- 
cious time which otherwise is wasted in des- 
ultory tentative travel. The number of 
buildings to be seen in Lurope and the East is 
s0 enormous that some pian of campaign is 
necessary for the student tourist. 

The death of Edwin Booth was not unex- 
pected, and itis understood that a mask was 
taken of his face, by the aid of which Mr. St. 
Gaudens will model a bust. Of portraits of the 
deceased actor the first to take the public fleld 
is a mezzotint engraved from a likeness ef bust 
size, which shows him ashe appeared twenty 
years ago. The mezzotint is by 8. Arlent Ed- 
wards and is published by William Clausen «& 
Co., Who announce that only 200 prints have 
been taken fromit. The face is slightly off the 
full, the eyes turned alittle more than the face 
to the left, and the expression is serious if not 
discontented. The light falls from above on the 
leftand the bust is framed in an oval opening. 

More popular because brilliant in color and 
not limited in editien is the large colored print 
L. Prang & Co. have issued after J. F. Tyler's 
*Caravels of Columvus Approaching Land.” a 
gay scene of colored sails, fifteenth-century 
bows, rolling billows, tleecy clouds, and waving 
pepnants. Lhe observer is on shore and the 
ships are approaching. The discoverer’s cara- 
velisin the centre and in front, the smaller 
ships laga little. Mr. Tyler has another view 
of these caravels at the Holbein Company’s 
gallery on Fifth Avenue, near Forty-seventh 
Street. Itis a large oil painting like that from 
which the colored print is reproduced, but they 
are seen more from the stern by an observer 
further out to sea. 

Part and parcel with the beautiful paintings 
by George Inness, John La Farge, Homer, and 
other artists at the Fifth Avenue Galleries are 
the collections of Oriental porcelains, of Greek 
terra cottas, and of Tyrian ancient glass belong- 
ing to Messrs. Clarke and de Morgan. Among 
the terra cottas the moat notable is one of the 
groups from the Spitzer collection, representing 
Hercules grasping a centaur by the arm, sup- 
posed to be the centaur Eurition. The demi- 
god is of very powerful bulid, but not so im- 
mense in muscle as he is often modeled. The 
face is not unkind, and even the centaur, who is 
certainly having a bad quarter of an hour, does 
not betray any excess of emotion on his face. 
Terra cottas and Phceniciau glass are in the 
large galleries; the porcelains are shown in a 
front room directiy on the uvenue, where vis- 
itors will not fail to admire the ingenuity of Mr. 
Clarke in lighting by electricity the various 
giazed cabinets in which they are ranged. 

The Spitzer sale has surpassed all calcula- 
tions, and the figures which it is reaching must 
reproach those New-York art lovers who could, 
but would not, combine and buy it outrieht. 
At the end of May, with the armorand weapons 
omitted, and half the other portions disposed 
of, the heirs of Edouard Spitzer had gained 
$1,200,000. So it seems probable that the col- 
lection without the armor wili bring $500,000 
more than the sum for which the entire collee- 
tion, armor and al!, might have been purchased. 
It is said here that many American collectors 
were apathetic and turned a deaf ear to the 
suggestion of a syndicate or combination, be- 
cause they were selfishly ee for a sale in 
Paris at which they might obtain spacial 
objects on their own account at compar- 
atively low prices. If this be so, they have 
been foiled and cannot put an action in 
favor of their city to their own credit. 
The objects are being sold at an average 
of $750 to $800 apiece, and the buyers are not 
by any means private individuals alone, men 
ridden by their hobbies, but the agents of the 
Louvre and Cluny, of the museums of Berlin, 
Vienna, London, Munich, Buda-Pesth, Prague, 
and Brussels. The dealers in finest mediwval 
works are also taking whatever they can pick 
up at good round prices. They can afford to, 
because, however much the fraudulent maker 
of antiques tries to bamboozle the public, au- 
thentic and really beautiful things get rarer 
and rarer. Such asare still in private hands 
are already to a large extent located, and the 
difficulty constantly becomes greater to fool the 
men who are addicted to old bric-a-brac and 
works of art for their private pleasure or as a 
profession. There are about twenty expert 
dealers at the Spitzer sale ready to seize on 
such objects as the agents for museums neglect 
or lack the funds to buy. 

The art loan exhibition which opens at the 
Academy of Design this week has had the pick 
of many remarkabie collections. The estate of 
August Belmont shows the paintings which at 
one time were the very finest of modern lreneh 
and Italian work in theecity, and which stil! con- 
tains many fine pieces. Mr. James A. Gariand, 
Mr. Henry Sampson, Mr. Samuel P. Avery, Mr. 
Heber R. Bishop, and Mr. Henry G. Marquand 
have been approached, and notin vain. Mr. 
Cornelius Vanderbiltand Mr. C. P. Huntington 
have responded to the appeal. Messrs. Louis C. 
Tiffany and T. B. Clarke aiso come to the res- 
cue. The opening will add a fifth to the gal- 
leries open this Summer in New-York where 
one can find works of serious art. 

Hartford has beaten New-York in the race for 
&@ statue to Nathan Hale, since a bronze by Mr. 
Woods has already been erected in Main Street. 
But the race is not always to the swilt, as a cer- 
tain hare discovered—in afable. The pedestal 
is large and strong enough, but the plinth on 
which the statue stands has not been oast of 
sufficient weight and size to make the figure 
quite safe. It will therefore be necessary to 
take the statue dewn and correct the fault. 
Meantime, the MacMonnies statue of Hale 
may be more fortunate,and also may be inplace 
before the good people of Hartford have been 
able to put things to rights. 


ARGENTINE BONDHOLDERS OONFER. 


A Scheme for the Settlement of the Na- 
tional Debt. 





LonpDox, June 12.—A meeting of Argentine 
bondholders was summoned to-day to con- 
sider the » agreement between the Roth- 
sehild committee and the republic. One 
item of the settlement is the resoind- 
ing of the conoession of the Buenos Ayres 


waterworks. Argentine engages to remit 
£1,565,000 annually for tive years to the 
agent, who will distribute the amounts among 
the bondholders. After the sixth year full pay- 
ment is to be resumed through the houses orig- 
inally issuing the loans. 

It is propesed also to reduce by 1 per cent. the 
interest on the waterworks funding loans of 
1886. Sixty percentage will be paid on the face 
value of the coupens of other loans, with the 
expectation thatiater the deductions wiil be re- 
funded. The issuing houses approve of the 
scheme. 





Ex-Lieut. Gov. G. G. Hoskin’s Dead. 


Ex-Lieut. Gov. George G. Hoskins died last 
evening at his home in Attica, N. Y., after an ill- 
ness of several months. Mr. Hoskins was born 
in Bennington, Wyoming County, Deo. 24,1824, 

When a young man he engaged in mercantile 
business, but also took a lively interest in 
politics. He was a Republican. At the 
age of twenty-five he was elected Clerk 
of his native town and siheild that 


otfice three years. Then for twelve successive 
terms he was elected Justice of the Peace, and 
afterward Supervisor. He was also Postmaster 
under three Presidents. 

In 1860, 1865, and 1866 Mr. Hoskins was 
elected to the ar gy In 1865 he served 
that body as Speaker. In 1868 and for three 
years following he held the position of State 
Commissioner of Public Accounts, and in 1871 he 
was appointed Collector of Internal Revenue. 
He was elected to Congress in 1873, and served 
on the Committee of Accounts. He was re- 
elected in 1875, but in 1877 he was defeated. 

In the Fallof 1879 Mr. Hoskins was elected 
Lieutenant Governor on the ticket with Alonzo 
B. Cornell and served one term, retiring from 
office in 1882. Of late years he had not figured 
prominently in public life. 





A Lawyer's Happy Experience.

Trewey, the nimble-fingered gentleman with 
the mobile face, who was a part—if not, indeed, 
the principal part—of Prof. errmann’s * trans- 
atiantic” variety show a few years ago, reap- 
peared here last night in the Casino Roof Gar- 
den. He has acquired no new skill in the in- 
terval, and, indeed, once or twice in his inter- 
esting exhibition of jugglery last night he 
seemed to be “ butter-tingered,” which is a sea- 
sonable expression. 

But his tricks with the soup plates, the coins, 
and the batons are all exceedingly diverting; 
and his performance with the circular piece of 
felt, which he transforms at will into almost 
any kifd of hat from the sacerdotal shovel to 
the chapeau of Bonaparte, from the coster’s 
rabbit skin to the sailor’s nor’ wester, trans- 
forming himself each time into a suitable 
wearer for each hat, has lost nothing in humor 
or dexterity. His repertory of shadow pictures, 
formed by the shadows of his well-trained 
hands on a white so-een, has not been enlarged. 

In the theatre of the Casino, after the regular 
evening performance had been finished, Sandow, 
the strongest map in the world, made his first 
public appearance in America, going through 
the same programme of feats of muscular skill 
and power as the persons invited to the private 
view of him Sunday night saw. 

Sandow is a wonderful creature. Such a de- 
velopment of biceps may not be unusual, but 
the man’s back and chest have surely not been 
equaled since the golden prime ofSamson. He 
is a broad-faced fellow, and looks something 
like Cinquevalli, whose strength and dexterity 
used to astonish us; but Cinquevalli was no 
matoh for Sandow in the matter of muscle. 

This man, biindfolded, with his lega pinioned 
together, holds a fifty-six-pound dumbbell in 
each hand, and thus burdened turns a back som- 
ersault. He stands near the top vf an iron col- 
umn, his feet resting lightly on a cross-bar and 
his legs chained to the column, and bending 
over backward lifts first one full-sized man and 
then anotber, holding them both, with his body 
in an almost horizontal position. 

There may be some sort of trick in his feat of 
balancing the see-sawing horses on his clest, 
but there is none in his other feata. 

‘Nan, the Good for Nothing,” a comic sketch 
by Buckstone that used to be very popular, but 
is of no great value now, excepting perhaps as 
a historicai dramatic document, preceded Mr. 
Kellar’s marvels at Daly’s Theatre lust night. 
Kitty Cheatham, with a lovely head of purely 
aristocratic hair, was slovenly Nan, while her 
two foster fathers were Eugene Jepson and 
Owen Fawcett, and J. K. Hackett was the senti- 
mental and moralizing young carpenter. 

A shiver of horror, real and profound, went 
over the young men who occupied the gallery 
atthe Fourteenth Street Theatre last evening, 
when the villain, who had already broken up a 
happy home and filled divers unmarked graves 
with weil-titting victims, put in the keystone of 
his criminal arch by saying, ‘‘I always hated 
the Irish!” 

So fierce and spontaneous were the hisses 
that followed this expres<ion of the villain’s 
opinion, so manifest was the desire to “ have at 
him’ once or twice, that the real steam drill 
and the real derrick and the real enough big 
stone the derrick came near dropping on the 
hero produced comparatively little emotion. 

If **A Flag of Truce” were not a melodrama 
somewhat above the average, this misplace- 
ment of climax would have a disastrous 
efieot. The many people who saw Mr. 
Haworth's play during previous runs decided 
that it was above the average, and last night's 
audience confirmed their judgment by 
frequent applause. Its merits, therefore, are 
unquestionable, and yet, if one must tind some- 
thing to criticise, this spectacle of @ tiend in 
human form who had always hated the Irisn— 
as if sometimes would not be enough—gives the 
earper his opportunity. 

“A Flag of Truce,”’ by the way, is excellontly 
played. Itis too old a play to make giving its 
cast necessary, but John Woodard, Harry Main- 
hall, Henry Bergman, Amelia Bingkam, and 
Olive May, who have the more prominent roles, 
play them exactly as such réles should be 
played, and therefore are deserving of fame— 
aud of saner roles. 

Grand Opera House. 

The last week ofthe Hinrichs Grand Opera 
Company began at the Grand Opera House last 
night. The opera was Donizetti’s time-honored 
work “Luoia.” The audience quite filled the 
house with its numbers and its enthusiasm. 
There can be no question that these perform- 
ances, given on a scale of cheapness cominen- 
surate with the prices of admission, have been 
delightful to that large number of persons 
which has not the means to enjoy the more 
elaborate performances offered at the Metro- 
politan Opera House at high rates. 

It does seem, however, that so familiar a work 
as * Luecia’’ might be put before the patrons of 
the Grand Opera House in a more satisfactory 
manner. Miss Louise Natali made sorry work 
of the heroine's florid measures, her ornamental 
passages being extremely cloudy and uncertain 
end her cantabile hard and unsympathetiv. Mr. 
Montegritio’s Edgardo was rude in its energy 
and generally ungraceful in vocal treatment. 
Mr. Campanari alone sang with freshness of 
voice and buoyancy of style. To be sure, the 
west side audiences encourage vociferous sing- 
ing; but genuine artists would lead them to an 
appreciation of genuine art. 

The chorus was at all times a saddening 
spectacie, and the orchestra was rough and in- 
dependent. The gentleman who played the 
harp prelude to Lucia’s entrance received great 
applause. Perhaps the audience thought he 
had destroyed the harp. This evening ‘ Car- 
men” will be given. On Thursday evening 
Leoneayalile's ‘‘I Pagliacei’’ will be performed 
for the first time in America. 


Madison Square Garden. 


An andience of moderate size assembled in 
the Madison Square Garden last night to listen 
to Anton Seidl’s orchestra. It seems strange 
that the pleasant concerts, with their agreeable 
accompaniments in the shape of smokeand beer, 
do not attract largeraudiences. They deserve 
a wider appreciation than they receive. The 
orchestra might be somewhat larger, to be sure, 
but the programmes are interesting and the 
performance generally good. 

Last night the orchestra played the march 
from Berloz’s “‘Les Troyens,” Bizet’s *‘ Car- 
men” suite, Svendsen’s “Norwegian Rhapso- 
dy,” Massenet’s ‘Scenes Napolitaines,” four 
*Slavenio Dances” by Dvorak, the overture to 
Mendelssohn’s “ Midsummer Night's Dream,” 
the intermezzo from Leoncavallo’s *‘I Pagliac- 
ci,’ the waltz from Delibes’s ‘* Naila,” Liszt's 
polonaise in E major, and Strauss’s “ Beautiful 
Blue Danube.” Mrs. Pemberton-Hincks sang 
two arias. The same vocalist will be heard 
again to-night, and the orchestra will give a 
number of popular compositions.

NICARAGUA LOOKS FORWARD 





OAPT, HIGGINSON SAYS THE WAR 
IS PRACTICALLY OVER. 


He Refuses to Say Anything About His Re- 
moval from the Command of the Atlanta 
—No Work Being Done on the Canal— 


Nicaraguans Want It Completed—The 


Captain’s Friends Say He Intends to Ask 
for a Court of Inquiry, and that His 


Chances of Reinstatement Are Very Good, 


Capt. Francis J. Higginson, United States 
Navy, reached this city yesterday from Grey- 
town, Nicaragua. Capt. Higginson Is the late 
Captain of the United States cruiser Atlanta 
who was relieved of his command recently by 
Capt. J. R. Bartlett. 

Capt. Higginson’s removal is the outcome of 
the delay of the Atlanta to leave New-York at 
the time when first ordered by the Navy De- 
partment. He reported the Atlanta to be unfit 
when first ordered for a hasty departure. 

A NEW-YorRK TIMEs reporter saw Capt. Hig 
ginson last night at his home, 166 West Fifty- 
fifth Street, and asked him if he desired to 
make any statement concerning the delay of 
the Atlanta in departing for Nicaragua when 
first ordered. Capt. Higginson replied: 

“‘T have nothing tosay. It would be mani- 
festly smproper for me to make any statement 
before the matter is acted upon by the Navy 
Department.” 

In response to the question as to the condition 
of affairs at Nicaragua when he took his depart- 
ure, Capt. Higginson said: 

“When I left Nicaragua the war might be said 
to be atanend. Every one was looking for- 
ward to an era of prosperity. There was mani- 
fest on the part of the leaders of the provisional 
Government a warm desire to conciliate as far 
as possible. Itis noteworthy that a member of 
Saragossa’s army has been made one of the 
Junta. 

“T received members of the provisional Gov- 
ernmenton board the Atlanta, and hadthe oppor 
tunity of personally judging from the remarks 
Or these men their views concerning Nicara- 
gua’s future. One thing is certain, the men 
now in authority in Nicaragua are most friendly 


disposed toward the Government of the United 
States. They do, in fact, favor a closer relation- 
ship between Nicaragua and this country.” 

“When I arrived at Greytown [ anchored the 
Atlanta at a distance of about one mile trom the 
city. I did this in order to take advantage, as 
much as possible, of the sea breeze. The harbor 
of Greytown is simply an open roadstead, and 
the Atianta where she lay rode constantly to a 
heavy swell. There is little chance of sickness 
aboard the oruiser so long as she remains in the 
position where [ first anchored her. 

‘‘Shortly after reaching Greytown I[ found 
that the police of the city had practically dis- 
banded. 1 was informed that the money which 
usually goes to the police was diverted into an- 
other channel, and in consequence the riuison 
d'étre of Greytown’s police force ceased. In 
such turbulent times as war conditions have 
brought upon Greytown, I deemed it advisable, 
in view of the further absence of all police con- 
trol, to land marines and a number of the blue- 
jackets of the Atlanta. This force I caused to 
patrol and protect the canal property at the 
Greytown terminus. The marines of the At- 
lanta were on shore only a few days when the 
provisional Government took charge of alfairs, 
The latter Government, I saw, was fully equal 
to any emergency, and the presenceof the men 
of the Atlanta on shore was no longer neces 
sary.” 

When asked if the war just ended in Nica- 
ragua had caused much suflering and distress, 
Capt. Higginson said that it undoubtedly had, 
but that this suffering was not as apparent on 
the surface as one might expect to tindit. The 
war, he said, seemed to have been well man- 
aged from the start by the leaders of the pro- 
visional army. The latter had been well pro- 
vided all along with money. ‘They had the 
majority of the better element of the people 
under their control, and owing to the rapidity 
with which the provisional leaders seized first 
on one point and then on another there waa 
really very little time left for any one section 
of country to feel the rigors of war. 

Capt. Higginson reports that no work is in 
progress upon the Nicaragua Canal, at least no 
work that could be seen from Greytown. He 
states that there is now about 7 feet of water 
in the canal at Greytown. Thepeople of Nica 
ragua, he further states, are enthusiastic in 
their desire to see the oanalcompleted. They 
look upon the success of the canal as the un 
doubted success .of Nicaragua. The leaders of 
the new Government are particularly imbued, 
Capt. Higginson states, with this idea, and they 
look to the United States Government in its en- 
deavors to further the canal project as being a 
great helper of Nicaragua, 

He says that the United States Government 
employes who recently surveyed the projected 
railroad route across the Isthmus of Tehuan 
tepec have completed their labors. The sur- 
veyors returned to New-York on the same 
steamer that brought Capt. Higginson. They 
proceede direct to Washington. 

Capt. Higginson will go to Washington in a 
few days, though it could not be learned from 
him last night, his friends state, that he will 
ask for a court of inquiry from the Secretary of 
the Navy into his alleged delay in proceeding 
to Niearagua. 

To his friends Capt. Higginson is reported to 
have said that he feels certain that his explana- 
tion of all the occurrances attending the de- 
parture of the Atlanta from this port will be 
found by the Secretary of the Navy to be satis- 
factory. Friends of Capt. Higginson are point- 
ing to the excellent record of this oflicer in the 
past. Itis well known in the navy, they say, 
that during the war Higginson was one of the 
best executive officers atloat. He was ranked, 
in point of elliciency, with such men as Thorn- 
ton of the Kearsarge, Belknap of the New 
Ironsides, and Watson of the Hartford. 

Higginson is deemed far better off in this 
present affair than most olficers who are 
brought up with around turn for alleged delay 
in obeying orders. The friends of Capt. Higgin- 
son state thatif the courtof inquiry disapproves 
of his conduct, it will be the first blot against 
his career. 


PECK ON THE WAY TO EUROPE, 
If Not Produced at this Term His Bonds 
Will be Forfeited, 


ALBANY, June 12.—Charles F. Peck, the for- 
mer Labor Commissioner of this State, who was 
to have been tried at the sitting term of the 
Court of Sessions in this county, jointly with 
his stenographer, Elbert F. Rodgers, left last 


Saturday for Europe, and will not return until 
October. Peck’s counsel has been notified to 
produce him at this term of court, andif this is 
not done his bonds will be forfeited and a 
bench warrant issued. 


Will Release Field on a Court Order. 
BUFFALO, N. Y., June 12.—As aresult of last 
week’s statement that Edwin M. Field has 
shown marked improvement under the skillful 





care of Superintendent J. B. Andrews 
at the Buffalo Hospital, some of the 
New-York men who were losers by 


Field’s operations have been making prepara- 
tions to push criminal charges against him, as 


soon as he shall be released. Dr. Andrews, who 
was in Chicago when the reports of Field’s im- 
provement and his alleged special privileges 
became public, has got back, and a reporter 
asked him about Mr. Field to-night. 

He said: * So far as criminal charges against 
Field are concerned, I have no official cogni- 
zanee of any. He was sent here by the court, 
and my responsibility in the matter is simply 
that he shall have the best care and treatment 
we are able to give to cure him of thetroublefor 
which he was sent here. He will be released 
whenever I am given orders to release him by 
the court. Whenever the Judge calls for a re- 
port on his condition, I shall furnish it prompt- 
ly. If hedeems Field in a fit condition to be 
released, then he will doubtless direot me to 
turn him over te the care of the court again.”

AN EFFORT TO AROUSE PUBLIO' 


SENTIMENT AGAINST - IT. 


The Marquis of Salisbury Addresses a 


Meeting in the Royal Surrey Theatre—¥ 


The Washington Disaster Used to Illus- 
trate His Words—Gladstone, He Says, Is 
Bent on Undermining the British Em- 
pire—Conference of the Irish -Members 


of Parliament. 


LonpDon, June 12.—The first in the series of 
meetings designed by the Unionists to rouse all 
London against home rule was held in the 
Royal Surrey Theatre this evening. The Mar- 
quis of Salisbury was the most notable speaker. 
He illustrated his opinion of Mr. Gladstone's 
action toward Ireland with an elaborate meta- 
phor based on the account of the recent dis 
aster in Washington. 

The Premier, he said, was digging a callar un- 
der the ancient fabric ofthe empire. He was 
working carelesely, as did the men under the 
old theatre in Washington. If he should be al- 
lowed to continue his task, all three floors of 
the imperial building—Throne, Church, and 
Parliament—would come crashing down around 
the heads of the destructive Liberal Party. 

At present everything tended to favor the 
courageous fight that the Unionists were max- 
ing against the dismemberment ef the empire. 
Several Liberal members of Parliament had 
already refused to follow their Ministers. The 
Irish leaders were busy quarreling among them- 
selves. There were signs on every side that the 
dark nightof apprehension was almost spent 
and the dawn was breaking. The political cen- 
ditions under which alone home rule would be 
possible were vanishing slowly but certainly. 

The conference of the Irish members of Par- 
liament was resumed to-day. The prineipal 
matter under discussion was the retirement 
from Parliament of Mr. Thomas Sexton, who 
was elected as the representative for North 
Kerry, and who withdrew from the House of 
Commons in consequences of the differences that 
bave arisen regarding the management of the 
Freeman's Journal, the organ of the anti-Par- 
nellite section of the Irish Parliamentary Party, 
ofthe Board of Directors of which Mr. Sexton 
wasamember. Mr. Sexton was not present at 
the meeting. 

Mr. Justin McCarthy, the leader of the anti- 
Parnellites, Mr. William O’Brien, and Mr. John 
Dillon, all deplored the action of Mr. Sexton, 
and said they trusted that he would reconsider 
his determination to retire from political life. 


They strongly urged the conference to rescind 
the resolution adopted on Saturday last calling 
upon certain members of the Board of Directors 
of the /reeman’s Journal, including Mr. &ex- 
ton, to resign from the Directorate. 

After considerable discussion the conference 
finally decided to rescind the resolution, and as 
& consequence Mr. Sexton will not apply for 
the Stewardship of the Chiltern Hundreds, the 
procedure followed when a member of Parlia- 
ment desires to give up his seat in the House of 
Commons. 

The negotiations that have been carried on 
between Mr. Justin McCarthy and Mr. John 
Redmond, the Parneliite leader, looking to the 
release of the Irish fund now held by Banker 
Munro of Paris, have proved fruitiess, and 
there will be no further correspondence on 
the subject between the Irish leaders. It is 
now considered that actions in the English. 
and Freneh courts to decide the ownership of 
the moneys held in Paris are inevitable. 

John Kedmond, leader of the Parnellites, has 
roturned from Portiand Prison, where he visit- 
ed the Irish political prisoners. He says that 
John Daly’s health has improved since the be- 
ginning of the warm weather. Wilson, who 
Was sentenced to penal servitude for life on 
account of his participation in the Fenian con- 
spiracies, has rallied slightly, although still 
Weak and emaciated. Mr. Redmond is reticent 
ae to the conditions of his visit at Portland and.

Opposition to the Creation’ of ‘a* General : 
Oouncil. 


Havana, June 12.—The Exeentiye Committee 
of the Conservative Party has started an agita- 
tion against the proposals of the Spanish Minis- 
ter of Colonies for administrative reforms in 
Cuba. The committee objects especially to the 
plan to substitute one General .Ceuncil for’ the 
several Provincial Counoils. 

Despite the antagonism of the Conservatives, 
however, public opinion approves of the bill 
submitted to the Cortes. The cigar manu- 
facturers met in this city yesterday, and, after 


discussing the bill, resolved to telegraph to the 
Minister of Colonies their commendation of 
his firm attitude in favor of Cuban interests | 
Similar steps were taken at a meeting of gen- 
eral merchants and other conspicuous citizens 
Many telegrams expressing approval of the 
reform programme have been received here: 
from towns in the interior. Some of the most 
influential men in the Conservative Party have 
rotested against the hostile attitude of their, 
xecutive Committee. i 


DYNAMITE IN ANTWERP. 


An Explosion in Front of the Public Pros-‘ 
* 
ecutor’s House. 


ANTWERP, June 12.—Great excitement was 
dccasioned throughout the city to-day by an ex- 
plosion that occurred in front of the residence 
ofthe Public Prosecutor. The force of the ex- 
plosion was very grest, and all the windows in 
the house of the Public Prosecutor and other 
houses in the vicinity were smashed to atoms. 

Most fortunately, the ‘neighhorhood was com- 
paratively deserted at the time and not a single 


person was injured. Gendarmes were promptly 

on the scene and instituted an investigation 

to learn what had caused the explosion. It was 

concluded that the outrage was the work of' 
some criminal who had a grudge against the. 
Public Prosecutor, and who had resorted to dy- 

mamite as a means to gratify his desirefor re- 

venge. 

It is claimed by some persons, however, that 
the oe Was caused by Anarchists. It is 
not believed by the police that Anarchists had 
anything to do with the outrage. There is no 
clue whatever to the perpetrator of the crime. 


WILL NOT BANK ON PETROLEUM. 


But Italy Proposes a Monopoly of the In- 


surance Business. 


RoME, June 12,—It is reported that the Goy- 
ernment has found that it would not be expe- 
dient to adoptthe proposal to establish a mo- 
nopoly in petroleum and has, therefore, aban- 
doned all further consideration of the question 
of adding to the revenue by the establishment 
ofseucha monopoly. It is said, however, that 
in order to obtain an increased income the Gov- 
ernment will substitute a monopoly of the life 
and fire insurance business in place of the pro- 
posed petroleum monopoly. 

It is estimated that the granting of a mo- 
nopoly of the insurance business of the country 
will add the sum of 50,000,000 lire ($10,000,000) 
to the revenue. Such a monopoly would seri-. 
ously affect the American companies, which do 
an immense insurance business in Italy. 


Duke Maximilian Emmanuel Dead. 


Vienna, June 12.—Another severe affliction 
has fallen upon the imperial house of Austria. 
Duke Maximilian Emmanuel, brother of Em- 
press Elizabeth, while returning to Munich 


from a ride this morning, ruptured a cardiac 
artery and died almost immediately. 

The Duke was born in Munich in 1849, and 
married in 1875 Princess Amelie of Saxe- 
Coburg and Gotha. He was a Lieutenant Gen- 
eralin the German Army and commander of the 
riding school

THE BERING SEA TRIBUNAL, 


Counsel for Great Britain and This Coun- 
try Submit Their Proposals, 


Paris, June 12.—Sir Charles Russell, Sir 
Richard Webster, andthe other counsel repre- 
senting Great Britain before the Bering Sea 
Tribunal of Arbitration, to-day asked the tri- 
buna) to find that the searches and seizures in 
Bering 8ea mentioned in the British schedule, 
whether of ships or goods, and the arrests of 
masters and crews, were made by authority of 
the United States; next, that these searches 
and seizures were inade in non-territorial waters 
for alleged breaches of Uniied States municipal 
laws committed on the high seas, and further. 
that said searches and seizures, imprisonment 
of masters and crews, and the fines imposed 
upon them were not made, inflicted, or imposed 
under any claim of right or jurisdiction except 
such as has been submitted to the decision of 
the arbitrators. 

The seizures set forth in the British schedule 
comprise twenty vessels. The firat seizure, 
that of the Carolena, was made by the United 
States revenue cutter Corwin on Aug. 1, 1886, 
and the last, that of the Pathfinder, also made 
by the Corwin, occurred March 27, 1890, 
Among the vessels seized was the Ada, 15 
miles from land, and the Onward, 115 miles 
from land. None of the seizares made was 
within the three-mile limit, the Ada being the 
nearest to land, and the Onward the furthest 
off shore. 

Messrs. E. J. Phelps, James C. Carter, and the 
other American cuunsel propose that the tri- 
bunal find that the seizures occurred under the 
authority of the United States, and that they 
were made over ten miles from any shore, but 
that which aud how many of the vessels set 
forth in the schedule were in whole or in part 
the property of British or American citizens be 
afact not passed upon by the tribunal, nor 
shall the values of the vessels or their contents 
be passed upon by the court. The American 
counsel next propose that the ‘tribunal find 
that the orders warning the vessels to leave 
Bering Sea were made by armed vessels of the 
United States, the commanders of which were 
duly instructed to issue such wariings, and 
further that the District Courts of the United 
States which condemned the vessels referred to 
dn the sehedule had all the jurisdiction and 

owers of Courts of Adwiralty, including prize 
urisdiction. 

Lastly, the American counsel propose that the 
trsbunal find that the searches and condemna- 
tions were not made in non-territorial waters 
for alleged breaches of the municipal laws of 
the United States committed on the high seas, 
and that the searches, seizures, imprisonments, 
and fines were wade under the right and juris- 
diction of the United States.

4, 1881, in the suit of Joseph Hernandez 
against Rosina Daunoy, their mother, pending 
in the Parieh of 8t.

WITNESSES HEARD IN ROME. 


Translation of Testimony Made in the 


Case of the Rev. Francis Dent. 


In the trial of the Rey. Francis Dent against 
the Society of the Friars Minor of the Order of 
St. Francis, to secure his reinstatement and 
$50,000 damages, which has been going on for 
several days before Judge Cullen and a jury in 
the circuit of the Supreme Court in Brooklyn, 
the entire proceedings yesterday were limited 
to the translation of the testimony of several of 
the head ecolesiastios of the order in Rome, 
taken there by a commission.

BRATE CLASS-DAY EXEROISES. 








©ra-ons and Poem in the First Presbyte- 
rian Church and the Time-Honored Ivy 
Planting at the Foot of “Old Nassau ”’— 
Cannon Exercises, with the Presentations 
and the Annual Merry-Making of the 
Seniors—Oratorical Contest for the Valu- 
able Prizes of Medals and Books. 


PRINCETON, N. J., June 12.—The’ opening 
Class-Day exercises of the class of ’93, Prince- 
ton College, were held in the First Presbyterian 
Church this morning. Philip King of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia acted as master of ceremo. 
bies and delivered the salutatory. The class 
eration was given by Alexander Marshall 
Thompson of Pennsylvania and the class poem 
by Charles Bertram Newton of Pennsylvania. 

The ivy exercises were held in front of North 
Colloge at noon. The ivy oration was delivered 
br Abram Pratt Andrew, Jr., of Indiana. 

After the oration the traditions! class ivy was 
planted at the foot of ‘Old Nassau.” A marble 
block was inserted in the wall with the words, 
“Class 1893, Ivy,” directly over the place 
where the ivy was planted. 

In the afternoon the cannon exercises were 
held. Seate were erected in the form of an 
amphitheatre around the historic cannon 
which is buried in the centre of the triangle, 
and entrance was given by ticket to the friends 
of the graduating class. 

Philip)King, master of ceremonies, presided, 
ond first introduced Parke Hill Davis of New- 
York, who delivered the claes history. The 
presentation was delivered by William Alexan- 
éer Guild of Tennessee. The young men are 
called up individually and made to account for 
tho many misdemeanors of the college course 
in the presence of theirfriends. If their per- 
formance is satisfactory they are *“ presented”’ 
with a ‘“‘wax doll” or a “jumping jack,’ or 
some other useful articles. 

Yhe prophecy was delivered by Benjamin 
Erandreth McAipin of New-York City. Robert 
Thomas Sloss of New-Jersey gave the censor’s 
speech, in which the best jokes of the college 
course are brought up for the amusement of 
friends and classmates. 

An address was given by the class Presideut, 
Herbert Milton Rogers of Nebraska. John Lee 
Tildsley, the class Secretary, then called the 
roll of the clases, each responding to the name 
by which he is familiarly known. 

During the ro]l call the boys smoked the pipes 
of peace, which were of clay, long and brittle. 
Aiter the smoke they smashed the pipes upon 
the old cannon and then gathered up the trophies: 

After the singing of the class ode, composed 
by C. B. Newton and L. R. Moffat, the camnon 
exercises were dismissed.

There are 156 meinbers of the class, of which 
116 are acadenio, 25 scientific, 4 electrical, and 
llspegial Oniy 126 of these entered in the 
freshman year. Sixty-seven are Whigs and 73 
Clios. Lighty-nine belong to the Young Men's 
Christian Association and 23 to the st. Paul 
Bociety. 

The members of the class express themselves 
as especially fond, in the way of sports, tirat, of 


football, and, second, of baseball. The most 
favorite authors ,were, first, Scott, second, 
Dickens. ‘heir favorite studies are history 


and mathematics. One hundred and sixteen 
go to the theatre, 29 being opposed to it 
Their favorite actor is Joe Jefferson and 
their favorite actress Ada Rehan. Forty-eight 
of the olass have been summoned before the 
Faculty, 6 sent Lome, 47 are styled * Pollers,” 
24 loafers, and 86 both at times. 

The average expenditure during the four 
yeare of the course was as follows: Senior 
year, $755; junior, $705; sophomore $670; 
freshwan, $650. The class has done phenome- 
nal work in athletics, winning the interoclass 
Peace Cup in its freshman year, and holding 
it ever since. 

The annual junior oratorical contest was held 
in the First Presbyterian Chureh this evening. 
Four gold medals or books of equal value will 
be awarded by a committee appointed by the 
Board of Trustees to the four who shall be an- 
mounced as the successful competitors on 
Wednesday. 

The competitors were eight members of the 
junior class—four from the Cleosophic and four 
from the Whig Society—selected by commit- 
tees appointed by the societies. The McLean 
Prize, founded by the will of the late Henry A. 
Btinnecke, consisting of the sum of $100, will 
De given to that one of the orators who shall 
give the best English oration.

GEORGE SPENOE’S DEFENSE, 


Preliminary Trial of the Fuente Coal 
Mines’ Superintendent. 


PIEDRAS NEGRAS, Mexico, June 12.—The pre- 
liminary trial of George Spence, Superintendent 
of the Fuente Coal Mines, who was arrested 
upon the charge of murdering sixteen of the 
imprisoned miners who met their death in the 
mine a week ago, is progressing in the court 
here slowly. Meanwhile Mr. Spence continues 
to discharge his duties at the mines under the 
double security of a ten-thousand-dollar bond 
anda personal guard who attends him con- 
tinually. 

In his testimony in his own behalf Mr. Spence 
stated that when he reached the mines the fire 
seemed past control. The tunnel was a furnace 


from the point of ignition to the airshaft near 
the exit, which, as a chimney, belched forth @ 
torrent of flame and emoke. Meantime, all 
miners had been summoned to the surface. 
some quickly obeyed the oall. Others delayed, 
one gang assuring their escaping mates that 
they would follow when they had finished their 
car, then almost full 

The progress of the flames was so rapid that 
the least delay meant death. Mr. Spence, see- 
ing the sole entrance to the workings, where 
the imprisoned miners were, barred by a column 
of flames growing momentarily in volume and 
intensity, fanned by the through blast from the 
entry to the chimneylike ventilation shaft 
1,000 feet beyond, quickly concluded that the 
only way to save the miners, or even their 
bodies, lay in checking the fire. He thereiore 
ordered the walling up of entries and airshaft. 
Tons of grave! poured into the latter cut off the 
blast, while walls at either tuunel opening shut 
off the inrushing air. 

A manhole covered with canvas was re- 
served, however, for the rescue of any miners 
who might, by a miracie, make their way 
through the column of flames from the work- 
ings to the tunnel mouth or survive, in spite of 
asphyxiating gases in the workings, until the 
water pumped into the tunnel had cooled it. By 
this manhole a watchman was constantly sta- 
tioned, listening and looking for any possible 
sign of life within.

The Contests for Cavalry Troops and in 


Small-Arms Firing. 


WASHINGTON, June 12.—Seeretary Lamont has 
decided, as stated some weeks ago in these dis- 
patches, that the contests for army prizes for 
small-arms firing will take place this year at 
Fort Sheridan, near Chicago. The tests will be 
conducted by Capt. Frank Baldwin, Fifth In- 
fantry, an authority on the subject. The com- 
petitors will report at Fort Sheridan by Sept. 
11. For the competition in which the rifle is 
used one will be selected from the Department 
of the East, one from the Department of Dakota, 
two from the Department of the Platte, two 


from the Department of the Missouri, one from 
the Department of Texas, two from the Depart- 
mente of the Columbia and California, and one 
from the Department of Arizona. 

For the competition in which the carbine is 
used three will be selected at the cavalry com- 
petition to be held at Fort Keogn, Montana;

competition to be held at Fort Wingate, New- 
Mexico, aud two at the cavalry competition to 
be held at Bellevue Ritle Range, Nebraska. 

The cavalry troops in the Department of 
the East, under the command of Gen. How 
ard, will boid their annual competition at 
Bellevue Ritte Kange in Nebraska, com- 
mencing on Aug. 14.

CLAIMS DAMAGES FOR A BLOW. 


Suit for Twenty Thousand Dollars Brought 


by Gen. Carroll. 


BALTIMORE, June 12.—A civil suit has resulted 
from the encounter between Gen. Jobn Carroll 
of The Caves and Capt. Willian C. Nicholas at 
Owing’s Mills. 

For a long period an unfriendly feeling ex- 
isted between the two mon, Capt. Nicholas 
thinking himeelf aggrieved. On Thtrsday they 
met, and, after a few heated words, the Captain 
atruck the General across the face with a horse- 
whip. Bystanders promptly interfered, and 
Ger. Carroll has entered suit in the Circuit 
Court at Towson agaiust his assailant, ciaim- 
ing $20,000 damages. 

Gen. Carroll, whose name is always asso- 
ciated with his ancestral estate in Baltimore 
County, is a representative of an aristecratic 
and historis family. Some years ago he was 
brought prominently before the pubile through 
the fling of asuitfor divorce by Mrs. Carroll. 
Mrs. Carroll made some startling allegations as 
to her husband’s habits, and the domestic 
quarrel was a nine days’ wonder. The General 
published a vigorous defense. He is known as 
an author, and has achieved fame as a genvalo- 
gist. 

He prides himself on having established the 
fact that heis heir to the extinct barony of 
Ely, embracing tke Counties of Kings and 
Queens, in Ireland. 

When James Rvssell Lowell, Gen. Carroll's 
uncle, was Minister to the Courtof St. James. 
the General had his claim to the long extinct 
baronetcy investigated by Sir Bernard Burke. 

He bas a quaint history of Irelaud, printed in 
1723, tracing his lineage back to Noah. 

Gen. Carrollis noted for his hospitality, and 
spends all his time on his estate, engaged in 
study and in entertaining hia friends. He 
gained his title from having once served on a 
Gubernatorial staff. 

He attributes the assault of Capt. Nicholas to 
“social jealousy.”

THEIR WORK BEGINS AT DAWN 








SOLDIERS OF THE TWENTY-THIRD 
ARISE WITH THE LARKS. 


They Tumble Out at Reveille and Start in 


Earnest to Perfect Themselves in the 


New Regulations—Gen, Porter Praises 


the New Tactics—Evolutions of the Day 
Executed with Ease and Precision—Col. 
Partridge Proud of the Skill of His Com- 


mand—Details for To-day. 


STATE CAMP, PEEKSKILL, June 12.—The real 
work of the Twenty-third Regiment began at 
5 o’clock this morning with the reveille. Then 
followed the assembly for roll call, after which 
came the sick call. The Surgeon and his assist- 
ante reported no one sick, and then came the 
drill call by the musicians of the guard, This 
was for a drill by squads in extended order, 
each squad to consist of the full number, if 
possible. Both parade grounds were utilized 
and as the early morning was cool the men en- 
tered with zest into their first day’s real labors. 

The evolutions performed were in accordance 
with the regulations for the infantry of the 
United States Army, which were adopted over 
a@ year ago and which were first introduced into 
the National Guard of the State of New-York at 
the encampment here. 

Gen. Porter, speaking of the regulations to- 
day, said to THE NEW- YORK TIMEs’s correspond- 
ent that when the original regulations were 
adopted many of the rules were differently in- 
terpreted by the diflerent regiments. ‘The 
revised reguiations which are in force this year 
have brought order out of chaos, and the result 
will be that untformity among the various regi- 
meuts 80 long desired. 

Afterward the squads took up the order of the 
day as follows: 

Marching of squad not deployed, by commands and 
siguals combined and by signais only. Forward. ‘to 
the rear. By the tlank. To halt. lo change front 
or direction. ; 

Firings, squad not deployed. At a halt and prin- 
cipally om the march. By squad. Kneeling. At 
will, Rounds. Rapid fire. 

Deployment of sguad. At ahelt and on the march. 
To increase and diminish intervals Tochange front 
or direction. Firings, squad deployed. At a halt 
and principally on the march. By equad. Kneeling 
andlying down. Atwill Rounds. Kapid tire. 

Toassembie the squad. On the march and ata 
halt. Frow rally, bayonets to be taken olf. 

To rally the squad. On the marchand ata hait. 
Deploying from rally, bayonets to be taken off. 

All these evolutions were executed with the 
most consummate ease and in almost faultless 
style. An expertin drilling might have discov- 
ered some minute flaw here and there, but in 
the main the squads acquitted themaelves most 
ereditably. The main fault seemed to be in the 
firing by squads. At times the nring was irreg- 
ular, but toward the close of the morning drill 
better results were attained. 

At 38:30 the detail for guard duty for the en- 
suing twenty-four hours assembled on the 
parade ground. There were forty-eight in all, 
under command of Capt. Silkman, Lieut. Den- 
vington, and Lieut. Holly. 

The battalion drill was the hardest task of the 
day’s work, and the manner in which the men 
responded to the iormation of battalion was 
especially notable. Then followed the custom- 
ary orders for a battalion drill, and each was 
beautifully executed, with a precision which 
caused Col. Partridge te revert with pride to it 
afterward. : 

Col, Hall and Lieut. Hardin of the United 
States Navy were intereste spectators, and 
while they said nothing, their manner indicated 
that they were pleased with the work of the 
reviment. 

At 10 o'clock Capt. Leigh of the Signal Corps 
detailed his men into tive squads for signal 
work. One was stationed onthe hill north of 
the parade ground, two were on the bluff, one 
was at Sandy Cove, a mile and a baif south of 
the camp, and the last was on Battery Hill, on 
the extreme west end of the grounds. Each 
squad was composed of five men, and until sun- 
down these young men waved large white and 
red flags back and forth, up and down, convey- 
ing messages from point to point according to 
the Morse telegraph ccde. Little reference was 
made to the code, each man seeming to have a 
very good knowledge of it. During the even- 
ing the signaling was continued until 10 o’clock 
br means of torches. 

Tho afternoon was quietly passed, most of 
the men remaining in their quarters. LKvening 
parade was held at 6:35, and soon after the 
sunset gun was fired the order for retréat and 
dismissal was given. Lieut. Col. Smith reviewed 
the treops. :

The detail for the guard Tuesday will be forty- 
eight men under command of Capt. Case, with 
Lieuts.

COMMISSIONER SENNER’S STORY. 


He Denies the Charges Made Against Him

Immigration Commissioner Joseph H. Senner 
Was not very much disturbed yesterday by the 
alleged exposé published in the American 
Israelite inits issue of June 8. The article al- 
leges that the Commissioner is masquerading 
under an assumed name, and that he left be- 
hind him a deserted wife and a history of much 
interest when he moved from the Fatherland. 

“Itis an old story,”’ said the Commissioner 
wearily, when shown the clipping yesterday. 


“This makes the fourth time that it has been 
printed. Itappeared lrst in the columns of 
Lruth, three years ago. 

** The Liederkranz Society, of which 1 was a 
member, appointed a committee of five to make 
aninvestigation. William Steinway was Chair- 
man. They found the charges absolutely with- 
out foundation and so reported. Last year it 
was again given publicity in the columns of 
O. U., & labor organ. The publisher, John Feier- 
abend, wasindicted for libel. Feierabend made 
an affidavit saying that the story had been 
printed without investigation, and that subse- 
quent inquiry had shown that there was abso- 
lutely no truth in the charges, so I withdrew 
the complaint and refused to press the suit. I 
have not yet decided what 1 will do in this 
case.”’ 

The Commissioner said that he had changed 
hia name from Samuely to that of Senner, and 
bad also found cause to renounce his Jewish 
faith. To tho latter he ascribes the attack made 
upon him by the /sraelite. The paper is pub- 
lished in Cincinnati. Rabbi Wise is its editor. 
As to the charge that he had deserted his wife, 
the Commissioner said that she accompanied 
him to this country and is still under his roof. 

Concerning the charge of speculation, Dr. Sen- 
ner feclingly said: 

“Every one acquainted with my history 
knows that I sacrificed my entire fortune to 
save my poor old father. I came to this coun- 
try to commence a new life under anew name. 
As aproofthati left nothing behind me to be 
ashamed of, | received numerous letters of con- 
gratulation from my native town when my ap- 
pointinent was annonnced. 

“IT have been now thirteen years before the 
public, and as my enemies cannot find anything 
defamatory in my American life, they endeavor 
to dig up something from my previous career in 
Europe.” 


CHARGED WITH WIFE MURDER. 





But Jacob Rosenblume’s Lawyer Says His 


Mother-in-Law’s Story Is Unfounded. 


Jacob Rosenblume of 156 Ludlow Street was 
charged in the Essex Market Police Court yes- 
terday with the manslaughter of his wife. The 
complainant was Mrs. Ida Orminsky, a widow, 
of 56 Orchard Street, the mother-in-law of 
Rosenblume. 

On June 4 Rosenblume’s wife fell from the 
third-story wiudow of her home. She was 
taken to Gouverneur Hospital, where she died 
about one hour and a half after her admission. 


On the night of the accident Mrs. Orminsky, ac- 
companied by her sixteen-year-old daughter 
Dora, Went to call upon ber married daughter. 
When she asked Rosenblume where her daugh- 
ter was, she says he replied: 

“T don’t know, but I think she is burt. 
take you where she is.”’ 

Mrs. Orminsky then asked Rosenblume about 
the blood spots which he was washing from the 
bed and the floor. He replied that he did not 
know how they came there. 

Together tho trio went te the hospital, where 
they iearned of Mrs. Rosenblume’s death. Ar- 
rangements were made for the funeral and she 
wae buried. 

Lawyer Rosenschein of 60 Essex Street said 
yesterday: ‘“‘Pshaw! There is not one word of 
truth in the matter as related by Mrs. Orminsky. 
My client swears thaton the way back from the 
cemetery Mrs. Orminsky said, ‘Jake, will you 
now marry my Dora!’ *For why?’ said Jacob. 
‘I don’t like Dora.’ * Well, then, what do you in- 
tend doing with’ my daughter’s watch and the 
$20 she had!’ ‘LIshall take care of them,’ said 
Jacob. Thereupon Mrs. Orminsky said she 
would have him arrested for killing her daugh- 
ter, and she has kept her word.” 

Justice Taintor remanded Rosenblume for 
further examination.

A VISIT FROM A ERENOH POET, 


City—His 
Appearance and His Work. 





Meurice Bouchor Now in This 


Maurice Bouchor, the exquisite French poet, 
pupil of Théodore de Banville, author of the 
enchantingly naive mystery plays which he, 
Signoret, Ponochon, Richepin, and the painter 
Georges Rochegrosse declaim behind the scenes 
where the marionettes play, in the Nttle hall of 
the Boulevard des Capucines, is in this eity for 
one or two days. 

He will go to the fair and afterward to New- 


Orleans, where lives his friend, the Creole poet, 
Georges Dessommes, whois for six months a 
dreamer as charming us he, and for the rest of 
the year a cotton factor’s clerk. 

He is thirty-eight, tall, and an evidence of the 
theory formulated by Delacroix that nature is a 
romantioist, limiting itself to the description of 
a salient characteristic, with a Shakespearean 
profusion of details, and indicating the reat for 
a love of harmony. Nature gave to him the 
«races of a beard long and soft as that of the 
antique Scamander River, and thus, although 
hie forehead be ample as a profound thinker’s, 
and although his eyes reflect ethereal ideas, his 
face is most artistically Grecian. 

He was famous at nineteen, when he pub- 
lished a book of poems, “Les Chansons Joy- 
euses,” inspired by the superticial materialism 
of the age. The popularity of this book made 
him doubt the reality of its artistic value, and 
two years after he produced ‘‘Potémes de 
Amour et de la Mer,” inaminated by a fervent 
love of nature. ‘*‘Le Faust Moderne,” published 
in 1878, expressed the moral depression and the 
real sufferings that the theories of pessimism 
entail. His philosophy hesitated then between a 
mystic pantheism and faith in a personal God 

“ L’Aurore,” published in 1883, was the re- 
sult of this hesitation, of the tumult of ideas, 
and ef the conflict of sentiments. He published 
in 1888 another book of poems, ‘‘ Les Sym- 
boles,” and a drama, “Dieu le Veut.” Since 
then * Tobie,’”’ ** Noél,” and ‘* Sainte Cécile,” 
delightful little dramas of a poet who sought 
for life, grace, and emotion in subjects where 
they abound, touching little dramas played 
with marionettes because natural ersons 
would be too artificial, have made aurice 
Bouchor incomparable. 

He admires in New-York principally the 
Bridge, the Central Park, which is not a Bois; 
the Riverside Park, whereby the city is marvel- 
ously favored, and expresses his present state 
of mind as follows: “I have resolved to ex- 
press my adoration forthe Unknown Being by 
making use of the most beautiful language 
whichever came outof the human mind, (the 
language of the Bible.) I would accept the 
most different dogmas ifI felt the emotion of 
the —— and of the races by which they 
weré consecrated.” 

He is studying Buddhism assiduously, is a 
vegetarian, and practices, vith evident pleasure, 
a life of Carthusian austerity. If he were nota 
celebrated poet, he might be famous for the 
special charm of his personality. 
ful to hear him say, whenever he wishes to oiler 
an incentive for doing good, “ll no faut pas 
faire pleurer les anges.”’

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BiG GAIN FOR LIZZIE BORDEN 


HER TESTIMONY AT THE IN- 
QUEST NOT TO GO TO THE JURY. 





Brilliant Argument in Her Behalf by Ex- 
Gov. Robinson—Medical Examiner Dolan 
the Chief Witness Yesterday—He Ex- 
hibits Plaster Casts of the Heads of 
Mr. and Mrs. Borden and Tells How 
They Hacked by a Hatchet— 
Twenty-nine Wounds in All.

NEW-BEDFORD, Maes., June 12.—The defense 
won a decided advantage to-day when the court 
excluded as evidence the testimony given by 
Lizzie Borden at the inquest held soon after 
her father and stepmother were murdered in 
Fall River. 

There have been several breaks in the prose- 
cution’s case, none so bad asthe one made by 
the decision as to the prisoner’s evidence at the 
inquest. The decision will goa great way to- 
ward making Lizzie Borden a free woman. 

At the inquest the defendant, then practically, 
though not nominally, under arrest for the kill- 
ing of her father and stepmother, was plied 
with questions by District Attorney Knowlton. 
She was not allowed to have counsel, nor was 
she warned that testimony there given by 
her might tend to incriminate her ata later 
time. 

The statements made by her at this inquest 
were of a contradictory character, extremely 
agamaging to her interests, and if they could 
have beon introduced at the present trial might 
have been hard to dispose of. 

The prosecution argued that the statements 
made by #zhe defendant at the inquest were, 
ander the law. voluntary and on this ground 
should be admitted as evidence, while the de- 
fense set forth that she was under police super- 
vision and that a pocket warrant had already 
been issued for her arrest. The inquest, it was 
further set forth, was practically an examina- 
tion to determine her guilt or innocence. The 
discussion and consideration of the question 
for the competency of this testimony occupied 
pearly all the morning. 

This afternoon Dr. Dolan, Medical Examiner 
of Fall River, took the stand and described 
minutely the character and extent of the 
wounds inflicted on the victims of the homicide. 
An autopsy was performed atthe family ceme- 
tery after the burial of the bodies and the 


heads of both were removed and prepared by 
Dr. Dolan. 

They are now in his possession, but were not 
biought into court to-day, plaster casts beang 
weed to indicate the injuries inflicted. 

lt has been a hard day for the prisoner. She 
is far from well, and while the Presiding Jus- 
tice was rendering the court’s opinion relative 
to the competency of her testimony she showed 
signs of great agitation. After she learned 
that the decision was favorable she put her fan 
bo her eyes and wept for sume time. 

Once in the day she was compelled to leare 
the courtroom because of illness. 

On the opening of court the question of the 
admissibility of the defendant’s declarations at 
the inquest, when under suspicion before her 
arrest, was argued, the jury having been sent 
out of the room. 

Mr. Moody, for the State, argued that, ac- 
eording to authority, principie, and practice, 
the testimony was admissible. He said that the 
deiendant’s conduct and declarations showing 
consciousness of guilt would be admissible, 
even if the defense should claim that a confes- 
sion would not be. He did not understand there 
was any claim that the inquest was made in 
violation of the laws of the Commonwealth. 
The inference from the statute was that an in- 
quest might be of a strictly private nature or it 
might noi, as the language was thatany or all 
persons besides the one testifying might be ex- 
eluded. 

The evidence was notin the nature of & con- 
fession, butof adenial. There was a ditference 
between a confession and statements which 
might be taken as evidence of guilt. 

In the case of the Commonwealth vs. Piper the 
Government offered the testimouy of the pastor 
of the church in which the murder of Mabel 
Young took place. It appeared that the prison- 
er was induced to make statements which he 
might not have made otherwise. While under 
the effect of these inducements he had a con- 
versation with the clergyman. There was a 
struggle cver the admission of the testimony of 
the clergyman, butit was finally admitted, the 
court holding that the evidence was admissible. 

The precise question was. whether there was 
anything in the stipulation of the facts which 
took the Borden case out of the rule that dec- 
larations of the defendant were a |missible. 

There was another rule, Mr. Moody raid, 
which declared that no person should bo 
obliged to testify against himself, but this only 
applied to compulsory testimony and did not 
apply to voluntary admissions. 

Mr. Moody said he might well leave the ques- 
tion upon the authority of the rules of the S8u- 
preme Court, but he would go further, though 
not to the English laws, which were poorly 
drawn and lly adapted to the present day, so 
ne aid could be obtained from them. He would 
turn to the laws of the States. New-York was 
the only one where the matter had been fully 
discussed. In People vs. Henderson, a New- 
York case, the testimony offered was, us here, 
denial and not confession. In that case, as here, 
the accused was bot under arrest nor under 
suspicion. Another case was where a Man was 
informed that he was under suspicion and was 
cautioned about his evidence, and the court ad- 
mitted his testimony. 

The last case was one where the Court of Ap- 
peals held that the prisoner had been arrested 
without warrant, apd thathe was ignorant of 
ienglish and his rights, and had not been eau- 
tioned. His evidence was not allowed. The 
iine was drawn upon the question whether the 

prisoner was under arrest or not. 

“If this Borden case was in the State of New- 
York the evidence would be admissible,” said 
Mr. Moody. 

This question had also arisen in Maine, Mr. 
Moody said. There it had been held that, where 
admissions Were made voluntarily and without 
compulsion, there was no reason for exclusion 
thereafter. ‘The question has also arisen in the 
Atate of Wisconsin, where the only test was 
whether the declarations were made volun- 
tarily or not. 

The Chief Justice asked Mr. Moody whether 
in the Wisconsin case the defendant was present 
upon thestand at his own request, and Mr. 

oody replied that that fact did not appear. 

Mr. Moody heid that where the defendant was 
the subject of the prosecution, unknown to 
himself,and msde a statement of his know)- 
edge of the case and was afterward placed 
under arrest, this previous evidence might 
be used, judging from outside authorities. He 
then called attention to several cases in this 
Btate, one where at a fire inquest a man had 
made a statement and was afterward arrested. 
That evidence was held to be competent to be 
used againsthim. Mr. Moody said that hardly 
& term of criminal court passed that testimony 
similar to Miss Borden’s was not admitted. 
In view of the authority outside this State and 
the common practice all over this State and 
that, if any error had been committed, the de- 
fendant’s rights were secure, Mr. Moody sub- 
mitted that her testimony should be admitted. 

Mr. Robinson, inreply, said it was not a ques- 
tion to-day whether in times past departures 
were taken, but whether they were taken 
wrongfully. He hoped the court would not 
take any chances resting upon passing notice of 
other courts. He stood to-day upon the rights 
of this defendant at this hour, mo matter what 
had been done in the past. 

“We must not lose sight of the facts in this 
ease,” said Mr. Robinson, and he then reviewed 
the case up to the time of the inquest. Said he: 

“ The murder was committed Aug. 4. The de- 
fendant was placed under police guard, prac- 
tically, Aug. 6, and there was ne time when the 
eyes of the police were not on these people, and 
the defendant knew the police were around her. 
The defendant was summoned Aug. ¥. Before 
testifying she requested that her counsel be 
present and the request was refused. She stood 
nlone through days, confronted by the District 
Attorney, watched by the City Marshal, and at 
all times surrounded by éhe police. 

“She was Dot cautioned atanytime. She was 
summoned on or before Aug. 9, but the court 
will see that complaint was made out on the 
8th of August; the complaint was in due form 
on that day, and she was brought into court 
practically under arrest. Complaint was made 
and a warrant issued for her arrest before the 
inquest. The City Marshal held the warrant 
during all the time she testified. 

“Can any one say she had not been proceeded 
against? ‘he City Marshal stood at her shoul- 
der authorized to make an arrest at any mo- 
ment We must assume this was done under 
the direction of the District Attorney—it was 
not done at random. When the evidence was 
concluded she was not allowed to depart, but 
was placed under arrest. 

“And when she went before the District 
Court she went on another warrant, and the 
law officers of the county know it. It was an 
evasion of the law, and may operate to deprive 
her of her rights. She was placed in the cus- 
tody of the City Marsbal, he with his hands on 
her shoulder—she a Woman who could not run— 
empowered to pick her up at any time, and that 
went on for three days. She was denied her 
counsel, and the District Court and the District 
Attorney negiected to tell her of ber rights. 

** If that is freedom, God save the Common- 
wealth of Massachueetts ! 

“Jf that was voluntary, then compulsory 
must thereafter be known as voluatary. 

“The inquest was not to discover whether a 
crime was committed or not, but its use and 

ower wes devoted to extorting from this de- 


‘from other authorities to make a second one. 


committed by somebody—possibly by the de- 
fendant, possibly by some one else. Was the 
District Attorney to determine by whom! Yes, 
but not by dracging from her facts in euch a 
manner. She was not examined to find ont 
whether she had committed these murders, be- 
cause they had already sworn she had coin- 
mitted them. They pu! this paper in their 
pocket and said: * If we get anything out of her, 
we'll putitaway.’ That was worse than buru- 
ing a dress.” 

The various cases cited by Mr. Moody were 
disposed of by the assertion backed by argu- 
ment that they bad nothing to do with the case. 
They were not parallel cases. 

* Lizzie Borden,” said he, “ stands on the Con- 
stitution of this Commonwealth, and when the 
bill of rights says no person shall testify 
against himself, ehe stands on that. The 
shield of the &tate and the shield of the Natiou 
are her protection in this hour.” 

Mr. Moody took a short time for areply, in 
which he reasserted his position. Mr. Robinson's 
argument, he suid, was magniticent, but it was 
not law. 

The Judges thought difforently, for after con- 
sulting together fora little over an hour they 
decided to exclude the testimony. In announc- 
ing the decision Chief Justice Mason said: 

“The propriety of examining the witness at 
the inquest is entirely distinet from the ad- 
missibility of her evidence. It is with the latter 
question the court has todeal. We are of the 
opinion that if the accused was at the time 
under arrest her statements were not voluntary 
and her evidence cannot be admitted. 

“From the agreed facts itis plain that the 
prisoner was at the time of the inquest as 
much a prisoner as ever she has been, and the 
evidence is excluded.”’ 

The prisoner was visibly affected by the 
court’s decision, and remained some minutes 
with her face covered with her fan. 

The jury returned at 12:42 and Dr. Albert C. 
Dedrick was called. On the day of the murder 
he went tothe Borden house after 2 o'clock. 
When he got there a number of oflicers were 
there, Dr. Dolan, Coughlin, and another. 

“I examined the bodies,” said the doctor, 
“and noticed the blood. ‘that of Mrs. Borden 
was coagulated and ropy. Mr. Borden's was 
bright and fresh. Mrs. Borden's body was 
colder and stiffer. Ithink she died first. I 
should say several hours before.”” « 

The defense askedno questions, 

Officer Joseph Hyde of Fall River testified 
next: Said he: 

‘Tama patrolman and was stationed about 
the Borden house on the nightof Aug.4. Miss 
Russell was in the house thatnight. I saw her 
and Lizzie coming out of the sitting room, the 
latter with a toiiet pail, Miss Russell witha 
lamp. Lizzie went to the water closetin the 
cellar and then to the sink, and then I heard 
water running. Then both went up stairs. That 
was at 8:45. 

Ip a few minutes after Lizzie went down cel- 
lar again, alone. She hadalamp and putit 
down whilo she went to the sink and stooped 
down, but what she did [don’t know. She was 
there but afew minutes. It was ten or fifteen 
minutes between the time of the two visits to 
the cellar.” 

On cross-examination witness said he was 
under orders to watch the house and see what- 
ever he could. He said that the women made 
no attempt at coxcealment when they camo 
flown stairs, but he was certain that Miss Rus- 
sell was nervous. 

“What, nervous?’’ demanded Mr. Robinson. 

“ Yes, Sir.” 

“How could you te)l?” 

“By ber actions.” 

‘Did she shriek or make a noise of any kind?”

Dr. William A. Dolan, a medical examiner for 
Bristol County, was the next witness. He was 
at the Borden house as early a8 11:45 A. M. the 
day of the murder. He chanced to be passing 
the house and was called in soon after the mur- 
ders were discovered. 

“T bada little talk with Lizzie Borden that 
morning,” said the doctor. “Ste was in her 
room. iasked her about that note, and she 
said Mrs. Borden bad received a note to go and 
see somebody who was sick. [I asked her what 
had become of it, and she said she supposed she 
had thrown ft in the stove.” 

The doctor then gave the particulara of his 
examination of the bodies of Mr. and Mrs, Bor 
den. He said that applying the thermometer to 
Mr. Borden he found his temperature high. 

* T learned this,”’ 6xid he, **{rom the hands.”’ 

Going on, he eaid: ‘*Atthat time the blood 
was dripping in two places down the head of 
the sofa. There was no blood on top of the car- 
pet, butit had soakedin. I saw no coagulated 
blood on Mr. Bordev. I touched the body of 
Mrs. Borden and it was much colder than Mr. 
Borden's. 

“IT made an examination of Mr. Borden's 
wounds, and found there seemed to be from 
eight to ten wounds.” 

Witness described the clothes of Mr. Borden 
and also what valuables he had about him. In 
his pocketbook be found $51.5V0 in money, the 
greater portion of it bills. The watch and 
chain were in their usual places. There was a 
ring on a linger. 

Witness collected a sample of the morning's 
milk, in consequence of What was told him, and 
afterward analyzed it. 

Continuing, witness said: 

* Then I went into the cellar and found some 
axern and hatchets. Isaw one, aclaw hammer, 
which appeared to have been scraped. The 
hatchets, which are now here, I examined a 
day or two after, if not the firatday, with a 
magnifying giass. 

**[foundtwo bairs, one on the blade of the 
claw hammer and one on the tibre of the wood 
near where it goes into the handle. [ put those 
hairs into an envelope and gave them to Prot. 
Wood. I saw several spots on the handle and 
blade of the hatchet which looked like blood. 
There was something which looked like blood 
on one of the axes. 

“I prepared the body of Mr. Borden for 
burial, opened and removed the stomach, put 
itinto a clean jar and sealed it up, aud did the 
same to the stomach of Mrs. Borden. I packed 
these jars with the milk jars and sent them to 
Prof. Wood. 

“T had,” said witness, ‘‘a dress skirt and 
waist to look at, I had ulso Miss Borden’s shoes 
and stockings.” 

The dress and white skirt were handed to 
witness. He identified the dress and proceeded 
to hunt fora blood spot on the white skirt in 
order to identify it fully, but he could not find 
any. He thought, however, that that was the 
skirt. Here the attention of witness was called 
to a bole in the white ekirt, which he said was 
not there when he oxamiped it at the time of 
the murder, and said there was a biood spot 
then about where the hole was. 

The doctor then spoke of the autopsy. Death 
Was Caused in each case by the wounds in the 
head, and in no other way. Plaster casts of the 
hoads of Mr. and Mrs. Borden were shown wit- 
nese and he described the wounds. Describing 
first Mr. Borden's wounds, he said: 

The first wound, starting near the nose, was 
four inches long. The next, starting at the 
augie of the eye or On down past the wouth and 
on the chia, four and ene-half inches long. The 
next, over the left eye, was gianving. The 
nextrsn into that, Gown through the eye, cut- 
ting the eye and through the cheek bone—this 
was four and one-half inches long. A two-inch 
Wound was next, over the eyebrow. The next 
washalfaninohiong. The others, back of these, 
went through into the brain. The next was 
three inches long. Thetwo directly in front of 
the ear were four and one-hali and four inches 
in length. 

“Thére were ten wounds altogether. These 
wounds all were vertical, more from the left to 
the right, although the two or three on the face 
were almost directly straight in.” 

“The wound in the back on Mra. Borden,” 
said the doctor, ** was a flesh wound only, avout 
two and a half inches lony and in the lower part 
of the neok, practically a little to the leftor the 
centre of the back or the neck. There were 
some contusions on the fave, three of them, 
which might have been caused by falling. 

‘The right side of the head was crushed in, 
commencing near the car, running zigzag, up- 
ward, fourand a half or five inches. ‘here 
were eighteen cuts on the head running from 
half an inch to five inches inlength. As there 
were some marks on the skull where there were 
none in the flesh, the instrument may have gone 
twiceinto the same wound, pushing the fiesh 
aside and cutting the bone.” 

Witness thought the wounds on both heads 
were made by sowe sharp instrument with a 
handle, and that they could have been inflicted 
by a woman ofordinary strength. Taking all 
the circumstances, he formed the opinion that 
Mrs. Borden dad died at least one and one-haif 
hours before Mr. Borden. She condition of the 
atomachs would tend to show this fact. : 
On cross-examination witnese said he did not 
recall having said at the first hearing that the 
claw-headed hatchet would fit any of the 
wounds, and he now desired to change the ex- 
yression. Btill he thought the hatohet could 
ave made the wounds on the heade. 

He said be remembered marking on o& china 
doll’s head the dimensions of a crushing blow, 
which were slightly wrong, because he did not 
have theeskulils then. He changed his opinion 
on this by saying he could not remember 
whetber the skulls were ready or not, but he 
would say positively that he had not examined 
them at that time. 

“ Then I had not measured the hatchet, and it 

was merely an opinion,” said witness. 

“I had authority from the Mayor of Fall 
River to make the first autopsy, and permission 
When I removed the heads I never gave notice 
to the daughters of the fact. 

“When I made the second autopsy I discov- 
ered the cut on the back of Mrs. Borden. When 
that blow was given the assailant Was stand- 
ing at the rear; | discovered no other in- 
jury then that 1 did not discover at the house. 
There were but nineteen wounds altogether, 
counting the one in the back. 

“When I got those hateheots I never said there 
was blood on them, but said there was some- 
thing which looked like blood. 

“I know now those hairs were not human

Within a year eleven persons have been killed 
by trolley cars in Brooklyn, two more owe their 
death directly to the trolley lines, and many 
have been seriously maimed. This record is all 
said to be due to the continued carelessness of 
the motormen, and bas boen the subject of fre- 
quent complaints to Mayor Boody. 

A few days ago the Mayor summened before 
him the various trolley road Presidents and 
warned them that some reform was imperative, 
but carelessness still continues, especially on 
the De Kalb Avenue line, The motormen are 
especially lax in their duties at night, when & 
high rate of speed is maintained. 

Complaint is also made about the steps of the 
oars, Which resemble those on steam railroad 
cars in that they are so high from the ground. 
This is a source of great inconvenience to old 
people, women, and children. 

An idea of the magnitude of the slaughter of 
the last twelve months due to the trolley may 
be conveyed by the following list of killed: 
JAMES MALLEY, eight years old, ran over July 

10, 1892, by Whi Avenue car No. 1,027, at 
Thirty-second Street. Death was instantancous. 

FRANK TIMMS, seven years old, run over July 
27, 1892, by a Third Avenue car, near President 
Street, and almost instantly killed. 

FRANK GOKMAN of King’s Highway, struck by @ 
car ofthe Cuney Island and Brooklyn Electric 
Road on Aug. 21, 1892. He was terribly 
mangled and died in a tew minutes. 

KATE sTHLIN, twelve yeare old, killed by a 
Jamaica line car Sept. 3, AsY2. Her body was 
cut ip two. 

WILLIAM GIBNEY, thirty-five years old, con- 
ductor on the Coney Island line, run over and 
instantly killed by acar of that line near King’s 
Highway eee 26, 1892. 

REVERDY JOHNSON, Jr., thirty-three years old, 
conductor on the Fulton Street elevated ral- 
road, fell from a train op Sept. 27, 1892, and was 
killed. It was claimed that he was pulled off 
the track by a troliey wire, which dangled from 


a pole. 

Louts REILLY, seven years old, ground to death 
beneath the wheels of a Jay Street car on Dec. 
22, 392. 

JOSEPH DAVIS, colored, run over and killed by a 
Fiatbush Aveune car on April 16, 1593. 

JAMES KEENAN, six years old, run down and 
killed by a Third Avenue car near Nineteenth 
Street on May 12. 

CHARLES M’DONALD, twenty-seven years old, a 
lineman, while running wires for the Atlantic 
Aveuue Line on May 20, {oll to the sidewalk 
and fractured his skull, He died soon after- 


ward. 

WILY CHUNG, a Chinese, died on May 22 atthe 
Norwegian Hospital from injuries received by 
being run over by a Third Avenue car. 

MARGARET SENDER, run .over by Car No. 
1,018 of the Third Avenue Line on June é4and 
killed. 

Amun, name unknown, was run over by & 


Third Avenue car on Sunday. He was about 
twenty-tive years old. The accident occurred at 
the corner of Fifty-second Street. He was 
badly crushed, and died an hour after the acoi- 
dent at the Seney Hospital. 

There is along list of accidents resulting in 
broken legs, arms, ribs, and other injuries to be 
charged to the Brooklyn trolley linea. 

In 1892 there were accidents as follows:

CANALBOATS MEET WAR SHIPS, 


The 
Run Into—%$6,000 Damage to the Russian. 


Dimitri Donskoi and Miantonomoh 


The Russian flagship Dimitri Donskol and the 
United States monitor Miantonomoh, lying in 
the North River off Forty-second Street, were 
run into early yesterday morning by canal- 
boats coming down the river from Albany in 
the tow of several tugs. 

The monitor suffered no injury, but the Rus- 
sian man-of-war lost a steam launch and a 


boom,and the Captain's gig wasinjured. The 
damage altogether was estimated at 3:i,000. 
The accident to the Dimitri Donskoi happened 
ativ:30 A. M., when w tow of twenty cenal- 
boats in charge of two tugs fouled the ship and 
did the damage. It wasebd tide and the boats 
became unmanageable. About 10 o'clock, Flag 
Lieutenant N. Shiskin of the Donskoi reported 
the matter to Capt. Copeland of the Harbor Po- 
lice, and he sent Detective Jacobs to hunt up 
the tucboats and reportto the Russian Consul 
General, who will demand reparation for the 
damages. 

Atl:30 A. M. the steam canalboat Morgan, 
with two barges in tow, fvuled the bew of the 
monitor. The barges were cut adrift, but 
neither the Miantonomoh nor the canalboat 
wus damaged. 

Some weeks ago two scows were sunk in the 
North River by running into the ram of one of 
the South American war ships. They carried 
away her anchor and many fathoms of chain.

But It Evident the Unknown Man 


When the body of an unknown man which 
was found floating in the slip at the foot of 
East Forty-first Street was taken to the Morgue 
yesterday, it was found that his hands were 
tied together loosely with a piece of common 
twine. 

It looked at firat as though the man’s hands 
bad been tied together and he had been thrown 
into the water, but a closer examination led the 
officials at the Morgue to the belief that the 
stranger committed suicide by jumping into the 
water after tying his hands himself. Tho twine 


could have been broken easily by the man, and 
it was tied so loosely that the hands cou!d have 
been easily freed. 

The man appeared to be about fifty-five yoars 
of age and was 5 feet Sinchesin height. He 
was evidently a Hebrew, and weighed probably 
160 pounds. He was ragged and filthy. Noth- 
ing was found to give any clue to his identity. 
His clothing consisted of an old chinchilia over- 
coat, a black vest, and etriped trousers. The 
man wore no underclothing and his shoes were 
not mates. The body had evidently not been in 
the water more than twenty-four hours. 

An autopsy was made of the body by Deputy 
Coroner Conway. ‘there were no marks of vio- 
lence on the body, and death was due to drown- 
ing. 





Want to Cling to White Lights. 

Owners of lighters and tugs held a mecting 
yesterday afternoon at the office of the New- 
York Central Lighterage Company, 1 Beaver 
Street, to discuss their objections to the new 
rules for lights on Vessels in tow in New-York 
Harbor and the adjavent waters proposed by 


the Supervising Iuepecters of Steamboata. 
Companies and individuals centrolling 2,000 
Vessels were represented. 

The new rales, if put into effect, will require 
vessels in tow to carry red and green lights. 
Such a requirement, the boat owners say, would 
cause an endless amount of confusion in the 
crowded waters of the harbor, andeven in the 
Sound would be likely to lead to mistakes and 
accidents, because persons on other vessels 
would mistake tows for sailing vessels through 
the similarity in lights. The boat owners wish 
to use white lights, as at present. 

The objections made to the proposed change 
will be formulated by a committee appointed at 
the meeting. 





Found Dead Near High Bridge. 


Emanuel Weltman, a peddler, twenty-three 
years old, was found dead at daylight yester- 
day morning near High Bridge. There were no 
marks of violence on the body, and it is sup- 
posed that Weltman cither died from disease or 
committed suicide.

NO BEER ON THE BIG BRIDGE, 


Mr. O’Brien’s Offer Rejected—Plan for Meet~ 
ing Terminus Expenses. 


The New-York and Brooklyn Bridge Trustees 
met in Brooklyn yesterday afternoon. Presi- 
dent Howells aud Mayor Boody presented a 
plan for securing to the Brooklyn City Railroad 
Company a guarantee of payment for the land 
seized between Fulton, Sands, and High Streets 
and the entrance to the bridge for the extension 
of the Brooklyn terminus. 

The City of Brooklyn agreed to pay the cost 
ofimproving this territory. It still owes $150,- 
815, and when suit for that amount was brought 
the issue of a certificate, with interest at 6 per 
cent., Was ordered by the courts. The certifi- 
cate is made out in the name of the New-York 
and Brooklyn Bridge Trustees, and the city 
merely guarantees the amount to the Trustees. 

Srooklyn cannot pay the money now, and it 
was proposed at the meeting to extend the time 
until 1894 and reduce the interest to 5 per cent. 
The issue of such a certificate was authored, 
the only opposition coming from Mr. Skinner, 
who desired to consult Corporation Counsel 
Clark of this olty regarding the liability of the 


New-York Trustees for the money due in case 
Brooklyz should not pay. -Mr. Skinner refused 
to vote. 

The Trustees promptly declined to allow John 
H. O’Brien of Brooklyn to be a vendor of beer 
at the Brooklyn tower of the bridge. Mr. 
O’Brion offered to pay for that privilege $5,000 
the first year and $1,000 a year for ten years. 
He agreed to bind himself to observe the excise 
law and to sell such a good quality of liquor 
that his patrone could with safety look down on 
the East River and have no desire to jump. 

The bridge policemen have a sulovenas in 
that they are obliged to leave their uniforms in 
Brooklyn when they quit work. They asked to 
be allowed to take them home, sayivg that they 
could take better care of them, and that they 
would not be obliged to pay so many car fares. 
The Trustees thought the latter was the prin- 
cipal reason. They smiled as they leid the re- 
quest on the table.

FIRE WAS PERSISTENT. 
The Department et * Rete Fight at J. 


H. Hobby’s Son’s Warehouse. 


At 5 o’clock last evening the Fire Department 
was still at work on the ruins of J. H. Hobby’s 
Son's warehouse, corner of South and Clinton 
Streets. The Clinton Street wall had been 
pulled down early in the day and tilled tho 
street with a mass of half-burned débris, con- 
sisting of hogsheads of tobacco, bales of paper, 
rags, and straw-hat braid which had been stored 
in the warehouse. 

The firemen reported injured by smoke were 
all back at work with the exception of Louis 
Starrett of Fire Patrol No. 1, Assistant Fore- 
man Henry Mackey of Engine No. 11, and As- 
sistant Foreman William C, Bracey of the fire- 
boat New-Yorker. Bracey not only inhaled a 
large quantity of smoke, but was injured by the 
fall of a coping stone. 

As many as fifty firemen were taken to Gouv- 
erneur Hospital suffering from severe inflam- 
mationof the eyelids. Cooling lotions were 
applied, and most of the men went back to duty. 

Mr. Hobby said yesterday that he could not 
compute the loss on the stock within tne build- 
ing. Sixty or seventy different firms had goods 
stored in the warehouse, and he had not yet 
been able to reach his safe. His personal loss, 
he stated, would not exceed $10,000. The 
building is the property of Robert M. Jarvis. 
The insurance is not yet known. 

The British merchant steamship Macduff, 
lying at the foot of Clinton Street, lent her help 
to the Fire Department in pulling down the 
South and Clinton Streets corner wall, where 
tho tiremen had sucha hard fight with smoke 
befoye the fire was finally subdued. A stout 
line was looped over the parapet of the cracked 
and ruined wall and through a third-story 
window, The firemen made repeated attempts 
to pull the wall over by the old-fashioned “ Yo- 
heave-ho”’ process, but, though the wall rocked, 
it would not come down. Then they harnessed 
up two of the Macduti’s steam winches to the 


than ten seconds down Camo the wall with a 
crash, exposing the still burning contents of 
the warehouse and giving the tiremen a better 
chance to wet the ruins. Three wore streams 
were 8001 at work. 


FOR SETTING TWO FIRES. 


A Colored Coachman Arrested—Revenge 


Said to be the Motive. 


There were two mysterious fires during last 
week at the residence of Dr. Albert H. Friden- 
berg, 60 East Sixty-first Streot, and as the re- 
sult of the investigation by Fire Marshal 
Mitchel and Detectives Lang and Weller of the 
East Sixty-seventh Street police, William Jones, 
the doctor’s colored Goachman, is under arrest 
on suspicion of having kindled both fires, an 
accusation which, however, he indignantly de- 
nies. Jones is a smart fellow, twenty-three 
years old, is married, and lives at 231 West 
Sixty-first Street. 

It is asserted by the detectives that Jones be- 
came enamered of Ida Engstrom, a Swedish 
servant employed in the house, and made vio- 
lentloveto her. The young girl repulsed him, 
and this made the negro angry. 

The tires were both started with kerosene in 
the room occupied by Iida, with the view, it is 
thought, of having ber discharged. 

Detectives Lanx and Weller were called to 
the house of Dr. Fridenberg to investigate the 
disappearance of some small pieces of jewelry 
and trinkets which had evidently been stolen. 
They were taken from the rooms of the ladies 
of the family, to which the girl Ida had access, 
but no clue to the thief was obtained. It is now 
believed that Jones stole these articles. 
Yesterday morning he Was arraigned before 
Justice Meade at the Yorkville | viice Court, 
where Fire Marshal Mitchel madethe formal 
charge of arson against him. He pleaded not 
guilty, and was committed for examination in 
default of $2,000 bail. The examination was 
set down for this morning. 


Blanckensee Remanded for Sentence. 


Julius Blanokensee, the sbip’s writer who 
has been acting as agent for the estate of the 
late Capt. George C. Wiltse of the cruiser Bos- 
ton, and who ie charged with larceny in misap- 
propriating funds belonging to Mrs. Wiltse, 
pleaded guilty in the Court of General Scasions 
yesterday.

J. L. OSHOND LEGALLY KILLED 


THE MURDERER DIES QUIETLY IN 
THE ELECTRICAL OHAIR. 





No Bungling at Sing Sing—Not All of the 
People Invited to be Present Responded 
—Osmond Seemed to be Buoyed Up by 
Artificial Strength—Goes to the Chair 
with a Prayer on His Lips—His Death 
Instantaneous—His Body to His Brothers 
—How He Killed His Wife and Friend. 


Srnc Sina, N. Y., June 12.—For murdering his 
wife and his friend, because of a jealousy that 
made insanity the only defense for his crime, 
John Lewis Osmond was legally killed in the 
electrical chair in the State prison here to-day. 

The method which this State adopted as a 
substitute for hanging needs no further apol- 
ogy. The first attempts to use the electrical 
mothod, and especially in the case of Kemmler 
at the Auburn Prison, were horrible bungles, 
but the last five have fully justifiea the hamani- 
tarians in their advocacy of the electrical 
method. The experimenting js all over. The 
method has been reduced toa certainty. Mur- 
derers die sasy now. 

The witnesses to Osmond’s death were re- 
quested by Warden Durston to be at the prison 
atllo’clock A. M. Allof those invited did not 
putin an appearance. Besides the regular of- 
ficlals and the newspaper men the only men 
who answered the summons to the death cham- 
ber, shortly before 11 o'clock, were Sheriff F. 
8. Decker of Greene County, Dr. F, A. Charles 
of Catskill, N. Y.; Dr. William K. Mattern of 
Philadelphia, Dr. Robert M. Dawborn of New- 
York, Dr. W. J. O’Suliivan, who won fame as 
the medico-legsal counsel in the defense of the 
now condemned wife poisoner, Dr. Robert W. 
Buchanan; Sheriff Charlies Somlenson of New- 
Haven County, and Dr. George L. Beardsley of 
Birmingham, Conn.; Dr. E. F. Sheehan of Sing 
Sing, Dr. E. O. Mitchell of Newburg, and Dr. C. 
P. Kirley of Lowville, N. Y. 

When the doomed man was brought into the 
house of death, Father Joha Creeden, the 
Roman Catholto priest of the prison, walked 
behind. Head Keeper Connaughton led the 
way. Osmond needed no support. He seemed 
to be buoyed up by an artificial strength. This 
is characteristic of men about to be executed. 
Generally this is attributed to the administra- 
tion of powerful stimulants, but prison officials 
deny that stimulants are administered save in 
rare and necessary cases. 

Osmond, a short, stockily-built fellow, went 
to the chair holding a brass crucifix. Father 
Creeden walked beside him uttering a prayer. 
Osmond muttered itafter him. Straight to the 
chair the doomed man walked. Never did his 
eyes turn toward the witnesses seated about. 
On the crucifix they were fastened, while in a 
tone that was auditvle he murmured: “ Save us, 
O Lord. Irepent of my sins. Save us, O Lord.”’ 

He seated himseliin the chair without hav- 
ing to be urged. In one minute from the time 
that he entered the straps and the electrodes 
had all been adjusted. ‘The doctors, the priest, 
the Warden, and the keepers stepped back from 
the chair. 

Yhe current was turned on at 11:41 o’clook. 
For three seconds 1,760 volts passed over 
the wires and through the body of the man 
in the chair. Then the current was reduced 
to 150 volts, and that waa continued for 
thirty-seven seconds. The current was then 
turned off entirely. Dr. Ervine of the prison 
aud Dr. Sheehan ripped open the man’s shirt, 
made an examination, and pronounced life ex- 
tinct. This announcoment Was made just one 
minute and tifty seconds after the man had been 
brought to the death chamber. The other duo 
tors were invited to step forward and examine 
the body, and didso. A peculiar discoloration 
ofthe chest was noticeable. It was due to an 
accumulation of blood there. The shirtband at 
the neck had not been unfastened, as it has 
beenin all previous cases under this method. 
The swelling of the neck had caused the con- 
gestion. 

The autopsy showed, however, that death had 
been instantaneous—that is, in a shorter time 
than the physicians are able to compute. Noth- 
ing else was revealed by the autopsy that is of 
interest that has not been shown by the autop- 
sies on the Lodies of all other men put to death 
by thismethod. It was the quickest execution, 
both in point of time necessary for preparations 
and in the continuance of the current, that has 
ever been witnessed under the present law. 
Osmond'’s brothers, who bade him good-bye 
on Sunday. claimed his body, which will be 
tuken to New-York and buried in consecrated 


ground. Osmond was a model prisoner. 
Osmond was aman of intelligence, but ad- 
dicted to the excessive use of liquor. In 1884 


he married Mary Murphy, one of his victims. 
In 148Y his wife’s aunt, Eliza Cushing, living 
at 60” Third Avenue, died, leaving all her 
money, which did not amount to a great deal, 
to her adopted son, John C. Burehell, with 
whom the Usmonds had always been very 
friendly. The Usmonds went to live with Bur- 
cheli in Mrs. Cushing’s old home. Osmond grew 
jealous of his wife, accusing her of intimacy 
with Burchell. His wife began an action for 
divorce. 

On Oct. 3, 1891, Osmond lost his employment 
because of intoxication, He went to the 
Burchell apartments about 11 o’cloek at night 
intoxicated. Mrs. Osmond, her thirteen-year- 
old sister, and Burchell were seated at a table. 
He demanded that Mra. Osmond should come 
with him. She refused. He fired two shots at 
her and killed her. Burchell grappled with him 
and received two bullet wounds, from which he 
died two days later. 

Osmond was arrested the next morning and 
admitted that he had done the shooting. He said 
that he was gladof it. A sensation was caused 
by the fact that when he was arraigned in tho 
police court the next morning Mrs. Osmond’s 
brother, John Murphy, tried to kill him. In- 
sanity was the only defense. Osmond was con- 
victed, and his conviction was sustained by the 
Court of Appeals. 





An Accused Murderer Arrested. 

New-OrveEans, June 12.—Alfred A. McCurdy, 
adeserter from the United States Army, has 
been arrested here. Oct. 20, 1888, McCurdy 
and another soldier named Lynch were pris- 
oners in the guardhouse at Jefferson Barracks, 
St. Louis, from which they escaped by killing 
the guard. Before McCurdy became a soldier 
he was a noted professional bicyole rider and 
the winner of many long-distance races. 
For the past two years McCurdy has been 
moving in the city under his right name and 
plying his vocation of shoemaking. His love 
for the wheel induced him to seek admission to 
the Pelican Cyeling Club. One of the members 
of that club, suspecting the applicant's identity 
with the professional, mace inqutries as to his 
antecedents, and discovered information that 
led to McCurdy’s arrest. He admits being a de- 
serter, but denies having a hand in the murder 
of the guard. 





Pardoned by the President. 
WASHINGTON, June 12.—The President to-day 
granted pardons as follows: George W. Howell 
and Edward Tibbetts ef Missouri, convicted of 
violation of the Inter-State Commerce act and 
sentenced to imprisonment for eighteen months 
and to pay a fine of $2,000. 

Orlando Doles, Scott Doles, and John Russell 
of indiana, sentenced to pay #50 fine for viola- 
tion of the McKinley law, on condition that 
they pay $10 fine. 

Jobn Connell of the District of Columbia, con- 
victed of grand larceny and sentenced May 13, 
1892, to three years’ imprisonment in the 
Albany Penitentiary. 

James E. Majors of the District of Columbia, 
sentenced March 6 to imprisonment in jail for 
one year for assault.

MADE BEAUTIFUL FOR NOTHING. 


Mrs. Rowland Says She Has Not Been 


Paid for Her Services. 


A peculiar litigation is going on before Law- 
yer Adolph L. Sanger, as referee, between Mra. 
Mary Scott Rowland and the executors of the 
estate of the late Mra. Mary H. White. Mrs. 
Kowland presented a claim for $250 to the ex- 
ecutors last Winter for services rendered Mrs. 
White during her lifetime, but as she was un- 
able to produce written evidence that it was 
just, they refused to pay it. 

Mre. Rowland’s claim is that in October, 1891, 
Mrs. White, who was atthe head of the dress- 
making tirm of White, Howard & Co., 19 East 
Thirty-fourth Street, engaged her to erase the 
wrinkles from her face and beautify her feat- 
urea. Mra. White was then over fifty years of 
age, but she did not wish to appear so old. Mra. 
Rowland demanded $500, but Mrs. White said 
she could not pay so much. In consideration of 
@ promise to send other ladies to her for treat- 
ment, Mrs. Rowland agreed, after a great deal 
of parleying, to do the work for $250. 

The treatment consisted principally of the 
manipulation of the facial muscles. Mrs. White 


called at Mrs. Rowland’s establishment, 123 
Fifth Avenue, at 7 o’clock in the morning, to 
avoid meeting her friends, who she feared 
might learn the secret. This, Mrs. Rowland 
says, Was very annoying, and put her household 
to much trouble. 

The contract was verbal. Mra. Rowland says 
she performed the work for Mrs. White and 
treated her three or four times a week for six 
weoks, at the expiration of which time there 
was not a wrinkle in Mrs. White’s face and she 
appeared to be no older than thirty-five. 

But Mra. White did not pay her, Mrs. Rowland 
says. She did not send a bill to her, but she re- 
minded Mrs. White of the debt whenever they 
met, and Mrs. White always promised to send a 
check the next day. Mrs. White did send sev- 
eral ladies to Mra. Rowland, but the financial 
part of the contract she did not keep. 

Mrs. White died last June, and her business 
partner, Mrs. Margaret A. Howard, and James 
W. Brooks, the lawyer, were made executors of 
her estate. When Mrs. Rowland presented her 
claim last February for beautifying Mrs. 
White’s complexion they promptly said they 
would contest It. 

Mrs. Rowland retained Epstein Brothers of 
the Stewart Building, and Mrs. White’s execu- 
tors engaged Redtield & Redfield of the Equita- 
ble Building. Lawyer Sanger was appointed 
referee to take the testimony. 

As Mrs, Whito is dead, Mrs. Rowland was not 
permitted to teatify to anything bearing direct- 
ly upon the case. Her husband, John E. Row- 
land, who said he heard his wife and Mrs. 
White arrange the terms for the treatment, was 
permitted to state what they said, but not until 
he had satisfied the referee that he had no direct 
financial interest in his wife’s business. He is 
an invalid, and he said he only received a salary 
for his services, such as they were. 

The case will be continued on Friday. 

Mrs. Rowland, some time ago, sued Mrs. C. P. 
Huntington for similar services. She is the 
woman who secured the release of James Dun- 
lap, the Northampton bank burglar, from 
prison in Massachusetts.

She went with him to 
Easton, Penu., and there she fell in Jove with 
Henry Berceaw,a bookkeeper employed by a 
Phillipsburg (N. J.) firm. Later she left him 
and went to San Antonio, Texas, where she re- 
joined the cannon-ball thrower. Last month 
she deserted him a second time, and came North 
as far us Washington, where, under the name 
of Josephine Wolford of Hoboken, she married 
Bercaw and went witht him to Phillipsburg. 
Learning of this, Blatt came North and visit- 
ed ** Minerva” and her new husband. He made 
an unsuccessful attempt to shoot the latter. 
Bercaw settled the matter by sending his wife 
to New-York. She brought with her a diamond 
ring worth $280 anda goid watch and chain 
belonging to Bercaw. 

Since then ‘‘ Minerva’s” whereabouts have 
not been known, but it is supposed that she has 
returned to Blatt and is living again with him. 
In court Mr. Wohlrorth produced the certiti- 
cate of his wife’s marriaze to Bercaw, and the 
proprietor of the Gerber House in Easton testi- 
fled that the couple stupped at his hotel while 
in that city. 





Many Architects Will Compete. 
Controller Myers informed the new Municipal 
Building Commissioners yesterday that over 
500 architects had applied to him for copies of 
the instructions to architects desiring to submit 
competitive designe for the new Municipal 
Building. He also submitted a number of let- 
ters from architects residing in Washington, 


Denver, St. Paul, Orange, N. J., and New-York 
asking c‘urther information. 

William R. Ware aud Prof. Napoleon Le Brun 
were present as advisory architects to assist 
the Commissioners in their deliberations, It 
was decided by the Commissioners that the 
questions put in reference to the subdivision of 
the floor space of each department were suili- 
ciently answered in thé book of instructions al- 
ready issued for the guidance of competitors. 
It was also decided that the stens, terraces, and 
balconies might extend outside of the lines laid 
down in the ground plan of the building. 
Martin B. Brown’s bill for $321.68 for print- 
ing instructions to architects, and bills for ad- 
vertising in sixteen newspapers for designs, 
amounting to $807.70, were ordered to be paid. 
Plans for the new building must be submitted 
by Sept. 1. 





Interesting Rulings Expected. 


The case of Edwin L. Johnson against the 
managers of the Produce Exchange is expected 
to come up before Judge MoAdam in the Su- 
perior Court to-day. 

Mr. Johnson was suspended “during the 
pleasure of the board” in December last. The 
complaint against him grew out of an alleged 


failure to complete a delivery of cottonseed 
oiL His defense was that he was acting as- an 
agent and not as a principal, and the courts are

RUSSIAN COERCIVE. MRASURES 


WHAT COL, WEBER SAYS OF THE 
TREATMENT OF THE JEWS. 





A Criticism of Pierre Botkine’s Articie in 
the ‘“‘ Century "—What Col. Weber Saw 
with His Own Eyes—The Story of the 
Jew Bitten@y a Rabid Dog and Re- 
fused Hospital—The 
Crusade Must Eyentually Work Against 
Catholics, Col. Weber Thinks, 


Admission to a 


Col. Weber, formerly Superintendent of Im< 
migration, who was sent abroad in 1891 toe 
study the character and habits of intending 
emigrants to the United States, was asked yes- 
terday by a reporter of THe New-YoORK TIMES 
what he thought of the threatened exodus o! 
Polish Jews. He replied: 

“The prescriptive measures of the Russian 
Government, we are told, are not to be carried 
out before the end of this year. But these 
Russians have remarkable ways of doing 
things. Sometimes before a law is published it 
becomes operative. So far, I am not aware 
that there is anything like a Polish exodus.” 

“Do you think that there ig an uneasy feel- 
ing in Poland?” 

“Unquestionably. ThePolish Jews would be 
dull indeed if theyjdid not take the expulsion ef 
their coreligionists in Russia toheart. Coercive 
measures are more sweeping than ever. The 
drag net has been enlarged. The new decrees 
are directed toward Russian Jaws who be: 
fore this had beenin a measure undisturbed. 
Merchants of the first guild, who for the last 
twerty years had been paying 1,000 rublesa 
year for the privilege, will have to move. Doc- 
tors of medicino, lawyers, engineers, architects, 
artists, graduates of the university, are to be 
swept out. These are exactly the classes 
representing the highest intellectual conditions, 
They could not live within the mow over- 
crowded pale. 

“IT have read Pierre Botkine’s article in the 
Century Magazine of February, which heaps 
coals os firaon Mr. Kennan’s head and taxed 
him with ingratitude. Mr. Kennan did what 
any clear-headed American would do. He re- 
fused to be hookwinked. That is all. Mr. Bot< 
kine writes that we are ‘led to believe all kinds 
of fantastio tales, incredible and absurd state: 
ments.’ Well, I know this to bea fact: In one 
of the large cities of European Russia a Jew 
was bitten by a dog, and the dog was supposed 
to have had rabies. Having applied for admit- 
tance to a hospital, he was refused because of 
his religion. I went to the Moscow Hospital 


and saw the Medical Superintendent in charge. 
With noticeable distress of mind he said to me: 
‘Yes, itis true. I myself wrote and signed a 
certiticate setting forth that the man had been 
bitten by a dog, that he had all the symptoms 
of hydrophobia, and that his only hope of cure 
lay in the treatment which he could only here 
in all Russia receive. But, notwithstanding 
this certifloate, the authorities ,refused ,to per- 
mit me to take him in.’ 

“lam noenemy of Russia. Some of the best 
and kindest-hearted men | have ever met are 
Kussians and of the strictest orthodoxy. The 
peasants are good people, with a kind of ar- 
rested civilization, diiticult, perhaps, to grade 
properly. They seem to belong to wa period not 
in unison with present conditions. They assort 
rather with ideas of the Asiatio Kast than with 
the European West. Undoubtedly the Govern- 
ment Wishes to keepthem so. My faulttinding 
with Russia never is general, butspecific.. itis 
the cruelty exercised which distresses me. 

“No one will ever be able to gather in the sta- 
tistics of the loss of life brought about by this 
exodus of the Jews. I see the etlects of it here 
every day. Men, women, and children, fagged 
outand worn out by misery and privation, come 
here to breathe their last. 

**Mr. Botkine writes: ‘The Hebrew question 
is neither religious nor political. [tis purely an 
economical and administrative question. It ia 
not animosity to the religion of the Jew. The 
amplest freedom of faithand of practice of ro- 
ligion is allowed in our country.’ 

‘This is a wonderful statement. The religious 
crusade is now directed toward the Jews, but it 
is working indirectly against the Catholics and 
the Lutherans. In Finland there is to-day in- 
creasing dread. In Poland there are innumer: 
able Catholics. The highest class, the nobility, 
are devoutedly Catholic. There have been many 
intermarriages between the French and Polish 
Princes dating centuries back. Under present 
conditions there is pressure brought to bear ou 
the Polish Catholics and on ali Russian Cath- 
olics. Itis on the programme to trample that 
religion under foot. It will be resistant and the 
likelihood is that there willbe many & martyr 
to the grand old faith of St. Peter.” 

The reporter of THe New-YorK Times then 
handed Col. Weber the two letters which follow: 
To Pierre Botkine, £sq.: 

DEAR Sie: | have read your article published ina 
recent number of the Century Magazine with much 
interest. Thereis one feature of the Jewish ques- 
tion that is not clear to me, and [ should feel grate. 
tulif you could further enlighten me thereon. Wha! 
is the statua of the Jew in Russia who enters th¢ 
Greek Catholic Church! Are his disabilities thereby 
removed and does his conversion bring him full civil 
and political rights?

“ But a converted Jew, if he were in business, 
would soon be bankrupt. There woulda be a 
steady pressure broughton him. He would be 
suspected until the very end of his days. He 
would be a pariah, isolated.”

FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL 


PRICES DECLINE ON FEARS OF 
TIGHT MONEY. 





The Taking of Profits Also Helps Along the 
Depression—Shipments of Currency to 
the West Continue in Large Amounts— 
The Condition of the Banks—Large De- 
posits of Richmond Terminal Securities 
Under the Plan of Reorganization—Rate 
Cutting Causes Selling of Pacific Stocks.

New-York, , 
MonpDaAy, June 12—P. M. 

The first prices to-day were a little above 
Saturday’s closing, but the improvement 
dia not hold. A decline set in early and 
continued until well on in the afternoon. 
There was an unimportant rally about 2 
o’clock, but in the final hour the trade was 
only fairly steady. The close was very 
dull and in many instances the last prices 
were the lowest of the day. 

The stocks which were most active were 
Kt. Panl, Sugar, General Electric, and Chi- 
cago Gas, and they lost from % to 17% 
points, the latter in General Electric. Atch- 
ison, Burlington, New-England, North- 
ern Pacific preferred, Reading, and Western 
Union were about equally active, but in 
none of them was the taking much more 
than a third as great as in any one of the 
four leaders. They lost about a point each. 
The general market was fractionally lower. 

Some of to-day’s decline was due to the 





taking of profits by those who bought 
stocks before the advance in the latter 
part of lasttweek, but the greater influence 
was the dread of tighter money in the near 
future. This is looked for because of the 
continued heavy shipments of currency to 
the West. To-day’s outgo amounts to 
about $1,500,000. But it must be re- 
membered that the West is not taking 
money from the East without giving an 
equivalent for it. It is their wheat which 
is taking the place of gold in settlement 
of debts owed abroad, and to that extent 
it relieves the situation here. A study of 
the bank statement of Saturday leads to 
the conclusion that the banks cannot af- 
ford to be overliberal at present. It 
showed a reduction of about $12,500,000 
in deposits and of only about $2,200,000 
in loans. This, in the face of the fact that 
the loans amount to $414,670,200, while 
the deposits are only $418,925,600—the 
closest margin since the Baring panic—is 
regarded as a very strong reason for a con- 
traction in loans rather than an expan- 
sion. 

Messrs. Drexel, Morgan & Co. announce 
that 95 percent. of the securities of the 
Richmond Terminal system have been de- 
posited with them under the plan of re- 
organization, and they also add that de- 
posits will continue to be received until 
June 24 on payment of penalties, In the 
meantime the work of reorganization will 
proceed, and the first payment of $1.50 a 
share on the common stock has been de- 
clared due on June 29. The weakness in 
the Pacific stocks was attributed to the 
cutting of rates which the roads are in- 
dulging in at present.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS, 


There Was a Sharp Break in Wheat, Corn 


Was Steady, and Provisions Dull. 


CiicaGo, June 12.—There was a sharp break in 
wheat to-day. The market closed exactly a cent per 
bushel lower than Saturday. The chief reason for 
the break was tho fact that the bulis put up wheat in 
the expectation that the crop report would bulge the 
market. As it failed to doso, they nearly all attem pt- 
ed to sell outjat once, Saturday, after hours, the crop 
figures causedajampof %oin the July, and it was 
estimated that the opening price this morning would 
be up 2c and that a bull market was assured. There 
was much surprise, therefore, when the public cable 
quoted Liverpool steady to 494 lower. This was a 
knockdown the trade did not expect from the other 
side. It had a weakening effect from the start. Al- 
thongh prices opened *4@‘4 up, they soon began to 


weaken, Thé absence of any particular export de- 
mnand, the clothing-house failure late Saturday, and 
tne fact of a real estate house being in trouble were 
maide much of, 

At l2o’clock the visible supply report was all 
complete, except Chicago figures. The decrease, 
without Chicago, was 1,755,0UvU bushels, and local 
stocks were expected to decrease 500,000 bushels, 
atleast. Just when the figures were due Secretary 
Stone announced that the State Inspection Bureau 
could not supply Chicago stocks to-day, and here. 
after would not publish figures until Tuesday. This 
again upset calculations and disturbed confidence. 
The explanation given was that Monday's tigures 
have always been approximated, the exact informa. 
tion not being obtainable before Tuesday. Last 
week there was a discrepancy of 800,000 bushels be- 
tween the facts and the estimate, and the officials 
decline to run the chauces of making such another 
biunder. The trade became more demoralized the 
last hour. Financial troubles were again forcing 
stocks lower in Chicago and New-York, and closing 
cables were not improved. 

From top figures at the opening, prices declined, 
with only a slight fluctuation, 154@1 “gc, and the clos 
ing was about lolower for July and l1%4c lower for 
September than the closing figures of Saturiay. 
While the ay 2 is eetimated to be much smaller than 
last year, the large surplusinu sight, it was thought, 
would make up for a large shortage in the yield, and 
the effect of the former was offset by the latter. 

Corn Was steady, a fact due, it is said, to talk of a 
falling off in the movement, fairiy good cash demand, 
and a higher trade. Opening prices were a fraction 
under the final figures of Saturiay, and after selling 
up 4gc, worked back 's@‘4c, ruled easier, and at the 
close had lost 4@ xe. 

Fiuctuations in the quotations of oats were con- 
fined to a moderate range. The market closed with a 
net loss of 4c. The Government report showed a 
amaller increase in thearea than expected, but cut 
little figure. 

The provision trade was stagnant, the pit being 
deserted most of the time. The decline recorded was 
attributed to the break in wheat. Compared with 
Saturday night, pork is 106 lower, ribs 5c lower, and 
lard unchanged. 

Freights were steady, with offerings of vessel 
room at 2440 for wheat and 2c for corn to Buffalo.

LAUNCH OF THE PILGRIM 


STEWART & BINNEY OUP-.DE- 
FENDER ON THE WATER. 





The Fin-Keel Eoat of the Most Radical 

Type, with Greater Draught than | Ever 
a Racing Yacht, Slips 
Gracefully from the Ways and Is 
Christened by Mrs. Bullard—On,; Her 
Way to This City to Receive the Big 


Fin—Her Dimensions. 


Before Given 


WILMINGTON, Dol., June 12.—A most successful 
launch to-day was that of the Roston syndicate cup 
defender Pilgrim, designed by Stewart & Binney, 
and built by Messrs. Pusey & Jones of this city. 
The launching took place at 10 o'clock and was wit- 
nessed by several hundred people, with a fair sprink- 
ling of ladies. Preparations for the launch were 
made early in the forenoon, and as the boat rested in 
the cradle with all the shores taken away, an excel- 
lent view of her shapely hull ard fine lines could be 
had. The bull was resplendentina coat of white 
paint, but later the color below the -water line will be 
changed to a bronze or red. 

Among those present were Mr. Stewart and Mr. 
Binney of the firm which designed her, Capt. Edward 
Sherlock, who will sail her; Mrs. George E. Bullard, 
Mr. Binney’s mother, and Mr. George B.°EPullard, 
his stepfather. 

The order to “ wedge up” was given at 9:55, and 
the rattle of hammers was the signal for a throng 
of workmen to hurry from the shops aud join the 
crowd around the boat. At 10:02 the stringpiecos 
holding the cradle were cut and the boat slid 
smoothly down the ways, dipped her stern grace- 
fully as she struck the water, and floated far out into 
the stream, whero she was caught by the tug in 
waiting. 

The workmen cheered as she leftthe ways, the 
ladies waved handkerchiefs and parasols, an Ameri- 
can flag fluttered in the breeze, and Mrs. Bullard 
broke a bottle of champagne over the bow and chris- 
tened her the Pilgrim, at (the same time wishing her 
success. After the iaunch the boat was drawn along- 
side the dock and later was taken in tow for New- 
York, where sheis to receive herfin. She will go 
up the Delaware Kiver and through the canal, and is 
expected to be docked at the Erie Basin Wednesday. 
the fin has already been shipped to New-York, and 
the lead bulb was cast to-day and will be shipped to- 
morrow. 

The boat has already been described at some length 
in THK TiMbs, Dut it may be briefly said of her that 
she is a lin keel of the most radicai type, and has a 
greater draught of water than ever byfore given a 
racing yacht. Her principal dimensions are as fol- 
lows: Water line. 55 fect; length overall, 120 feet; 
beam, 23 feet; dranght of hull, 6 feet; depth of fin, 
17 feet; total dranght, 22 feet. Sheia built of steel, 
With special regard to lightness and strength, and is 
Very smoovhly plated. ne plauog is lapped, or is 
**in-and-out’’ piating, ae it is called, butas the plates 
barrow up botu forward and eft, the lines of the laps 
are about those of the diagonals of the model, and 
therefore the water will follow them very closely, 
anda little resistance be caused. 

For ballast the boat carries something less than 
twenty tons of lead in a bulb at the bottom of her fin. 
She floats very high out of water now, but promises 
to come abogt to her lines with spars and tin in 
piace. She has a graceful shear, a good-looking 
overhang aft, and a clean-cat bow, which curves up- 
ward without any figurehead. She has easy lines 
and a form which cau be driven through the water 
withont much power. Her sail plan will be a little 
larger than that of the Volunteer, and will be the 
suiallest of the four cup defenders. : 

Her interior accommodations will be no more than 
is necessary lo make her habitable. There will bea 
Small cabin, two staterooms, a galley, and a big fore- 
eastie for the crew. ‘he interior fittings are very 
lightand many of them will come eut on racin 
Gays. Hatchway combings on deck are low auc 
light and all skylights will be replaced by racing 
hatches when the boat is out for business. 

What little work remains to be dane on the hull of 
the boat, besides the fin, will be done in New-York, 
and she will then be towed to Boston for her spars 
and rigging.

COLONIA’S TRIAL TRIP. 


Not Wind Enough for the 


Yacht to Show Her Powers. 


There Was 


BRISTOL, R. I., June 12.—The Rogers cup defender 
Colonia was given her first trial trip this afternoon, 
but on account of the prevailing light wind it 
amounted to but little other than to givethe sail- 
maker and those on board an opportunity to see how 
the new Seca Island cotton sails set. At an early 
hour this morning the work of bencing the mainsail, 
which was uncompleted Saturday night, was fin. 
ished. The topsail was also bent’ this morning. 
With Archibald Rogers, Mr. Wilson, the sailmaker, 
Commodore E. D. Morgan, and N. G. Herreshoff on 
board, nothing was lacking buta breeze to start 
This did not come until after 1 o’clock, but as Mr. 
Rogers and his friends were here it was decided to 
try her. 

At exactly 1:55 she started from her moorings and 
bad up ber mainsail, working topsail, forestaysail, 
aud jib. What little wind there was blowing came 
from the southward, and she stood to the westward 
across Bristol harbor. Off Usher’s Point she lay to 
while @ boast with Nat Herresboff.and a couple of 
men from the works put off to her, Mr. Herreshoff 
g0ing aboard. From Usher's Point she stood over 
on the tack toward Prudence Island, and, consider- 
ing the light wind, scemed to be going at a good rate 
of speed. Below Mon Tom Buoy she went about, 
end it was but afew minutes before she went about 
again off the south end of Hog Island. She was as stiff 
&@s a house, and when at times the wind came in good 
putts below Hog Island she stood up about the same 
@s with the ligut breeze. Down the bay she sped 
along as faras the south end of Prudence, when she 
camo about and stood upthe bay again, having set 
her baby jibtopsail. 

Off the south side of Hog Island the Colonia 
cruised about for some time, firstinone direction 
and theninauother. While she was cruising, the 
large steam yacht Conquerer, owned by Frederick 
W. Vanderbilt, went down toward Newport after 
making a short stop at the Herreshoffs, and a salute 
Was fired ‘trom the steamer in honor of the new boat 
as they passed each other. Ata few minutes past 5 
o'clock the Colonia came into Bristol Marbor and 
‘Was sailed into her moorings. 

Tho Colonia appears to be a much larger boat than 
the Navahoe, which fact is due probably to tho 
color of the boat, which is white. The length of the 
bowsprit and main boom has something to do with 
this, as both are longer than those of the Navahoe. 
¥rom the end of the bowsprit to the end of the boom 
Js saidto be about 165 iect. From early mornin 
until she staited, boats of all deaecripuons plied 
around her, while on shore old sailors, for which 
this seaport town is noted, watched every movement 
while sie wason her cruise down the bay. The 
x0od-fitting sails were especially commented upon 
and the old salts were very gleeful when she stood 
out. Itis hoped by Capt. Hall and others interested 
in the new boat that a good breeze wiil come up to- 
zynorrow, as she will be given atrial down &s tar as 
Newport.

DISTRIBUTING THE CUPS. 


The Harlem Regatta Association Commit- 


tee Has a Pleasant Meeting. 


The committee of the Harlem River Regatta Asso- 
ciation held a meeting last night at the Grand Union 
Hotel to settle up the finances of the late regatta 
and to hand over the cups and plate to the winning 
clubs. The qlubs represented by their delegates 


were Metropolitan, Union, Dauntless, Nonpareil, 
Atalantas, Nassau, Wyanoke, Frieudship, and Lone 
Star. 

For the first time since the year when the silver 
cups were originally put up for comvetition ail of 
them were on exhibition, and with them were the 
diamond sculis. Lariy this year the Regatta Asso- 
ciation inourred a debt of $62 for putting the cups in 
good order, and when the financial statement for the 
current year was read this item was the only debt 
existing. The affiliated clubs promptly subscribed 
this small amonnt, and as the expenses of the recent 
regatta were met by the entry fees, the association 
for the first time in its history owes nothing, and 
owns $1,900 worth of plate. 

Committees were appointed to draft a new consti- 
tution, to arrange for a Venetian féte in September 
next, to look for new sites for boathouses further up 
theriver beyond Macomb’s Dam Bridge, and also io 
wait on the Mayor and Controller with the object of 
getting the city to make an annual appropriation 
toward the expenses of the yearly regatta. Boston 
contributes $1,500 of city funds to its Fourth of 
July regatta, Philadelphia gives $2,000 annually to 
the Schuylkill Regatta Fund, and Newark makes a 
yearly gift to the Passaic Regatta Association. 

The twelve cludDs forming the association will be 
increased next year by some two or three, the Hud- 
son Boat Club and the Atiautics of Hoboken hav- 
ing signified their intention of joining, and the Va- 
lencias of Hoboken will probably do the same. 

The clubs presenting bonds last night forthe safe 
keeping of the cups which their respective crews 
won were ithe Union, Atalantas, and Atlantice of 
Hoboken.
